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The Declaration of Independence 


When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for 
one people to dissolve the political bands which have connected 
them with another, and to assume among the powers of the earth, 
the separate and equal station to which the Laws of Nature and of 
Nature’s God entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions of man- 
kind requires that they should declare the causes which impel them 
to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalien- 
able Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness. That to secure these rights, Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the gov- 
emed. That whenever any Form of Government becomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, it is the Right of the People to alter or to abolish 
it, and to institute new Government, laying its foundation on such 
principles and organizing its powers in such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their Safety and Happiness. Prudence, 
indeed, will dictate that Governments long established should not 
be changed for light and transient causes; and accordingly all expe- 
rience hath shewn, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while 
evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the 
forms to which they are accustomed. But when a long train of 
abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same object, 
evinces a design to reduce them under absolute Despotism, it is 
their right, it is their duty, to throw off such Government, and to 
provide new Guards for their future security. Such has been the 
patient sufferance of these Colonies; and such is now the necessity 
which constrains them to alter their former Systems of Govern- 
ment. The history of the present King of Great Britain is a history 
of repeated injuries and usurpations, all having in direct object the 
establishment of an absolute Tyranny over these States. To prove 
this, let Facts be submitted to a candid world. 

He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome and 
necessary for the public good. He has forbidden his Governors to 
pass Laws of immediate and pressing importance, unless sus- 
pended in their operation till his Assent should be obtained, and 
when so suspended, he has utterly neglected to attend to them. 
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He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommodation of 
large districts of people, unless those people would relinquish the 
right of Representation in the Legislature, a right inestimable to 
them and formidable to tyrants only. 

He has called together legislative bodies at places, unusual, un- 
comfortable, and distant from the depository of their public Re- 
cords, for the sole purpose of fatiguing them into compliance with 
his measures. 

He has dissolved Representative Houses repeatedly, for oppos- 
ing with manly firmness his invasions on the rights of the people. 

He has refused for a long time, after such dissolutions, to cause 
others to be elected; whereby the Legislative powers, incapable of 
Annihilation, have returned to the People at large for their exer- 
cise; the State remaining in the meantime exposed to all the dan- 
gers of invasion from without, and convulsions within. 

He has endeavored to prevent the population of these States; for 
that purpose obstructing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigners; 
refusing to pass others to encourage their migrations hither, and 
raising the conditions of new Appropriations of Lands. 

He has obstructed the Administration of Justice, by refusing his 
Assent to Laws for establishing Judiciary powers. 

He has made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the tenure 
of their offices, and the amount and payment of their salaries. 

He has erected a multitude of New Offices, and sent hither 
swarms of Officers to harass our people, and eat out their sub- 
stance. 

He has kept among us, in times of peace, Standing Armies, with- 
out the Consent of our legislatures. 

He has affected to render the Military independent of and supe- 
rior to the Civil power. 

He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdiction for- 
eign to our constitution and unacknowledged by our laws; giving 
his Assent to their Acts of pretended Legislation: For quartering 
large bodies of armed troops among us: For protecting them by a 
mock Trial, from punishment for any Murders which they should 
commit on the Inhabitants of these States: For cutting off our Trade 
with all parts of the world: For imposing Taxes on us without our 
Consent: For depriving us in many cases of the benefits of Trial by 
Jury: For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pretended of- 
fenses: For abolishing the free System of English Laws in a neigh- 
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bouring Province, establishing therein an Arbitrary government, 
and enlarging its Boundaries so as to render it at once an example 
and fit instrument for introducing the same absolute rule into these 
Colonies: For taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valu- 
able Laws and altering fundamentally the Forms of our Govern- 
ments: For suspending our own Legislatures and declaring 
themselves invested with power to legislate for us in all cases what- 
soever. 

He has abdicated Government hereby declaring us out of his 
Protection and waging War against us. 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged our Coasts, burnt our towns, 
and destroyed the lives of our people. 

He is at this time transporting large Armies of foreign Mercenar- 
ies to complete the works of death, desolution and tyranny, already 
begun with circumstances of cruelty and perfidy scarcely paral- 
leled in the most barbarous ages, and totally unworthy the Head of 
a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on the 
high Seas to bear Arms against their Country, to become the execu- 
tioners of their friends and Brethren, or to fall themselves by their 
Hands. 

He has excited domestic insurrections amongst us, and has en- 
deavoured to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, the merciless 
Indian Savages, whose known rule of warfare is an undistinguished 
destruction of all ages, sexes and conditions. In every stage of 
these Oppressions We have petitioned for Redress in the most hum- 
ble terms. Our repeated Petitions have been answered only by re- 
peated injury. A Prince, whose character is thus marked by every 
act which may define a Tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free peo- 
ple. Nor have We been wanting in attention to our British brethren. 
We have warned them from time to time of attempts by their legis- 
lature to extend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We have re- 
minded them of the circumstances of our emigration and 
settlement here. We have appealed to their native justice and mag- 
nanimity, and we have conjured them by the ties of our common 
kindred to disavow these usurpations, which would inevitably inter- 
rupt our connections and correspondence. They too have been deaf 
to the voice of justice and of consanguinity. We must, therefore, ac- 
quiesce in the necessity, which denounces our Separation, and hold 
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them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies in War, in Peace 
Friends. 

We, THEREFORE, the Representatives of the United States of 
America, in General Congress, Assembled, appealing to the Su- 
preme Judge of the world for the rectitude of our intentions do, in 
the Name, and by authority of the good People of these Colonies, 
solemnly publish and declare, That these United Colonies are, and 
of Right ought to be, Free and Independent States: that they are Ab- 
solved from all Allegiance to the British Crown, and that all politi- 
cal connection between them and the State of Great Britain is and 
ought to be totally dissolved; and that as Free and Independent 
States, they have full Power to levy War, conclude Peace, contract 
Alliances, establish Commerce, and to do all other Acts and Things 
which Independent States may of right do. And for the support of 
this Declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection of Devine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our Lives, our For- 
tunes, and our sacred Honor.

Constitution of the United States 


Preamble 


We the people of the United States, in order to form a more per- 
fect union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defense, promote the general welfare, and secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain 
and establish this Constitution for the United States of America. 


Articles 


Article I 


Section 1. Legislative Powers. All legislative powers herein 
granted shall be vested in a congress of the United States, which 
shall consist of a senate and house of representatives. 


Section 2. House of Representatives, how constituted, 
power of impeachment. The house of representatives shall be 
composed of members chosen every second year by the people of 
the several states, and the electors in each state shall have the quali- 
fications requisite for electors of the most numerous branch of the 
state legislature. 

No person shall be a representative who shall not have attained 
to the age of twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of 
the United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabi- 
tant of that state in which he shall be chosen. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the 
several states which may be included within this union, according 
to their respective numbers, which shall be determined by adding 
to the whole number of free persons, including those bound to serv- 
ice for a term of years, and excluding Indians not taxed, three- 
fifths of all other person.* The actual enumeration shall be made 
within three years after the first meeting of the congress of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term of ten years, in 
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such manner as they shall by law direct. The number of repre- 
sentatives shall not exceed one for every thirty thousand, but each 
state shall have at least one representative; and until such enumera- 
tion shall be made, the state of New Hampshire shall be entitled to 
choose three, Massachusetts eight, Rhode Island and Providence 
Plantations one, Connecticut five, New York six, New Jersey four, 
Pennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virginia ten, 
North Carolina five, South Carolina five, and Georgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any state, the 
executive authority thereof shall issue writs of election to fill such 
vacancies. 

The house of representatives shall choose their speaker and 
other officers; and shall have the sole power of impeachment.

Section 3. The Senate, how constituted, impeachment trials. 
The senate of the United States shall be composed of two senators 
from each state, chosen by the legislature thereof, for six years; 
and each senator shall have one vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the 
first election, they shall be divided as equally as may be into three 
classes. The seats of the senators of the first class shall be vacated 
at the expiration of the second year, of the second class at the expi- 
ration of the fourth year, and of the third class at the expiration of 
the sixth year, so that one-third may be chosen every second year; 
and if vacancies happen by resignation, or otherwise, during the re- 
cess of the legislature of any state, the executive thereof may make 
temporary appointments until the next meeting of the legislature, 
which shall then fill such vacancies.* 

No person shall be a senator who shall not have attained to the 
age of thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of the United 
States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that 
state for which he shall be chosen. 

The vice president of the United States shall be president of the 
senate, but shall have no vote, unless they be equally divided. 

The senate shall choose their other officers, and also a president 
pro tempore, in the absence of the vice president, or when he shall 
exercise the office of president of the United States. 

The senate shall have the sole power to try all impeachments. 
When sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath or affirmation. 
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When the president of the United States is tried the chief justice 
shall preside: and no person shall be convicted without the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of the members present. 

Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further than 
to removal from office, and disqualification to hold and enjoy any 
office of honor, trust or profit under the United States: but the party 
convicted shall nevertheless be liable and subject to indictment, 
trial, judgment and punishment, according to law.

Section 4. Election of senators and representatives. The 
times, places and manner of holding elections for senators and rep- 
resentatives, shall be prescribed in each state by the legislature 
thereof; but the congress may at any time by law make or alter 
such regulations, except as to the places of choosing senators. 

The congress shall assemble at least once in every year, and 
such meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, unless 
they shall by law appoint a different day.*

Section 5. Quorum, journals, meetings, adjournments. Each 
house shall be the judge of the elections, retums and qualifications 
of its own members, and a majority of each shall constitute a quo- 
rum to do business; but a smaller number may adjoum from day to 
day, and may be authorized to compel the attendance of absent 
members, in such manner, and under such penalties as each house 
may provide. 

Each house may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish 
its members for disorderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of 
two-thirds, expel a member. 

Each house shall keep a joumal of its proceedings, and from 
time to time publish the same, excepting such parts as may in their 
judgment require secrecy; and the yeas and nays of the members of 
either house on any question shall, at the desire of one-fifth of 
those present, be entered on the journal. 

Neither house, during the session of congress, shall, without the 
consent of the other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any 
Other place than that in which the two houses shall be sitting. 


Section 6. Compensation, privileges, disabilities. The sena- 
tors and representatives shall receive a compensation for their serv- 
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ices, to be ascertained by law, and paid out of the treasury of the 
United States. They shall in all cases, except treason, felony and 
breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest during their atten- 
dance at the session of their respective houses, and in going to and 
returning from the same; and for any speech or debate in either 
house, they shall not be questioned in any other place. 

No senator or representative shall, during the time for which he 
was elected, be appointed to any civil office under the authority of 
the United States, which shall have been created, or the emolu- 
ments whereof shall have been increased during such time; and no 
person holding any office under the United States, shall be a mem- 
ber of either house during his continuance in office. 


Section 7. Procedure in passing bills and resolutions. All 
bills for raising revenue shall originate in the house of repre- 
sentatives; but the senate may propose or concur with amendments 
as on other bills. 

Every bill which shall have passed the house of representatives 
and the senate, shall, before it become a law, be presented to the 
president of the United States; if he approve he shall sign it, but if 
not he shall return it, with his objections to that house in which it 
shall have originated, who shall enter the objections at large on 
their journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If after such reconsidera- 
tion two-thirds of that house shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by which it 
shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds of 
that house, it shall become a law. But in all such cases the votes of 
both houses shall be determined by yeas and nays, and the names 
of the persons voting for and against the bill shall be entered on the 
journal of each house respectively. If any bill shall not be returned 
by the president within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall 
have been presented to him, the same shall be a law, in like manner 
as if he had signed it, unless the congress by their adjournment pre- 
vent its return, in which case it shall not be a law. 

Every order, resolution, or vote to which the concurrence of the 
senate and house of representatives may be necessary (except on a 
question of adjournment) shall be presented to the president of the 
United States; and before the same shall take effect, shall be ap- 
proved by him, or being disapproved by him, shall be repassed by 
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two-thirds of the senate and house of representatives, according to 
the rules and limitations prescribed in the case of a bill. 


Section 8. Powers of congress. The congress shall have power 
to lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, to pay the 
debts and provide for the common defense and general welfare of 
the United States; but all duties, imposts and excises shall be uni- 
form throughout the United States; 

To borrow money on the credit of the United States; 

To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the sev- 
eral states, and with the Indian tribes; 

To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform laws 
on the subject of bankruptcies throughout the United States; 

To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin, 
and fix the standard of weights and measures; 

To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the securities 
and current coin of the United States; 

To establish post offices and post roads; 

To promote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing 
for limited times to authors and inventors the exclusive right to 
their respective writings and discoveries; 

To constitute tribunals inferior to the supreme court; 

To define and punish piracies and felonies committed on the 
high seas, and of fences against the law of nations; 

To declare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make 
rules concerning captures on land and water; 

To raise and support armies, but no appropriation of money to 
that use shall be for a longer term than two years; 

To provide and maintain a navy; 

To make rules for the government and regulation of the land and 
naval forces; 

To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the 
union, suppress insurrections and repel invasions; 

To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining, the militia, 
and for governing such part of them as may be employed in the 
service of the United States, reserving to the states respectively, the 
appointment of the officers, and the authority of training the militia 
according to the discipline prescribed by congress; 

To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever, over 
such district (not exceeding ten miles square) as may, by cession of 
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particular states, and the acceptance of congress, become the seat 
of the government of the United States, and to exercise like author- 
ity over all places purchased by the consent of the legislature of the 
state in which the same shall be, for the erection of forts, maga- 
zines, arsenals, dock yards, and other needful buildings; and 

To make all laws which shall be necessary and proper for carry- 
ing into execution the foregoing powers, and all other powers 
vested by this Constitution in the government of the United States, 
or in any department or officer thereof. 


Section 9. Limitations upon powers of congress. The migra- 
tion or importation of such persons as any of the states now exist- 
ing shall think proper to admit, shall not be prohibited by the 
congress prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and eight, 
but a tax or duty may be imposed on such importation, not exceed- 
ing ten dollars for each person. 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be sus- 
pended, unless when in cases of rebellion or invasion the public 
safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex post facto law shall be passed. 

No capitation, or other direct, tax shall be laid, unless in propor- 
tion to the census or enumeration hereinbefore directed to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from any state. 

No preference shall be given by any regulation of commerce or 
revenue to the ports of one state over those of another nor shall ves- 
sels bound to, or from, one state, be obliged to enter, clear, or pay 
duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in consequence 
of appropriations made by law; and a regular statement and ac- 
count of the receipts and expenditures of all public money shall be 
published from time to time. 

No title of nobility shall be granted by the United States: And 
no person holding any office of profit or trust under them, shall, 
without the consent of the congress, accept of any present, emolu- 
ment, office, or title, of any kind whatever, from any king, prince, 
or foreign state. 


Section 10. Restrictions upon powers of states. No state shall 
enter into any treaty, alliance, or confederation; grant letters of 
marque and reprisal; coin money; emit bills of credit; make any 
thing but gold and silver coin a tender in payment of debts; pass 
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any bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts, or grant any title of nobility. 

No state shall, without the consent of the congress, lay any im- 
posts or duties on imports or exports, except what may be abso- 
lutely necessary for executing its inspection laws: and the net 
produce of all duties and imposts, laid by any state on imports or ex- 
ports, shall be for the use of the treasury of the United States; and all 
such laws shall be subject to the revision and control of the congress. 

No state shall, without the consent of congress, lay any duty of 
tonnage, keep troops, or ships of war in time of peace, enter into 
any agreement or compact with another state, or with a foreign 
power, or engage in war, unless actually invaded, or in such immi- 
nent danger as will not admit of delay. 


Article II 


Section 1. Executive power, election, qualifications of the 
president. The executive power shall be vested in a president of 
the United States of America. He shall hold his office during the 
term of four years, and, together with the vice president, chosen for 
the same term, be elected, as follows 

Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the legislature 
thereof may direct, a number of electors, equal to the whole 
number of senators and representatives to which the state may be 
entitled in the congress: but no senator or representative, or person 
holding an office of trust or profit under the United States, shall be 
appointed an elector. 

The electors shall meet in their respective states, and vote by bal- 
lot for two persons, of whom one at least shall not be an inhabitant 
of the same state with themselves. And they shall make a list of all 
the persons voted for, and of the number of votes for each; which 
list they shall sign and certify, and transmit sealed to the seat of the 
government of the United States, directed to the president of the 
senate. The president of the senate shall, in the presence of the sen- 
ate and house of representatives, open all the certificates, and the 
votes shall then be counted. The person having the greatest number 
of votes shall be the president, if such number be a majority of the 
whole number of electors appointed; and if there be more than one 
who have such majority, and have an equal number of votes, then 
the house of representatives shall immediately choose by ballot

one of them for president; and if no person have a majority, then 
from the five highest on the list the said house shall in like manner 
choose the president. But in choosing the president, the votes shall 
be taken by states, the representation from each state having one 
vote; a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or mem- 
bers from two-thirds of the states, and a majority of all the states 
shall be necessary to a choice. In every case, after the choice of the 
president, the person having the greatest number of votes of the 
electors shall be the vice president. But if there should remain two 
or more who have equal votes, the senate shall choose from them 
by ballot the vice president.* 

The congress may determine the time of choosing the electors, 
and the day on which they shall give their votes; which day shall 
be the same throughout the United States. 

No person except a natural born citizen, or a citizen of the United 
States, at the time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall be eligi- 
ble to the office of president; neither shall any person be eligible to 
that office who shall not have attained to the age of thirty-five years, 
and been fourteen years a resident within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the president from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers and duties 
of the said office, the same shall devolve on the vice president, and 
the congress may by law provide for the case of removal, death, 
resignation or inability, both of the president and vice president, de- 
claring what officer shall then act as president, and such officer 
shall act accordingly, until the disability be removed, or a president 
shall be elected. 

The president shall, at stated times, receive for his services, a 
compensation, which shall neither be increased nor diminished dur- 
ing the period for which he shall have been elected, and he shall 
not receive within that period any other emolument from the 
United States, or any of them. i 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall take the 
following oath or affirmation: “I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
I will faithfully execute the office of president of the United States, 
and will to the best of my ability, preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United States.” 


*Note: Provisions superseded by Amendment XII. 
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Section 2. Powers of the president. The president shall be 
commander in chief of the army and navy of the United States, and 
of the militia of the several states, when called into the actual serv- 
ice of the United States; he may require the opinion, in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the executive departments, upon any 
subject relating to the duties of their respective offices, and he shall 
have power to grant reprieves and pardons for offences against the 
United States, except in cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the senators present 
concur; and he shall nominate, and by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, shall appoint ambassadors, other public minis- 
ters and consuls, judges of the supreme court, and all other officers 
of the United States, whose appointments are not herein otherwise 
provided for, and which shall be established by law: but the con- 
gress may by law vest the appointment of such inferior officers, as 
they think proper in the president alone, in the courts of law, or in 
the heads of departments. 

The president shall have power to fill up all vacancies that may 
happen during the recess of the senate, by granting commissions 
which shall expire at the end of their next session. 


Section 3. Powers and duties of the president. He shall from 
time to time give to the congress information of the state of the un- 
ion, and recommend to their consideration such measures as he 
shall judge necessary and expedient; he may, on extraordinary oc- 
casions, convene both houses, or either of them, and in case of dis- 
agreement between them, with respect to the time of adjoumment, 
he may adjourn them to such time as he shall think proper; he shall 
receive ambassadors and other public ministers; he shall take care 
that the laws be faithfully executed, and shall commission all the 
officers of the United States. 


Section 4. Impeachment. The president, vice president and all 
civil officers of the United States, shall be removed from office on 
impeachment for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, or other high 
crimes and misdemeanors. 
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Article III 


Section 1. Judicial power, tenure of office. The judicial power 
of the United States, shall be vested in one supreme court, and in 
such inferior courts as the congress may from time to time ordain 
and establish. The judges, both of the supreme and inferior courts, 
shall hold their offices during good behavior, and shall, at stated 
times, receive for their services, a compensation, which shall not 
be diminished during their continuance in office. 


Section 2. Jurisdiction. The judicial power shall extend to all 
cases, in law and equity, arising under this Constitution, the laws of 
the United States, and treaties made, or which shall be made, under 
their authority; to all cases affecting ambassadors, other public min- 
isters and consuls; to all cases of admiralty and maritime jurisdic- 
tion; to controversies to which the United States shall be a party; to 
controversies between two or more states; between a state and citi- 
zens of another state; between citizens of different states, between 
citizens of the same state claiming lands under grants of different 
states, and between a state, or the citizens thereof, and foreign 
states, citizens or subjects.* 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers and 
consuls, and those in which a state shall be party, the supreme 
court shall have original jurisdiction. In all the other cases before 
mentioned, the supreme court shall have appellate jurisdiction, 
both as to law and fact, with such exceptions, and under such regu- 
lations as the congress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeachment, shall be 
by jury; and such trial shall be held in the state where the said 
crimes shall have been committed; but when not committed within 
any state, the trial shall be at such place or places as the congress 
may by law have directed. 


*Note: Clause changed by Amendment XI. 


Section 3. Treason, proof and punishment. Treason against 
the United States, shall consist only in levying war against them, or 
in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. No per- 
son shall be convicted of treason unless on the testimony of two 
witnesses to the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 


18 Constitution of the United States [Art. 4] 


The congress shall have power to declare the punishment of trea- 
son, but no attainder of treason shall work corruption of blood, or 
forfeiture except during the life of the person attainted. 


Article IV 


Section 1. Faith and credit among states. Full faith and credit 
shall be given in each state to the public acts, records, and judicial 
proceedings of every other state. And the congress may by general 
laws prescribe the manner in which such acts, records and proceed- 
ings shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 


Section 2. Privileges and immunities, fugitives. The citizens 
of each state shall be entitled to all privileges and immunities of 
citizens in the several states. 

A person charged in any state with treason, felony, or other 
crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in another state, 
shall on demand of the executive authority of the state from which 
he fled, be delivered up, to be removed to the state having jurisdic- 
tion of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one state, under the laws 
thereof, escaping into another, shall, in consequence of any law or 
regulation therein, be discharged from such service or labor, but 
shall be delivered up on claim of the party to whom such service or 
labor may be due. 


Section 3. Admission of new states. New states may be admit- 
ted by the congress into this union; but no new state shall be 
formed or erected within the jurisdiction of any other state; nor any 
state be formed by the junction of two or more states, or parts of 
states, without the consent of the legislatures of the states con- 
cemed as well as of the congress. 

The congress shall have power to dispose of and make all need- 
ful rules and regulations respecting the territory or other property 
belonging to the United States; and nothing in this Constitution 
shall be so construed as to prejudice any claims of the United 
States, or of any particular state. 


Section 4. Guarantee of republican government. The United 
States shall guarantee to every state in this union a republican form 
of government, and shall protect each of them against invasion; 
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and on application of the legislature, or of the executive (when the 
legislature cannot be convened) against domestic violence. 


Article V 


Amendment of the Constitution. The congress, whenever two- 
thirds of both houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose amend- 
ments to this Constitution, or, on the application of the legislatures 
of two-thirds of the several states, shall call a convention for pro- 
posing amendments, which, in either case, shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes, as part of this Constitution, when ratified by 
the legislatures of three-fourths of the several states, or by conven- 
tions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or the other mode of ratifi- 
cation may be proposed by the congress; provided that no 
amendment which may be made prior to the year one thousand eight 
hundred and eight shall in any manner affect the first and fourth 
clauses in the ninth section of the first article; and that no state, with- 
out its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage in the senate. 


Article VI 


Debts, supremacy, oath. All debts contracted and engage- 
ments entered into, before the adoption of this Constitution, shall 
be as valid against the United States under this Constitution, as un- 
der the confederation. 

This Constitution, and the laws of the United States which shall 
be made in pursuance thereof; and all treaties made, or which shall 
be made, under the authority of the United States, shall be the su- 
preme law of the land; and the judges in every state shall be bound 
thereby, any thing in the Constitution or laws of any state to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

"The senators and representatives before mentioned, and the 
members of the several state legislatures, and all executive and judi- 
cial officers, both of the United States and of the several states, 
shall be bound by oath or affirmation, to support this Constitution; 
but no religious test shall ever be required as a qualification to any 
office or public trust under the United States. 
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Article VII 


Ratification and establishment. The ratification of the conven- 
tions of nine states, shall be sufficient for the establishment of this 
Constitution between the states so ratifying the same. 

Done in convention by the unanimous consent of the states pre- 
sent the seventeenth day of September in the year of our Lord one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-seven and of the independence 
of the United States of America the twelfth.* In witness whereof

States Constitution 


1791-1992 


Amendment I (1791) 


Freedom of religion, of speech, and of the press. Congress 
shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press; or the right of the people peaceably to as- 
semble, and to petition the government for a redress of grievances. 


Amendment II (1791) 


Right to keep and bear arms. A well regulated militia being 
necessary to the security of a free state, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms, shall not be infringed. 


Amendment III (1791) 


Quartering of soldiers. No soldier shall, in time of peace be 
quartered in any house, without the consent of the owner, nor in 
time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 


Amendment IV (1791) 


Security from unwarrantable search and seizure. The right 
of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and ef- 
fects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be vio- 
lated, and no warrants shall issue, but upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched, and the persons or things to be seized. 


Amendment V (1791) 


Rights of accused in criminal proceedings. No person shall be 
held to answer for a capital, or otherwise infamous crime, unless 
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on a presentment or indictment of a grand jury, except in cases aris- 
ing in the land or naval forces, or in the militia, when in actual serv- 
ice in time of war or public danger; nor shall any person be subject 
for the same offense to be twice put in jeopardy of life or limb, nor 
shall be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness against him- 
self, nor be deprived of life, liberty, or property, without due proc- 
ess of law; nor shall private property be taken for public use, 
without just compensation. 


Amendment VI (1791) 


Right to speedy trial, witnesses, etc. In all criminal prosecu- 
tions, the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial, 
by an impartial jury of the state and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district shall have been previously as- 
certained by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of the 
accusation; to be confronted with the witnesses against him; to 
have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor, and 
to have the assistance of counsel for his defense. 


Amendment VII (1791) 


Trial by jury in civil cases. In suits at common law, where the 
value in controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial 
by jury shall be preserved, and no fact tried by a jury, shall be oth- 
erwise reexamined in any court of the United States, than accord- 
ing to the rules of the common law. 


Amendment VIII (1791) 


Bails, fines, punishments. Excessive bail shall not be required, 
nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments in- 
flicted. 


Amendment IX (1791) 


Reservation of rights of the people. The enumeration in the 
Constitution, of certain rights, shall not be construed to deny or dis- 
parage others retained by the people. 
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Amendment X (1791) 


Powers reserved to states or people. The powers not delegated 
to the United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
states, are reserved to the states respectively, or to the people.* 


*Note: The first ten amendments were all proposed by congress on Septem- 
ber 25, 1789, and were ratified and adoption certified on December 15, 1791. 


Amendment XI (1798) 


Restriction of judicial powers. The judicial power of the 
United States shall not be construed to extend to any suit in law or 
equity, commenced or prosecuted against one of the United States 
by citizens of another state, or by citizens or subjects of any for- 
eign state.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on March 4, 1794, and declared ratified on 
January 8, 1798. 


Amendment XII (1804) 


Election of president and vice president. The electors shall 
meet in their respective states, and vote by ballot for president and 
vice president, one of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabitant of 
the same state with themselves; they shall name in their ballots the 
person voted for as president, and in distinct ballots the person 
voted for as vice president, and they shall make distinct lists of all 
persons voted for as president, and of all persons voted for as vice 
president, and of the number of votes for each, which lists they 
shall sign and certify, and transmit sealed to the seat of the govern- 
ment of the United States, directed to the president of the senate; 
the president of the senate shall, in the presence of the senate and 
house of representatives, open all the certificates and the votes 
shall then be counted; the person having the greatest number of 
votes for president, shall be the president, if such number be a ma- 
jority of the whole number of electors appointed; and if no person 
have such majority, then from the persons having the highest num- 
bers not exceeding three on the list of those voted for as president, 
the house of representatives shall choose immediately, by ballot, 
the president. But in choosing the president, the votes shall be 
taken by states, the representation from each state having one vote; 
a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or members 
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from two-thirds of the states, and a majority of all the states shall 
be necessary to a choice. And if the house of representatives shall 
not choose a president whenever the right of choice shall devolve 
upon them, before the fourth day of March next following, then the 
vice president shall act as president, as in the case of the death or 
other constitutional disability of the president. The person having 
the greatest number of votes as vice president, shall be the vice 
president, if such number be a majority of the whole number of 
electors appointed, and if no person have a majority, then from the 
two highest numbers on the list, the senate shall choose the vice 
president; a quorum for the purpose shall consist of two-thirds of 
the whole number of senators, and a majority of the whole number 
shall be necessary to a choice. But no person constitutionally ineli- 
gible to the office of president shall be eligible to that of vice presi- 
dent of the United States.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on December 9, 1803; declared ratified on Sep- 
tember 25, 1804; supplemented by Amendment XX. 


Amendment XIII (1865) 


Section 1. Abolition of slavery. Neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude, except as a punishment for crime whereof the party 
shall have been duly convicted, shall exist within the United States, 
or any place subject to their jurisdiction. 


Section 2. Power to enforce this article. Congress shall have 
power to enforce this article by appropriate legislation.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on January 31, 1865; declared ratified on De- 
cember 18, 1865. 


Amendment XIV (1868) 


Section 1. Citizenship rights not to be abridged by states. 
All persons born or naturalized in the United States, and subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and of the 
state wherein they reside. No state shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any state deprive any person of life, liberty, 
or property, without due process of law; nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 


Amendments to United States Constitution 25 


Section 2. Apportionment of representatives in congress. 
Representatives shall be apportioned among the several states accord- 
ing to their respective numbers, counting the whole number of per- 
sons in each state, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to 
vote at any election for the choice of electors for president and vice 
president of the United States, representatives in congress, the execu- 
tive and judicial officers of a state, or the members of the legislature 
thereof, is denied to any of the male inhabitants of such state, being 
twenty-one years of age, and citizens of the United States, or in any 
way abridges, except for participation in rebellion, or other crime, the 
basis of representation therein shall be reduced in the proportion 
which the number of such male citizens shall bear to the whole 
number of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such state. 


Section 3. Persons disqualified from holding office. No per- 
son shall be a senator or representative in congress, or elector of 
president and vice president, or hold any office, civil or military, 
under the United States, or under any state, who, having previously 
taken an oath, as a member of congress, or as an officer of the 
United States, or as a member of any state legislature, or as an ex- 
ecutive or judicial officer of any state, to support the Constitution 
of the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or rebellion 
against the same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. 
But congress may by a vote of two-thirds of each house, remove 
such disability. 


Section 4. What public debts are valid. The validity of the 
public debt of the United States, authorized by law, including debts 
incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for services in sup- 
pressing insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But nei- 
ther the United States nor any state shall assume or pay any debt or 
obligation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion against the 
United States, or any claim for the loss or emancipation of any 
slave; but all such debts, obligations and claims shall be held ille- 
gal and void. 


Section 5. Power to enforce this article. The congress shall 
have power to enforce, by appropriate legislation, the provisions of 
this article.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on June 13, 1866; declared ratified on July 28, 
1868. 
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Amendment XV (1870) 


Section 1. Negro suffrage. The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States 
or by any state on account of race, color, or previous condition of 
servitude. 


Section 2. Power to enforce this article. The congress shall 
have power to enforce this article by appropriate legislation.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on February 26, 1869; declared ratified on 
March 30, 1870. 


Amendment XVI (1913) 


Authorizing income taxes. The congress shall have power to 
lay and collect taxes on incomes, from whatever source derived, 
without apportionment among the several states, and without re- 
gard to any census or enumeration.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on July 12, 1909; declared ratified on February 
25, 1913. 


Amendment XVII (1913) 


Popular election of senators. The senate of the United States 
shall be composed of two senators from each state, elected by the 
people thereof, for six years; and each senator shall have one vote. 
The electors in each state shall have the qualifications requisite for 
electors of the most numerous branch of the state legislatures. 

When vacancies happen in the representation of any state in the 
senate, the executive authority of such state shall issue writs of 
election to fill such vacancies: Provided, That the legislature of any 
state may empower the executive thereof to make temporary ap- 
pointments until the people fill the vacancies by election as the leg- 
islature may direct. 

This amendment shall not be so construed as to affect the elec- 
tion or term of any senator chosen before it becomes valid as part 
of the Constitution.*

1913. 
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Amendment XVIII (1919) 


Section 1. National liquor prohibition. After one year from 
the ratification of this article the manufacture, sale, or transporta- 
tion of intoxicating liquors within, the importation thereof into, or 
the exportation thereof from the United States and all territory sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof for beverage purposes is hereby pro- 
hibited. 


Section 2. Power to enforce this article. The congress and the 
several states shall have concurrent power to enforce this article by 
appropriate legislation. 


Section 3. Ratification within seven years. This article shall 
be inoperative until it shall have been ratified as an amendment to 
the Constitution by the legislatures of the several states, as pro- 
vided in the Constitution, within seven years from the date of the 
submission hereof to the states by the congress.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on December 18, 1917; declared ratified on 
January 29, 1919, Repealed by Amendment XXI. 


Amendment XIX (1920) 


Woman Suffrage. The right of citizens of the United States to 
vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States or by any 
state on account of sex. 

Congress shall have power to enforce this article by appropriate 
legislation.* 

*Note: Proposed by congress on June 4, 1919; declared ratified on August 
26, 1920. 


Amendment XX (1933) 


Section 1. Terms of office. The terms of the president and vice 
president shall end at noon on the 20th day of January, and the 
terms of senators and representatives at noon on the 3rd day of 
January, of the years in which such terms would have ended if this 
article had not been ratified; and the terms of their successors shall 
then begin. 


Section 2. Time of convening congress. The congress shall as- 
semble at least once in every year, and such meeting shall begin at 
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noon on the 3rd day of January,-unless they shall by law appoint a 
different day. 


Section 3. Death of president elect. If, at the time fixed for the 
beginning of the term of the president, the president elect shall 
have died, the vice president elect shall become president. If a 
president shall not have been chosen before the time fixed for the 
beginning of his term, or if the president elect shall have failed to 
qualify, then the vice president elect shall act as president until a 
president shall have qualified; and the congress may by law pro- 
vide for the case wherein neither a president elect nor a vice presi- 
dent elect shall have qualified, declaring who shall then act as 
president, or the manner in which one who is to act shall be se- 
lected, and such person shall act accordingly until a president or 
vice president shall have qualified. 


Section 4. Election of the president. The congress may by law 
provide for the case of the death of any of the persons from whom 
the house of representatives may choose a president whenever the 
right of choice shall have devolved upon them, and for the case of 
the death of any of the persons from whom the senate may choose 
a vice president whenever the right of choice shall have devolved 
upon them. 


Section 5. Sections 1 and 2 shall take effect on the 15th day of 
October following the ratification of this article. 


Section 6. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall have 
been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the several states within seven years from 
the date of its submission.* 


* Note: Proposed by congress on March 2, 1932; declared ratified on Febru- 
ary 6, 1933. 


Amendment XXI (1933) 


Section 1. National liquor prohibition repealed. The eight- 
eenth article of amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
is hereby repealed. 


Section 2. Transportation of liquor into “dry” states. The 
transportation or importation into any states, territory, or posses- 
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—— 


sion of the United States for delivery or use therein of intoxicating 
liquors, in violation of the laws thereof, is hereby prohibited. 


Section 3. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall have 
been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by conventions 
in the several states, as provided in the Constitution, within seven 
years from the date of the submission hereof to the states by the 
congress.* 


*Note: Proposed by congress on February 20, 1933; declared ratified on De- 
cember 5, 1933. 


Amendment XXII (1951) 


Section 1. Terms of office of president. No person shall be 
elected to the office of the president more than twice, and no per- 
son who held the office of president, or acted as president, for 
more than two years of a term to which some other person was 
elected president, shall be elected to the office of president more 
than once. But this article shall not apply to any person holding the 
office of president when this article was proposed by the congress, 
and shall not prevent any person who may be holding the office of 
president, or acting as president, during the term within which this 
article becomes operative from holding the office of president or 
acting as president during the remainder of such term. 


Section 2. When operative. This article shall be inoperative 
unless it shall have been ratified as an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion by the legislatures of three-fourths of the several states within 
seven years from the date of its submission to the states by the con- 
gress.* 


*Note: The certificate of adoption of the 22nd Amendment, dated March 1, 
1951, was published in the Federal Register of March 3, 1951. 


Amendment XXIII (1961) 


Section 1. Granting representation in the electoral college 
to the District Of Columbia. The District constituting the seat of 
Government of the United States shall appoint in such manner as 
the Congress may direct: 

A number of electors of President and Vice President equal to 
the whole number of Senators and Representatives in Congress to 
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which the District would be entitled if it were a State, but in no 
event more than the least populous State; they shall be in addition 
to those appointed by the States, but they shall be considered, for 
the purposes of the election of President and Vice President, to be 
electors appointed by a State; and they shall meet in the District 
and perform such duties as provided by the twelfth article of 
amendment. 


Section 2. Legislation. The Congress shall have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legislation.* 


*Note: The certificate of adoption of the 23rd Amendment, dated April 3, 
1961, is published in Vol. 26 Federal Register, page 2808. 


Amendment XXIV (1964) 


Section 1. Failure to pay tax shall not deny right to vote for 
federal offices. The right of citizens of the United States to vote in 
any primary or other election for President or Vice President, for 
electors for President or Vice President, or for Senator or Repre- 
sentative in Congress, shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or any State by reason of failure to pay any poll tax 
or other tax. 


Section 2. Legislation. The Congress shall have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legislation.*

Amendment XXV (1967) 
Succession to the Presidency and: Vice 
Presidency - Inability of President to 
Discharge Powers and Duties of Office 
Section 1. Succession to the presidency. In case of the re- 
moval of the President from office or of his death or resignation, 
the Vice President shall become President. 


Section 2. Succession to the vice presidency. Whenever there 
is a vacancy in the office of the Vice President, the President shall 
nominate a Vice President who shall take office upon confirmation 
by a majority vote of both Houses of Congress. 
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Section 3. President’s declaration of inability to discharge 
powers and duties of office. Whenever the President transmits to 
the President pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives his written declaration that he is unable 
to discharge the powers and duties of his office, and until he trans- 
mits to them a written declaration to the contrary, such powers and 
duties shall be discharged by the Vice President as Acting Presi- 
dent. 


Section 4. Determination that president is unable to dis- 
charge the powers and duties of office. Whenever the Vice Presi- 
dent and a majority of either the principal officers of the executive 
departments or of such other body as Congress may by law pro- 
vide, transmit to the President pro tempore of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives their written declaration 
that the President is unable to discharge the powers and duties of 
his office, the Vice President shall immediately assume the powers 
and duties of the office as Acting President. 

Thereafter, when the President transmits to the President pro 
tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives his written declaration that no inability exists, he shall 
resume the powers and duties of his office unless the Vice Presi- 
dent and a majority of either the principal officers of the executive 
department or of such other body as Congress may by law provide, 
transmit within four days to the President pro tempore of the Sen- 
ate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives their written 
declaration that the President is unable to discharge the powers and 
duties of his office. Thereupon Congress shall decide the issue, as- 
sembling within forty-eight hours for that purpose if not in session. 
If the Congress, within twenty-one days after receipt of the latter 
written declaration, or, if Congress is not in session, within twenty- 
one days after Congress is required to assemble, determines by 
two-thirds vote of both Houses that the President is unable to dis- 
charge the powers and duties of his office, the Vice President shall 
continue to discharge the same as Acting President; otherwise, the 
President shall resume the powers and duties of his office.*

Section 1. Extending the right to vote to citizens eighteen 
years of age or older. The right of citizens of the United States, 
who are eighteen years of age or older, to vote shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States or by any State on account of age. 


Section 2. Legislation. The Congress shall have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legislation.*

Compensation of members of Congress. No law, varying the 
compensation for the services of the Senators and Representatives,

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AN ACT to provide for the division of Dakota into two States and 
to enable the people of North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Montana, and Washington to form constitutions and State 
governments and to be admitted into the Union on an 
equal footing with the original States, and to make dona- 
tions of public lands to such States. 

(Approved February 22, 1889.) [25 U.S. Statutes at 
Large, c 180 p 676.] 

[President's proclamation declaring Washington a state: 
26 St. at Large, Proclamations, p 10, Nov. 11, 1889.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the inhabi- 
tants of all that part of the area of the United States now constitut- 
ing the Territories of Dakota, Montana, and Washington, as at 
present described, may become the States of North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Montana, and Washington, respectively, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Sec. 2. The area comprising the Territory of Dakota shall, for 
the purposes of this act, be divided on the line of the seventh stand- 
ard parallel produced due west to the western boundary of said Ter- 
ritory; and the delegates elected as hereinafter provided to the 
constitutional convention in districts north of said parallel shall as- 
semble in convention, at the time prescribed in this act, at the city 
of Bismarck; and the delegates elected in districts south of said par- 
allel shall, at the same time, assemble in convention at the city of 
Sioux Falls. 


Sec. 3. That all persons who are qualified by the laws of said 
Territories to vote for representatives to the legislative assemblies 
thereof, are hereby authorized to vote for and choose delegates to 
form conventions in said proposed States; and the qualifications for 
delegates to such conventions shall be such as by the laws of said 
Territories respectively persons are required to possess to be eligi- 
ble to the legislative assemblies thereof; and the aforesaid dele- 
gates to form said conventions shall be apportioned within the 
limits of the proposed States, in such districts as may be estab- 
lished as herein provided, in proportion to the population in each 
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of said counties and districts, as near as may be, to be ascertained 
at the time of making said apportionments by the persons hereinaf- 
ter authorized to make the same, from the best information obtain- 
able, in each of which districts three delegates shall be elected, but 
no elector shall vote for more than two persons for delegates to 
such conventions; that said apportionments shall be made by the 
governor, the chief-justice, and the secretary of said Territories; 
and the govemors of said Territories shall, by proclamation, order 
an election of the delegates aforesaid in each of said proposed 
States, to be held on the Tuesday after the second Monday in May, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, which proclamation shall be is- 
sued on the fifteenth day of April, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
nine; and such election shall be conducted, the retums made, the 
result ascertained, and the certificates to persons elected to such 
convention issued in the same manner as is prescribed by the laws 
of the said Territories regulating elections therein for Delegates to 
Congress; and the number of votes cast for delegates in each pre- 
cinct shall also be returned. The number of delegates to said con- 
ventions respectively shall be seventy-five; and all persons resident 
in said proposed States, who are qualified voters of said Territories 
as herein provided, shall be entitled to vote upon the election of 
delegates, and under such rules and regulations as said conventions 
may prescribe, not in conflict with this act, upon the ratification or 
rejection of the constitutions. 


Sec. 4. That the delegates to the conventions elected as provided 
for in this act shall meet at the seat of government of each of said 
Territories, except the delegates elected in South Dakota, who shall 
meet at the city of Sioux Falls, on the fourth day of July, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-nine, and, after organization, shall declare, on 
behalf of the people of said proposed States, that they adopt the 
Constitution of the United States; whereupon the said conventions 
shall be, and are hereby, authorized to form constitutions and 
States governments for said proposed states, respectively. The con- 
stitutions shall be republican in form, and make no distinction in 
civil or political rights on account of race or color, except as to In- 
dians not taxed, and not be repugnant to the Constitution of the 
United States and the principles of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. And said conventions shall provide, by ordinances ir- 
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revocable without the consent of the United States and the people 
of said States: 

First. That perfect toleration of religious sentiment shall be secured 
and that no inhabitant of said States shall ever be molested in person 
or property on account of his or her mode of religious worship. 

Second. That the people inhabiting said proposed States do 
agree and declare that they forever disclaim all right and title to the 
unappropriated public lands lying within the boundaries thereof, 
and to all lands lying within said limits owned or held by any In- 
dian or Indian tribes; and that until the title thereto shall have been 
extinguished by the United States, the same shall be and remain 
subject to the disposition of the United States, and said Indian 
lands shall remain under the absolute jurisdiction and control of 
the Congress of the United States; that the lands belonging to citi- 
zens of the United States residing without the said States shall 
never be taxed at a higher rate than the lands belonging to residents 
thereof; that no taxes shall be imposed by the States on lands or 
property therein belonging to or which may hereafter be purchased 
by the United States or reserved for its use. But nothing herein, or 
in the ordinances herein provided for, shall preclude the said States 
from taxing as other lands are taxed any lands owned or held by 
any Indian who has severed his tribal relations, and has obtained 
from the United States or from any person a title thereto by patent 
or other grant, save and except such lands as have been or may be 
granted to any Indian or Indians under any act of Congress contain- 
ing a provision exempting the lands thus granted from taxation; but 
said ordinances shall provide that all such lands shall be exempt 
from taxation by said States so long and to such extent as such act 
of Congress may prescribe. 

Third. That the debts and liabilities of said Territories shall be 
assumed and paid by said States, respectively. 

Fourth. That provision shall be made for the establishment and 
maintenance of systems of public schools, which shall be open to 
all the children of said States, and free from sectarian control. 


Sec. 5. That the convention which shall assemble at Bismarck 
shall form a constitution and State government for a State to be 
known as North Dakota, and the convention which shall assemble 
at Sioux Falls shall form a constitution and State government for a 
State to be known as South Dakota: Provided, That at the election 
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for delegates to the constitutional convention in South Dakota, as 
hereinbefore provided, each elector may have written or printed on 
his ballot the words “For the Sioux Falls constitution,” or the 
words “Against the Sioux Falls constitution,” and the votes on this 
question shall be retumed and canvassed in the same manner as for 
the election provided for in section three of this act; and if a major- 
ity of all votes cast on this question shall be “for the Sioux Falls 
constitution” it shall be the duty of the convention which may as- 
semble at Sioux Falls, as herein provided, to resubmit to the people 
of South Dakota, for ratification or rejection at the election herein- 
after provided for in this act, the constitution framed at Sioux Falls 
and adopted November third, eighteen hundred and eighty-five, 
and also the articles and propositions separately submitted at the 
election, including the question of locating the temporary seat of 
government, with such changes only as relate to the name and 
boundary of the proposed State, to the re-apportionment of the judi- 
cial and legislative districts, and such amendments as may be nec- 
essary in order to comply with the provisions of this act; and if a 

. majority of the votes cast on the ratification or rejection of the con- 
stitution shall be for the constitution irrespective of the articles 
separately submitted, the State of South Dakota shall be admitted 
as a State in the Union under said constitution as hereinafter pro- 
vided; but the archives, records, and books of the Territory of Da- 
kota shall remain at Bismarck, the capital of North Dakota, until an 
agreement in reference thereto is reached by said States. But if at 
the election for delegates to the constitutional convention in South 
Dakota a majority of all the votes cast at that election shall be 
"against the Sioux Falls constitution", then and in that event it 
shall be the duty of the convention which will assemble at the city 
of Sioux Falls on the fourth day of July, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-nine, to. proceed to form a constitution and State govem- 
ment as provided in this act the same as if that question had not 
been submitted to a vote of the people of South Dakota. 


Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the constitutional conventions of 
North Dakota and South Dakota to appoint a joint commission, to 
be composed of not lessthan three members of each convention, 
whose duty it shall be to assemble at Bismarck, the present seat of 
government of said Territory, and agree upon an equitable division 
of all property belonging to the Territory of Dakota, the disposition 
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of all public records, and also adjust and agree upon the amount of 
the debts and liabilities of the Territory, which shall be assumed 
and paid by each of the proposed States of North Dakota and South 
Dakota; and the agreement reached respecting the Territorial debts 
and liabilities shall be incorporated in the respective constitutions, 
and each of said States shall obligate itself to pay its proportion of 
such debts and liabilities the same as if they had been created by 
such States respectively. 


Sec. 7. If the constitutions formed for both North Dakota and 
South Dakota shall be rejected by the people at the elections for 
the ratification or rejection of their respective constitutions as pro- 
vided for in this act, the Territorial government of Dakota shall con- 
tinue in existence the same as if this act had not been passed. But if 
the constitution formed for either North Dakota or South Dakota 
shall be rejected by the people, that part of the Territory so reject- 
ing its proposed constitution shall continue under the Territorial 
government of the present Territory of Dakota, but shall, after the 
State adopting its constitution is admitted into the Union, be called 
by the name of the Territory of North Dakota or South Dakota, as 
the case may be: Provided, That if either of the proposed States pro- 
vided for in this act shall reject the constitution which may be sub- 
mitted for ratification or rejection at the election provided therefor, 
the governor of the Territory in which such proposed constitution 
was rejected shall issue his proclamation reconvening the delegates 
elected to the convention which formed such rejected constitution, 
fixing the time and place at which said delegates shall assemble; 
and when so assembled they shall proceed to form another constitu- 
tion or to amend the rejected constitution, and shall submit such 
new constitution or amended constitution to the people of the pro- 
posed State for ratification or rejection, at such time as said conven- 
tion may determine; and all the provisions of this act, so far as 
applicable, shall apply to such convention so reassembled and to 
the constitution which may be formed, its ratification or rejection, 
and to the admission of the proposed State. 


Sec. 8. That the constitutional convention which may assemble 
in South Dakota shall provide by ordinance for resubmitting the 
Sioux Falls constitution of eighteen hundred and eighty-five, after 
having amended the same as provided in section five of this act, to 
the people of South Dakota for ratification or rejection at an elec- 
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tion to be held therein on the first Tuesday in October, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-nine; but if said constitutional convention is 
authorized and required to form a new constitution for South Da- 
kota it shall provide for submitting the same in like manner to the 
people of South Dakota for ratification or rejection at an election 
to be held in said proposed State on the said first Tuesday in Octo- 
ber. And the constitutional conventions which may assemble in 
North Dakota, Montana, and Washington shall provide in like man- 
ner for submitting the constitutions formed by them to the people 
of said proposed States, respectively, for ratification or rejection at 
elections to be held in said proposed States on the said first Tues- 
day in October. At the elections provided for in this section the 
qualified voters of said proposed States shall vote directly for or 
against the proposed constitutions, and for or against any articles 
or propositions separately submitted. The retums of said elections 
shall be made to the secretary of each of said Territories, who with 
the governor and chief-justice thereof, or any two of them, shall 
canvass the same; and if a majority of the legal votes cast shall be 
for the constitution the governor shall certify the result to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, together with a statement of the votes 
cast thereon and upon separate articles or propositions, and a copy 
of said constitution, articles, propositions, and ordinances. And if 
the constitutions and governments of said proposed States are re- 
publican in form, and if all the provisions of this act have been 
complied with in the formation thereof, it shall be the duty of the 
President of the United States to issue his proclamation announcing 
the result of the election in each, and thereupon the proposed States 
which have adopted constitutions and formed State governments as 
herein provided shall be deemed admitted by Congress into the Un- 
ion under and by virtue of this act on an equal footing with the origi- 
nal States from and after the date of said proclamation. 


Sec. 9. That until the next general census, or until otherwise pro- 
vided by law, said States shall be entitled to one Representative in 
the House of Representatives of the United States, except South 
Dakota, which shall be entitled to two; and the Representatives to 
the fifty-first Congress, together with the governors and other offi- 
cers provided for in said constitutions, may be elected on the same 
day of the election for the ratification or rejection of the constitu- 
tions; and until said State officers are elected and qualified under

the provisions of each constitution and the States, respectively, are 
admitted into the Union, the Territorial officers shall continue to 
discharge the duties of their respective offices in each of said Terri- 
tories. 


Sec. 10. That upon the admission of each of said States into the 
Union sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in every township 
of said proposed States, and where such sections, or any parts 
thereof, have been sold or otherwise disposed of by or under the 
authority of any act of Congress, other lands equivalent thereto, in 
legal subdivisions of not less than one-quarter section, and as con- 
tiguous as may be to the section in lieu of which the same is taken, 
are hereby granted to said States for the support of common 
schools, such indemnity lands to be selected within said States in 
such manner as the legislature may provide, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior: Provided, That the sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections embraced in permanent reservations for na- 
tional purposes shall not, at any time, be subject to the grants nor 
to the indemnity provisions of this act, nor shall any lands em- 
braced in Indian, military, or other reservations of any character be 
subject to the grants or to the indemnity provisions of this act until 
the reservation shall have been extinguished and such lands be re- 
stored to, and become a part of, the public domain. 


Sec. 11. That all lands herein granted for educational purposes 
shall be disposed of only at public sale, and at a price not less than 
ten dollars per acre, the proceeds to constitute a permanent school 
fund, the interest of which only shall be expended in the support of 
said schools. But said lands may, under such regulations as the leg- 
islatures shall prescribe, be leased for periods of not more than five 
years, in quantities not exceeding one section to any one person or 
company; and such land shall not be subject to pre-emption, home- 
stead entry, or any other entry under the land laws of the United 
States, whether surveyed or unsurveyed, but shall be reserved for 
school purposes only. 


Reviser’s note: Section 11 has at various times been amended by Congress as 
follows: 


(1) August 11, 1921: 

AN ACT To amend an Act approved February 22, 1889, entitled “An Act 
to provide for the division of Dakota into two States and to enable the people 
of North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington to form constitu- 
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tions and State governments, and to be admitted into the Union on an equal 
footing with the original States, and to make donations of public lands to 
such States.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That section 11 of the Act entitled 
“An Act to provide for the division of Dakota into two States and to enable 
the people of North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington to 
form constitutions and State governments, and to be admitted into the Union 
on an equal footing with the original States, and to make donations of public 
lands to such States,” approved February 22, 1889, be, and the same hereby 
is, amended by adding the following: Provided, however, That the State may, 
upon such terms as it may prescribe, grant such easements or rights in such 
lands as may be acquired in, to, or over the lands of private properties 
through proceedings in eminent domain: And provided further,That any of 
such granted lands found, after title thereto has vested in the State, to be min- 
eral in character, may be leased for a period not longer than twenty years 
upon such terms and conditions as the legislature may prescribe. [42 U.S. 
Statutes at Large, c 61 p 158. Approved, August 11, 1921.] 


(2) May 7, 1932: 

AN ACT To amendsection 11 of the Act approved February 22, 1889 (25 
Stat. 676), relating to the admission into the Union of the States of North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That section 11 of the Act ap- 
proved February 22, 1889 (25 Stat. 676), be, and the same is hereby, 
amended to read as follows: 

“That all lands granted by this Act shall be disposed of only at public sale 
after advertising - tillable lands capable of producing agricultural crops for 
not less than $10 per acre and lands principally valuable for grazing purposes 
for not less than $5 per acre. Any of the said lands may be exchanged for 
other lands, public or private, of equal value and as near as may be of equal 
area, but if any of the said lands are exchanged with the United States such 
exchange shall be limited to surveyed, nonmineral, unreserved public lands 
of the United States within the State. 

“The said lands may be leased under such regulations as the legislature 
may prescribe; but leases for grazing and agricultural purposes shall not be 
for a term longer than five years; mineral leases, including leases for explora- 
tion for oil and gas and the extraction thereof, for a term not longer than 
twenty years; and leases for development of hydroelectric power for a term 
not longer than fifty years. 

“The State may also, upon such terms as it may prescribe, grant such ease- 
ments or rights in any of the lands granted by this Act, as may be acquired in 
privately owned lands through proceedings in eminent domain: Provided, 
however, That none of such lands, nor any estate or interest therein, shall 
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ever be disposed of except in pursuance of general laws providing for such 
disposition, nor unless the full market value of the estate or interest disposed 
of, to be ascertained in such manner as may be provided by law, has been 
paid or safely secured to the State. 

“With the exception of the lands granted for public buildings, the pro- 
ceeds from the sale and other permanent disposition of any of the said lands 
and from every part thereof, shall constitute permanent funds for the support 
and maintenance of the public schools and the various State institutions for 
which the lands have been granted. Rentals on leased lands, interest on de- 
ferred payments on lands sold, interest on funds arising from these lands, 
and all other actual income, shall be available for the maintenance and sup- 
port of such schools and institutions. Any State may, however, in its discre- 
tion, add a portion of the annual income to the permanent funds. 

“The lands hereby granted shall not be subject to preemption, homestead 
entry, or any other entry under the land laws of the United States whether sur- 
veyed or unsurveyed, but shall be reserved for the purposes for which they 
have been granted.” 

Sec. 2. Anything in the said Act approved February 22, 1889, inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act is hereby repealed. [47 U.S. Statutes at Large 
c 172 p 150. Approved, May 7, 1932.] 


(3) June 25, 1938: 

AN ACT To increase the period for which leases may be made for graz- 
ing and agricultural purposes of public lands donated to the Staes of North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington by the Act of February 22, 
1889, as amended. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That so much of the second para- 
graph of section 11 of the Act relating to the admission into the Union of the 
States of North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington, approved 
February 22, 1889, as amended, as reads “but leases for grazing and agricul- 
tural purposes shall not be for a term longer than five years”, is amended to 
read as follows: “but leases for grazing and agricultural purposes shall not be 
for a term longer than ten years.” [52 U. S. Statutes at Large c 700 p 1198. 
Approved, June 25, 1938.] 


(4) April 13, 1948: 

AN ACT To authorize the States of Montana, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, and Washington to lease their State lands for production of minerals, in- 
cluding leases for exploration for oil, gas, and other hydrocarbons and the 
extraction thereof, for such terms of years and on such conditions as may be 
from time to time provided by the legislatures of the respective States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the second paragraph of sec- 
tion 11 of the Act relating to the admission into the Union of the States of 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington, approved February 
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22, 1889, as amended, is amended to read as follows: “Except as otherwise 
provided herein, the said lands may be leased under such regulations as the 
legislature may prescribe. Leases for the production of minerals, including 
leases for exploration for oil, gas, and other hydrocarbons and the extraction 
thereof, shall be for such term of years and on such conditions as may be 
from time to time provided by the legislatures of the respective States; leases 
for grazing and agricultural purposes shall be for a term not longer than ten 
years; and leases for development of hydroelectric power shall be for a term 
not longer than fifty years.” [62 U.S. Statutes at Large c 183 p 170. Ap- 
proved April 13, 1948.] 


(5) June 28, 1952: 

AN ACT To authorize each of the States of North Dakota, South Dakota, 
and Washington to pool moneys derived from lands granted to it for public 
schools and various State institutions. 

Be itenacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the fourth paragraph of sec- 
tion 11 of the Actrelating to the admission into the Union of the States of 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington, approved February 
22, 1889, as amended (47 Stat. 151), is amended by adding at the end thereof 
the following: “Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this section, 
each of the States of North Dakota, South Dakota, and Washington may pool 
the moneys received by it from oil and gas and other mineral leasing of said 
lands. The moneys so pooled shall be apportioned among the public schools 
and thie various State institutions in such manner that the public schools and 
each of such institutions shall receive an amount which bears the same ratio 
to the total amount apportioned as the number of acres (including any that 
may have been disposed of) granted for such public schools or for such insti- 
tutions bears to the total number of acres (including any that may have been 
disposed of) granted by this Act. Not less than 50 per centum of each such 
amount shall be covered into the appropriate permanent fund.” [66 U.S. Stat- 
utes at Large c 480 p 283. Approved June 28, 1952.} 


(6) May 31, 1962: 

AN ACT To amend the Act admitting the State of Washington into the Un- 
ion in order to authorize the use of funds from the disposition of certain 
lands for the construction of State charitable, educational, penal, or reforma- 
tory institutions. 

Be itenacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Act entitled “An Act to 
provide for the division of Dakota into two States and to enable the people of 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington to form constitu- 
tions and State governments and to be admitted into the Union on an equal 
footing with the original States and to make donations of public lands to 
such States”, approved February 22, 1889 (25 Stat. 676, as amended), is 
amended by inserting before the period at the end of the first sentence in the 
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fourth paragraph of section 11 a comma and the following: “except that pro- 
ceeds from the sale and other permanent disposition of the two hundred thou- 
sand acres granted to the State of Washington for State charitable, 
educational, penal, and reformatory institutions may be used by such State 
for the construction of any such institution.” [Public Law 87-473. 76 U.S. 
Statutes at Large p 91. Approved May 31, 1962.] 


(7) June 30, 1967: 

AN ACT To authorize the States of North Dakota, South Dakota, Mon- 
tana, and Washington to use the income from certain lands for the construc- 
tion of facilities for State charitable, educational, penal, and reformatory 
institutions. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the second sentence of the 
fourth paragraph of section 11 of the Act entitled “An Act to provide for the 
division of Dakota into two States and to enable the people of North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Montana, and Washington to form constitutions and State gov- 
ernments and to be admitted into the Union on an equal footing with the 
original States, and to make donations of public lands to such States”, ap- 
proved February 22, 1889 (25 Stat. 676), as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: “Rentals on leased land, proceeds from the sale of timber and other 
crops, interest on deferred payments on land sold, interest on funds arising 
from these lands, and all other actual income, shall be available for the acqui- 
sition and construction of facilities, including the retirement of bonds author- 
ized by law for such purposes, and for the maintenance and support of such 
schools and institutions.” [Public Law 90-41. 81 U.S. Statutes at Large p 
106. Approved June 30, 1967.] 


(8) October 16, 1970: 

AN ACT To amend section 11 of the Act approved February 22, 1889 (25 
Stat. 676) as amended by the Act of May 7, 1932 (47 Stat. 150), and as 
amended by the Act of April 13, 1948 (62 Stat. 170) relating to the admis- 
sion to the Union of the States of North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and 
Washington, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the second sentence of the 
first paragraph of section 11 of the Act approved February 22, 1889 (25 Stat. 
676), as amended by the Act of May 7, 1932 (47 Stat. 150), is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Any of the said lands may be exchanged for other lands, public or pri- 
vate, of equal value and as near as may be of equal area, but if any of the said 
lands are exchanged with the United States such exchange shall be limited to 
Federal lands that are surveyed, nonmineral, unreserved public lands within 
the State, or are reserved public lands within the State that are subject to ex- 
change under the laws governing the administration of such Federal reserved 
public lands.” 
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and that a new paragraph be added immediately following the above, as fol- 
lows: 

“All exchanges heretofore made under section 11 of the Act approved 
February 22, 1889 (25 Stat. 676), as amended by the Act approved May 7, 
1932 (47 Stat. 150), for reserved public lands of the United States that were 
subject to exchange under law pursuant to which they were being adminis- 
tered and the requirements thereof have been met, are hereby approved to the 
same extent as though the lands exchanged were unreserved public lands.” 


and that the present paragraph 2 of section 11 be amended to read as follows: 

“The said lands may be leased under such regulations as the legislature 
may prescribe.” [Public Law 91-463. 84 U.S. Statutes at Large p 987. Ap- 
proved October 16, 1970.] 


Sec. 12. That upon the admission of each of said States into the 
Union, in accordance with the provisions of this act, fifty sections 
of the unappropriated public lands within said States, to be se- 
lected and located in legal subdivisions as provided in section ten 
of this act, shall be, and are hereby, granted to said States for the 
purpose of erecting public buildings at the capital of said States for 
legislative, executive, and judicial purposes. 


Reviser’s note: Section 12 has been amended by Congress as follows: 

AN ACT To amend section 12 of the Act approved February 22, 1889 (25 
Stat. 676) relating to the admission into the Union of the States of North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Montana, and Washington, by providing for the use of 
public lands granted to the States therein for the purpose of construction, re- 
construction, repair, renovation, furnishings, equipment, or other permanent 
improvement of public buildings at the capital of said States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That section 12 of the Act relating 
to the admission into the Union of the States of North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Montana, and Washington, approved February 22, 1889, is amended to read 
as follows: 

“That upon the admission of each of said States into the Union, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, fifty sections of unappropriated public 
lands within such States, to be selected and located in legal subdivisions as 
provided in section 10 of this Act, shall be, and are hereby, granted to said 
States for public buildings at the capital of said States for legislative, execu- 
tive, and judicial purposes, including construction, reconstruction, repair, 
renovation, furnishings, equipment, and any other permanant improvement 
of such buildings and the acquisition of necessary land for such buildings, 
and the payment of principal and interest on bonds issued for any of the 
above purposes.” 
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Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect as of February 22, 1889. [Public Law 85- 
6. 71 U.S. Statutes at large p 5. Approved February 26, 1957.] 


Sec. 13. That five per centum of the proceeds of the sales of pub- 
lic lands lying within said States which shall be sold by the United 
States subsequent to the admission of said States into the Union, af- 
ter deducting all the expenses incident to the same, shall be paid to 
the said States, to be used as a permanent fund, the interest of 
which only shall be expended for the support of common schools 
within said States, respectively. 


Sec. 14. That the lands granted to the Territories of Dakota and 
Montana by the act of February eighteenth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-one, entitled “An act to grant lands to Dakota, Montana, Ari- 
zona, Idaho, and Wyoming for university purposes,” are hereby 
vested in the States of South Dakota, North Dakota, and Montana, 
respectively, if such States are admitted into the Union, as provided 
in this act, to the extent of the full quantity of seventy-two sections 
to each of said States, and any portion of said lands that may not 
have been selected by either of said Territories of Dakota or Mon- 
tana may be selected by the respective States aforesaid; but said act 
of February eighteenth, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, shall be 
so amended as to provide that none of said lands shall be sold for 
less than ten dollars per acre, and the proceeds shall constitute a 
permanent fund to be safely invested and held by said States sever- 
ally, and the income thereof be used exclusively for university pur- 
poses. And such quantity of the lands authorized by the fourth 
section of the act of July seventeenth, eighteen hundred and fifty- 
four, to be reserved for university purposes in the Territory of 
Washington, as, together with the lands confirmed to the vendees 
of the Territory by the act of March fourteenth, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-four, will make the full quantity of seventy-two entire 
sections, are hereby granted in like manner to the State of Washing- 
ton for the purposes of a university in said State. None of the lands 
granted in this section shall be sold at less than ten dollars per acre; 
but said lands may be leased in the same manner as provided in sec- 
tion eleven of this act. The schools, colleges, and universities pro- 
vided for in this act shall forever remain under the exclusive 
control of the said States, respectively, and no part of the proceeds 
arising from the sale or disposal of any lands herein granted for 
educational purposes shall be used for the support of any sectarian 
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or denominational school, college, or university. The section of 
land granted by the act of June sixteenth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty, to the Territory of Dakota, for an asylum for the insane 
shall, upon the admission of said State of South Dakota into the 
Union, become the property of said State. 


Sec. 15. That so much of the lands belonging to the United 
States as have been acquired and set apart for the purpose men- 
tioned in “An act appropriating money for the erection of a peniten- 
tiary in the Territory of Dakota,” approved March second, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-one, together with the buildings thereon, be, 
and the same is hereby, granted, together with any unexpended bal- 
ances of the moneys appropriated therefor by said act, to said State 
of South Dakota, for the purposes therein designated; and the 
States of North Dakota and Washington shall, respectively, have 
like grants for the same purpose, and subject to like terms and con- 
ditions as provided in said act of March second, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-one, for the Territory of Dakota. The penitentiary at 
Deer Lodge City, Montana, and all lands connected therewith and 
set apart and reserved therefor, are hereby granted to the State of 
Montana. 


Sec. 16. That ninety thousand acres of land, to be selected and 
located as provided in section 10 of this act, are hereby granted to 
each of said States, except to the State of South Dakota, to which 
one hundred and twenty thousand acres are granted, for the use and 
support of agricultural colleges in said States, as provided in the 
acts of Congress making donations of lands for such purpose. 


Sec. 17. That in lieu of the grant of land for purposes of internal 
improvement made to new States by the eighth section of the act of 
September fourth, eighteen hundred and forty -one, which act is 
hereby repealed as to the States provided for by this act, and in lieu 
of any claim or demand by the said States, or either of them, under 
the act of September twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and fifty, 
and section twenty-four hundred and seventy-nine of the Revised 
Statutes, making a grant of swamp and overflowed lands to certain 
States, which grant it is hereby declared is not extended to the 
States provided for in this act, and in lieu of any grant of saline 
lands to said States, the following grants of land are hereby made, 
to wit:

To the State of South Dakota: For the school of mines, forty 
thousand acres; for the reform school, forty thousand acres; for the 
deaf and dumb asylum, forty thousand acres; for the agricultural 
college, forty thousand acres; for the university, forty thousand 
acres; for State normal schools, eighty thousand acres; for public 
buildings at the capital of said State, fifty thousand acres, and for 
such other educational and charitable purposes as the legislature of 
said State may determine, one hundred and seventy thousand acres; 
in all five hundred thousand acres. 

To the State of North Dakota a like quantity of land as in this - 
section granted to the State of South Dakota, and to be for like pur- 
poses, and in like proportion as far as practicable. 

To the State of Montana: For the establishment and maintenance 
of a school of mines, one hundred thousand acres; for State normal 
schools, one hundred thousand acres; for agricultural colleges, in 
addition to the grant hereinbefore made for that purpose, fifty thou- 
sand acres; for the establishment of a State reform school, fifty 
thousand acres; for the establishment of a deaf and dumb asylum, 
fifty thousand acres; for public buildings at the capital of the State, 
in addition to the grant hereinbefore made for that purpose, one 
hundred and fifty thousand acres. 

To the State of Washington: For the establishment and mainte- 
nance of a scientific school, one hundred thousand acres; for State 
normal schools, one hundred thousand acres; for public buildings 
at the State capital, in addition to the grant hereinbefore made for 
that purpose, one hundred thousand acres; for State charitable, edu- 
cational, penal, and reformatory institutions, two hundred thousand 
acres. 

That the States provided for in this act shall not be entitled to 
any further or other grants of land for any purpose than as ex- 
pressly provided in this act. And the lands granted by this section 
shall be held, appropriated, and disposed of exclusively for the pur- 
poses herein mentioned, in such manner as the legislatures of the 
respective States may severally provide. 


Sec. 18. That all mineral lands shall be exempted from the 
grants made by this act. But if sections sixteen and thirty-six, or 
any subdivisions or portion of any smallest subdivision thereof in 
any township shall be found by the Department of the Interior to be 
mineral lands, said States are hereby authorized and empowered to 
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select, in legal subdivisions, an equal quantity of other unappropri- 
ated lands in said States, in lieu thereof, for the use and the benefit 
of the common schools of said States. 


Sec. 19. That all lands granted in quantity or as indemnity by 
this act shall be selected, under the direction of the Secretary of the 
Interior, from the surveyed, unreserved, and unappropriated public 
lands of the United States within the limits of the respective States 
entitled thereto. And there shall be deducted from the number of 
acres of land donated by this act for specific objects to said States 
the number of acres in each heretofore donated by Congress to said 
Territories for similar objects. 


Sec. 20. That the sum of twenty thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to each of said 
Territories for defraying the expenses of the said conventions, ex- 
cept to Dakota, for which the sum of forty thousand dollars is so 
appropriated, twenty thousand dollars each for South Dakota and 
North Dakota, and for the payment of the members thereof, under 
the same rules and regulations and at the same rates as are now pro- 
vided by law for the payment of the Territorial legislatures. Any 
money hereby appropriated not necessary for such purpose shall be 
covered into the Treasury of the United States. 


Sec. 21. That each of said States, when admitted as aforesaid, 
shall constitute one judicial district, the names thereof to be the 
same as the names of the States, respectively; and the circuit and 
district courts therefor shall be held at the capital of such State for 
the time being, and each of said districts shall, for judicial pur- 
poses, until otherwise provided, be attached to the eighth judicial 
circuit, except Washington and Montana, which shall be attached 
to the ninth judicial circuit. There shall be appointed for each of 
said districts one district judge, one United States attomey, and one 
United States marshal. The judge of each of said districts shall re- 
ceive a yearly salary of three thousand five hundred dollars, pay- 
able in four equal installments, on the first days of January, April, 
July, and October of each year, and shall reside in the district. 
There shall be appointed clerks of said courts in each district, who 
shall keep their offices at the capital of said State. The regular 
terms of said courts shall be held in each district, at the place afore- 
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said, on the first Monday in April and the first Monday in Novem- 
ber of each year, and only one grand jury and one petit jury shall 
be summoned in both said circuit and district courts. The circuit 
and district courts for each of said districts, and the judges thereof, 
respectively, shall possess the same powers and jurisdiction, and 
perform the same duties required to be performed by the other cir- 
cuit and district courts and judges of the United States, and shall be 
governed by the same laws and regulations. The Marshal, district 
attomey, and clerks of the circuit and district courts of each of said 
districts, and all other officers and persons performing duties in the 
administration of justice therein, shall severally possess the powers 
and perform the duties lawfully possessed and required to be per- 
formed by similar officers in other districts of the United States; 
and shall, for the services they may perform, receive the fees and 
compensation allowed by law to other similar officers and persons 
performing similar duties in the State of Nebraska. 


Sec. 22. That all cases of appeal or writ of error heretofore 
prosecuted and now pending in the Supreme Court of the United 
States upon any record from the supreme court of either of the Ter- 
ritories mentioned in this act, or that may hereafter lawfully be 
prosecuted upon any record from either of said courts may be 
heard and determined by said Supreme Court of the United States. 
And the mandate of execution or of further proceedings shall be di- 
rected by the Supreme Court of the United States to the circuit or 
district court hereby established within the State succeeding the 
Territory from which such record is or may be pending, or to the 
supreme court of such State, as the nature of the case may require: 
Provided, That the mandate of execution or of further proceedings 
shall, in cases arising in the Territory of Dakota, be directed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States to the circuit or district court 
of the district of South Dakota, or to the supreme court of the State 
of South Dakota, or to the circuit or district court of the district of 
North Dakota, or to the supreme court of the State of North Da- 
kota, or to the supreme court of the Territory of North Dakota, as 
the nature of the case may require. And each of the circuit, district, 
and State courts, herein named, shall, respectively, be the successor 
of the supreme court of the Territory, as to all such cases arising 
within the limits embraced within the jurisdiction of such courts re- 

nectively with full power to proceed with the same, and award 
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mesne or final process therein; and that from all judgments and de- 
crees of the supreme court of either of the Territories mentioned in 
this act, in any case arising within the limits of any of the proposed 
States prior to admission, the parties to such judgment shall have 
the same right to prosecute appeals and writs of error to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States as they shall have had by law 
prior to the admission of said State into the Union. 


Sec. 23. That in respect to all cases, proceedings, and matters 
now pending in the supreme or district courts of either of the Terri- 
tories mentioned in this act at the time of the admission into the 
Union of either of the States mentioned in this act, and arising 
within the limits of any such State, whereof the circuit or district 
courts by this act established might have had jurisdiction under the 
laws of the United States had such courts existed at the time of the 
commencement of such cases, the said circuit and district courts, 
respectively, shall be the successors of said supreme and district 
courts of said Territory; and in respect to all other cases, proceed- 
ings and matters pending in the supreme or district courts of any of 
the Territories mentioned in this act at the time of the admission of 
such Territory into the Union, arising within the limits of said pro- 
posed State, the courts established by such State shall, respectively, 
be the successors of said supreme and district Territorial courts; 
and all the files, records, indictments, and proceedings relating to 
any such cases, shall be transferred to such circuit, district, and 
State courts, respectively, and the same shall be proceeded with 
therein in due course of law; but no writ, action, indictment, cause 
or proceeding now pending, or that prior to the admission of any of 
the States mentioned in this act, shall be pending in any Territorial 
court in any of the Territories mentioned in this act, shall abate by 
the admission of any such State into the Union, but the same shall 
be transferred and proceeded with in the proper United States cir- 
cuit, district or State court, as the case may be: Provided, how- 
ever,That in all civil actions, causes, 'and proceedings, in which the 
United States is not a party, transfers shall not be made to the cir- 
cuit'and district courts of the United States, except upon written re- 
quest of one of the parties to such action or proceeding filed in the 
proper court; and in the absence of such request such cases shall be 
proceeded with in the proper State courts. 
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Sec. 24. That the constitutional conventions may, by ordinance, 
provide for the election of officers for full State governments, in- 
cluding members of the legislatures and Representatives in the 
fifty-first Congress; but said State governments shall remain in 
abeyance until the States shall be admitted into the Union, respec- 
tively, as provided in this act. In case the constitution of any of said 
proposed States shall be ratified by the people, but not otherwise, 
the legislature thereof may assemble, organize, and elect two sena- 
tors of the United States; and the governor and secretary of state of 
such proposed State shall certify the election of the Senators and 
Representatives in the manner required by law; and when such 
State is admitted into the Union, the Senators and Representatives 
shall be entitled to be admitted to seats in Congress, and to all the 
rights and privileges of Senators and Representatives of other 
States in the Congress of the United States; and the officers of the 
State governments formed in pursuance of said constitutions, as 
provided by the constitutional conventions, shall proceed to exer- 
cise all the functions of such State officers; and all laws in force 
made by said Territories, at the time of their admission into the Un- 
ion, shall be in force in said States, except as modified or changed 
by this act or by the constitutions of the States, respectively. 


Sec. 25. That all acts or parts of acts in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this act, whether passed by the legislatures of said Territo- 
ries or by Congress, are hereby repealed.

Constitution of the 
State of Washington 


This Constitution was framed by a convention of seventy-five 
delegates, chosen by the people of the Territory of Washington at an 
election held May 14, 1889, under section 3 of the Enabling Act. 
The convention met at Olympia on the fourth day of July, 1889, and 
adjourned on the twenty-second day of August, 1889. The Constitu- 
tion was ratified by the people at an election held on October 1, 
1889, and on November 11, 1889, in accordance with section 8 of 
the Enabling Act, the president of the United States proclaimed the 
admission of the State of Washington into the Union.

Constitution of the 
State of Washington 


Preamble 


We, the people of the State of Washington, grateful to the Supreme 
Ruler of the Universe for our liberties, do ordain this constitution. 


Articles 


ArticleI 
Declaration of Rights 


Section 1. Political power. All political power is inherent in 
the people, and governments derive their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, and are established to protect and maintain in- 
dividual rights. 


Section 2. Supreme law of the land. The Constitution of the 
United States is the supreme law of the land. 


Section 3. Personal rights. No person shall be deprived of 
life, liberty, or property, without due process of law. 


Section 4. Right of petition and assemblage. The right of pe- 
tition and of the people peaceably to assemble for the common 
good shall never be abridged. 


Section 5. Freedom of speech. Every person may freely 
speak, write and publish on all subjects, being responsible for the 
abuse of that right. 


Section 6. Oaths - Mode of administering. The mode of ad- 
ministering an oath, or affirmation, shall be such as may be most 
consistent with and binding upon the conscience of the person to 
whom such oath, or affirmation, may be administered. 


Section 7. Invasion of private affairs or home prohibited. 
No person shall be disturbed in his private affairs, or his home in- 
vaded, without authority of law. 
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Section 8. Irrevocable privilege, franchise or immunity pro- 
hibited. No law granting irrevocably any privilege, franchise or im- 
munity, shall be passed by the legislature. 


Section 9. Rights of accused persons. No person shall be 
compelled in any criminal case to give evidence against himself, or 
be twice put in jeopardy for the same offense. 


Section 10. Administration of justice. Justice in all cases 
shall be administered openly, and without unnecessary delay. 


Section 11. Religious freedom. Absolute freedom of con- 
science in all matters of religious sentiment, belief and worship, 
shall be guaranteed to every individual, and no one shall be mo- 
lested or disturbed in person or property on account of religion; but 
the liberty of conscience hereby secured shall not be so construed 
as to excuse acts of licentiousness or justify practices inconsistent 
with the peace and safety of the state. No public money or property 
shall be appropriated for or applied to any religious worship, exer- 
cise or instruction, or the support of any religious establishment: 
Provided, however, That this article shall not be so construed as to 
forbid the employment by the state of a chaplain for such of the 
state custodial, correctional, and mental institutions, or by a 
county’s or public hospital district’s hospital, health care facility, or 
hospice, as in the discretion of the legislature may seem justified. 
No religious qualification shall be required for any public office or 
employment, nor shall any person be incompetent as a witness or 
juror, in consequence of his opinion on matters of religion, nor be 
questioned in any court of justice touching his religious belief to af- 
fect the weight of his testimony. [Amendment 88, 1993 House 
Joint Resolution No. 4200, p 3062.

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Section 13. Habeas corpus. The privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus shall not be suspended, unless in case of rebellion or inva- 
sion the public safety requires it. 


Section 14. Excessive bail, fines and punishments. Excessive 
bail shall not be required, excessive fines imposed, nor cruel pun- 
ishment inflicted. 


Section 15. Convictions, effect of. No conviction shall work 
corruption of blood, nor forfeiture of estate. 


Section 16. Eminent domain. Private property shall not be 
taken for private use, except for private ways of necessity, and for 
drains, flumes, or ditches on or across the lands of others for agri- 
cultural, domestic, or sanitary purposes. No private property shall 
be taken or damaged for public or private use without just compen- 
sation having been first made, or paid into court for the owner, and 
no right-of-way shall be appropriated to the use of any corporation 
other than municipal until full compensation therefor be first made 
in money, or ascertained and paid into court for the owner, irrespec- 
tive of any benefit from any improvement proposed by such corpo- 
ration, which compensation shall be ascertained by a jury, unless a 
jury be waived, as in other civil cases in courts of record, in the 
manner prescribed by law. Whenever an attempt is made to take 
private property for a use alleged to be public, the question 
whether the contemplated use be really public shall be a judicial 
question, and determined as such, without regard to any legislative 
assertion that the use is public: Provided, That the taking of private 
property by the state for land reclamation and settlement purposes 
is hereby declared to be for public use.

Section 17. Imprisonment for debt. There shall be no impris- 
onment for debt, except in cases of absconding debtors. 


Section 18. Military power, limitation of. The military shall 
be in strict subordination to the civil power. 


Section 19. Freedom of elections. All Elections shall be free 
and equal, and no power, civil or military, shall at any time inter- 
fere to prevent the free exercise of the right of suffrage. 


Section 20. Bail, when authorized. All persons charged with 
crime shall be bailable by sufficient sureties, except for capital of- 
fenses when the proof is evident, or the presumption great. 


Section 21. Trial by jury. The right of trial by jury shall re- 
main inviolate, but the legislature may provide for a jury of any 
number less than twelve in courts not of record, and for a verdict 
by nine or more jurors in civil cases in any court of record, and for 
waiving of the jury in civil cases where the consent of the parties 
interested is given thereto. 


Section 22. Rights of the accused. In criminal prosecutions 
the accused shall have the right to appear and defend in person, or 
by counsel, to demand the nature and cause of the accusation 
against him, to have a copy thereof, to testify in his own behalf, to 
meet the witnesses against him face to face, to have compulsory 
process to compel the attendance of witnesses in his own behalf, to 
have a speedy public trial by an impartial jury of the county in 
which the offense is charged to have been committed and the right 
to appeal in all cases: Provided, The route traversed by any railway 
coach, train or public conveyance, and the water traversed by any 
boat shall be criminal districts; and the jurisdiction of all public of- 
fenses committed on any such railway car, coach, train, boat or 
other public conveyance, or at any station or depot upon such 
route, shall be in any county through which the said car, coach, 
train, boat or other public conveyance may pass during the trip or 
voyage, or in which the trip or voyage may begin or terminate. In 
no instance shall any accused person before final judgment be com- 
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pelled to advance money or fees to secure the rights herein guaran- 
teed. [Amendment 10, 1921 p 79 Section 1. Approved November, 
1922.] 


Original text - Art. 1 Section 22 Rights of accused persons - /n crimi- 
nal prosecution, the accused shall have the right to appear and defend in per- 
son, and by counsel, to demand the nature and cause of the accusation 
against him, to have a copy thereof, to testify in his own behalf, to meet the 
witnesses against him face to face, to have compulsory process to compel the 
attendance of witnesses in his own behalf, to have a speedy public trial by an 
impartial jury of the county in which the offense is alleged to have been com- 
mitted, and the right to appeal in all cases; and, in no instance, shall any ac- 
cused person before final judgment be compelled to advance money or fees 
to secure the rights herein guaranteed. 


Section 23. Bill of attainder, ex post facto law, etc. No bill of 
attainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the obligations of con- 
tracts shall ever be passed. 


Section 24. Right to bear arms. The right of the individual 
citizen to bear arms in defense of himself, or the state, shall not be 
impaired, but nothing in this section shall be construed as authoriz- 
ing individuals or corporations to organize, maintain or employ an 
armed body of men. 


Section 25. Prosecution by information. Offenses heretofore 
required to be prosecuted by indictment may be prosecuted by in- 
formation, or by indictment, as shall be prescribed by law. 


Section 26. Grand jury. No grand jury shall be drawn or sum- 
moned in any county, except the superior judge thereof shall so or- 
der. 


Section 27. Treason, defined, etc. Treason against the state 
shall consist only in levying war against the state, or adhering to its 
enemies, or in giving them aid and comfort. No person shall be con- 
victed of treason unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
same overt act, or confession in open court. 


Section 28. Hereditary privileges abolished. No hereditary 
emoluments, privileges, or powers, shall be granted or conferred in _ 
this state. 
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Section 29. Constitution mandatory. The provisions of this 
Constitution are mandatory, unless by express words they are de- 
clared to be otherwise. 


Section 30. Rights reserved. The enumeration in this Constitu- 
tion of certain rights shall not be construed to deny others retained 
by the people. 


Section 31. Standing army. No standing army shall be kept up 
by this state in time of peace, and no soldier shall in time of peace 
be quartered in any house without the consent of its owner, nor in 
time of war except in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 32. Fundamental principles. A frequent recurrence to 
fundamental principles is essential to the security of individual 
right and the perpetuity of free government. 


Section 33. Recall of elective officers. Every elective public 
officer of the state of Washington expect [except] judges of courts 
of record is subject to recall and discharge by the legal voters of 
the state, or of the political subdivision of the state, from which he 
was elected whenever a petition demanding his recall, reciting that 
such officer has committed some act or acts of malfeasance or mis- 
feasance while in office, or who has violated his oath of office, stat- 
ing the matters complained of, signed by the percentages of the 
qualified electors thereof, hereinafter provided, the percentage re- 
quired to be computed from the total number of votes cast for all 
candidates for his said office to which he was elected at the preced- 
ing election, is filed with the officer with whom a petition for nomi- 
nation, or certificate for nomination, to such office must be filed 
under the laws of this state, and the same officer shall call a special 
election as provided by the general election laws of this state, and 
the result determined as therein provided. [Amendment 8, 1911 p 
504 Section 1. Approved November, 1912.] 


Section 34. Same. The legislature shall pass the necessary laws 
to carry out the provisions of section thirty-three (33) of this arti- 
cle, and to facilitate its operation and effect without delay: Pro- 
vided, That the authority hereby conferred upon the legislature 
shall not be construed to grant to the legislature any exclusive 
power of lawmaking nor in any way limit the initiative and referen- 
dum powers reserved by the people. The percentages required shall 
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be, state officers, other than judges, senators and representatives, 
city officers of cities of the first class, school district boards in cit- 
ies of the first class; county officers of counties of the first, second 
and third classes, twenty-five per cent. Officers of all other politi- 
cal subdivisions, cities, towns, townships, precincts and school dis- 
tricts not herein mentioned, and state senators and representatives, 
thirty-five per cent. [Amendment 8, 1911 p 504 Section 1. Ap- 
proved November, 1912.] 


Section 35. Victims of crimes - Rights. Effective law enforce- 
ment depends on cooperation from victims of crime. To ensure vic- 
tims a meaningful role in the criminal justice system and to accord 
them due dignity and respect, victims of crime are hereby granted 
the following basic and fundamental rights. 

Upon notifying the prosecuting attorney, a victim of a crime 
charged as a felony shall have the right to be informed of and, sub- 
ject to the discretion of the individual presiding over the trial or 
court proceedings, attend trial and all other court proceedings the 
defendant has the right to attend, and to make a statement at sen- 
tencing and at any proceeding where the defendant’s release is con- 
sidered, subject to the same rules of procedure which govern the 
defendant’s rights. In the event the victim is deceased, incompe- 
tent, a minor, or otherwise unavailable, the prosecuting attorney 
may identify a representative to appear to exercise the victim’s 
rights. This provision shall not constitute a basis for error in favor 
of a defendant in a criminal proceeding nor a basis for providing a 
victim or the victim’s representative with court appointed counsel. 
[Amendment 84, 1989 Senate Joint Resolution No. 8200, p 2999. 
Approved November 7, 1989.] 


Article II 
Legislative Department 


Section 1. Legislative powers, where vested. The legislative 
authority of the state of Washington shall be vested in the legisla- 
ture, consisting of a senate and house of representatives, which 
shall be called the legislature of the state of Washington, but the 
people reserve to themselves the power to propose bills, laws, and 
to enact or reject the same at the polls, independent of the legisla- 
ture, and also reserve power, at their own option, to approve or re- 
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ject at the polls any act, item, section, or part of any bill, act, or 
law passed by the legislature. 

(a) Initiative: The first power reserved by the people is.the initia- 
tive. Every such petition shall include the full text of the measure 
so proposed. In the case of initiatives to the legislature and initia- 
tives to the people, the number of valid signatures of legal voters re- 
quired shall be equal to eight percent of the votes cast for the office 
of governor at the last gubernatorial election preceding the initial 
filing of the text of the initiative measure with the secretary of state. 

Initiative petitions shall be filed with the secretary of state not 
less than four months before the election at which they are to be 
voted upon, or not less than ten days before any regular session of 
the legislature. If filed at least four months before the election at 
which they are to be voted upon, he shall submit the same to the 
vote of the people at the said election. If such petitions are filed not 
less than ten days before any regular session of the legislature, he 
shall certify the results within forty days of the filing. If certifica- 
tion is not complete by the date that the legislature convenes, he 
shall provisionally certify the measure pending final certification 
of the measure. Such initiative measures, whether certified or provi- 
sionally certified, shall take precedence over all other measures in 
the legislature except appropriation bills and shall be either enacted 
or rejected without change or amendment by the legislature before 
the end of such regular session. If any such initiative measures 
shall be enacted by the legislature it shall be subject to the referen- 
dum petition, or it may be enacted and referred by the legislature 
to the people for approval or rejection at the next regular election. 
If it is rejected or if no action is taken upon it by the legislature be- 
fore the end of such regular session, the secretary of state shall sub- 
mit it to the people for approval or rejection at the next ensuing 
regular general election. The legislature may reject any measure so 
proposed by initiative petition and propose a different one dealing 
with the same subject, and in such event both measures shall be 
submitted by the secretary of state to the people for approval or re- 
jection at the next ensuing regular general election. When conflict- 
ing measures are submitted to the people the ballots shall be so 
printed that a voter can express separately by making one cross (X) 
for each, two preferences, first, as between either measure and nei- 
ther, and secondly, as between one and the other. If the majority of 
those voting on the first issue is for neither, both fail, but in that 
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case the votes on the second issue shall nevertheless be carefully 
counted and made public. If a majority voting on the first issue is 
for either, then the measure receiving a majority of the votes on the 
second issue shall be law. 

(b) Referendum. The second power reserved by the people is the 
referendum, and it may be ordered on any act, bill, law, or any part 
thereof passed by the legislature, except such laws as may be neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health or 
safety, support of the state government and its existing public insti- 
tutions, either by petition signed by the required percentage of the 
legal voters, or by the legislature as other bills are enacted: Pro- 
vided, That the legislature may not order a referendum on any in- 
itiative measure enacted by the legislature under the foregoing 
subsection (a). The number of valid signatures of registered voters 
required on a petition for referendum of an act of the legislature or 
any part thereof, shall be equal to or exceeding four percent of the 
votes cast for the office of governor at the last gubernatorial elec- 
tion preceding the filing of the text of the referendum measure with 
the secretary of state. 

(c) No act, law, or bill subject to referendum shall take effect un- 
til ninety days after the adjournment of the session at which it was 
enacted. No act, law, or bill approved by a majority of the electors 
voting thereon shall be amended or repealed by the legislature 
within a period of two years following such enactment: Provided, 
That any such act, law, or bill may be amendeđ within two years af- 
ter such enactment at any regular or special session of the legisla- 
ture by a vote of two-thirds of all the members elected to each 
house with full compliance with section 12, Article III, of the 
Washington Constitution, and no amendatory law adopted in ac- 
cordance with this provision shall be subject to referendum. But 
such enactment may be amended or repealed at any general regular 
or special election by direct vote of the people thereon. 

(d) The filing of a referendum petition against one or more 
items, sections, or parts of any act, law, or bill shall not delay the 
remainder of the measure from becoming operative. Referendum 
petitions against measures passed by the legislature shall be filed 
with the secretary of state not later than ninety days after the final 
adjournment of the session of the legislature which passed the 
measure on which the referendum is demanded. The veto power of 
the governor shall not extend to measures initiated by or referred to 
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the people. All elections on measures referred to the people of the 
state shall be had at the next succeeding regular general election 
following the filing of the measure with the secretary of state, ex- 
cept when the legislature shall order a special election. Any meas- 
ure initiated by the people or referred to the people as herein 
provided shall take effect and become the law if it is approved by a 
majority of the votes cast thereon: Provided, That the vote cast 
upon such question or measure shall equal one-third of the total 
votes cast at such election and not otherwise. Such measure shall 
be in operation on and after the thirtieth day after the election at 
which it is approved. The style of all bills proposed by initiative pe- 
tition shall be: “Be it enacted by the people of the State of Washing- 
ton.” This section shall not be construed to deprive any member of 
the legislature of the right to introduce any measure. All such peti- 
tions shall be filed with the secretary of state, who shall be guided 
by the general laws in submitting the same to the people until addi- 
tional legislation shall especially provide therefor. This section is 
self-executing, but legislation may be enacted especially to facili- 
tate its operation. 

(e) The legislature shall provide methods of publicity of all laws 
or parts of laws, and amendments to the Constitution referred to 
the people with arguments for and against the laws and amend- 
ments so referred. The secretary of state shall send one copy of the 
publication to each individual place of residence in the state and 
shall make such additional distribution as he shall determine neces- 
sary to reasonably assure that each voter will have an opportunity 
to study the measures prior to election. [Amendment 72, 1981

Amendment 7 (1911) - Art. 2 Section 1 Legislative Powers, Where Vested 
- The legislative authority of the state of Washington shall be vested in the 
legislature, consisting of a senate and house of representatives, which shall 
be called the legislature of the state of Washington, but the people reserve to 
themselves the power to propose bills, laws, and to enact or reject the same 
at the polls, independent of the legislature, and also reserve power, at their 
own option, to approve or reject at the polls any act, item, section or part of 
any bill, act or law passed by the legislature. 

(a) Initiative: The first power reserved by the people is the initiative. Ten 
per centum, but in no case more than fifty thousand, of the legal voters shall 
be required to propose any measure by such petition, and every such petition 
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Shall include the full text of the measure so proposed. [Note: Signature re- 
quirements were superseded by Art. 2 Sec. 1(a), Amendment 30.] Initiative 
petitions shall be filed with the secretary of state not less than four months 
before the election at which they are to be voted upon, or not less than ten 
days before any regular session of the legislature. If filed at least four 
months before the election at which they are to be voted upon, he shall sub- 
mit the same to the vote of the people at the said election. If such petitions 
are filed not less than ten days before any regular session of the legislature, 
he shall transmit the same to the legislature as soon as it convenes and or- 
ganizes. Such initiative measure shall take precedence over all other meas- 
ures in the legislature except appropriation bills and shall be either enacted 
or rejected without change or amendment by the legislature before the end of 
such regular session. If any such initiative measures shall be enacted by the 
legislature it shall be subject to the referendum petition, or it may be enacted 
and referred by the legislature to the people for approval or rejection at the 
next regular election. If it is rejected or if no action is taken upon it by the 
legislature before the end of such regular session, the secretary of state shall 
submit it to the people for approval or rejection at the next ensuing regular 
general election. The legislature may reject any measure so proposed by in- 
itiative petition and propose a different one dealing with the same subject, 
and in such event both measures shall be submitted by the secretary of state 
to the people for approval or rejection at the next ensuing regular general 
election. When conflicting measures are submitted to the people the ballots 
shall be so printed that a voter can express separately by making one cross 
(X) for each, two preferences, first, as between either measure and neither, 
and secondly, as between one and the other. If the majority of those voting on 
the first issue is for neither, both fail, but in that case the votes on the second 
issue shall nevertheless be carefully counted and made public. If a majority 
voting on the first issue is for either, then the measure receiving a majority of 
the votes on the second issue shall be law. 

(b) Referendum. The second power reserved by the people is the referen- 
dum, and it may be ordered on any act, bill, law or any part thereof passed 
by the legislature, except such laws as may be necessary for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, health or safety, support of the state govern- 
ment and its existing public institutions, either by petition signed by the re- 
quired percentage of the legal voters, or by the legislature as other bills are 
enacted. Six per centum, but in no case more than thirty thousand, of the le- 
gal voters shall be required to sign and make a valid referendum petition. 
[Note: Signature requirements were superseded by Art. 2 Sec. 1(a), Amend- 
ment 30.] 

(c) No act, law, or bill subject to referendum shall take effect until ninety 

-days after the adjournment of the session at which it was enacted. No act, 
law, or bill approved by a majority of the electors voting thereon shall be 
amended or repealed by the legislature within a period of two years follow- 
ing such enactment. But such enactment may be amended or repealed at any 
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general regular or special election by direct vote of the people thereon. 
[Note: Subsection (c) was expressly superseded by Art. 2 Sec. 41, Amend- 
ment 26. ] 

(d) The filing of a referendum petition against one or more items, sections 
or parts of any act, law or bill shall not delay the remainder of the measure 
from becoming operative. Referendum petitions against measures passed by 
the legislature shall be filed with the secretary of state not later than ninety 
days after the final adjournment of the session of the legislature which 
passed the measure on which the referendum is demanded. The veto power 
of the governor shall not extend to measures initiated by or referred to the 
people. All elections on measures referred to the people of the state shall be 
had at the biennial regular elections, except when the legislature shall order 
a special election. Any measure initiated by the people or referred to the peo- 
ple as herein provided shall take effect and become the law if it is approved 
by a majority of the votes cast thereon: Provided, That the vote cast upon 
such question or measure shall equal one-third of the total votes cast at such 
election and not otherwise. Such measure shall be in operation on and after 
the thirtieth day after the election at which it is approved. The style of all 
bills proposed by initiative petition shall be: “Be it enacted by the people of 
the State of Washington.” This section shall not be construed to deprive any 
member of the legislature of the right to introduce any measure. The whole 
number of electors who voted for governor at the regular gubernatorial elec- 
tion last preceding the filing of any petition for the initiative or for the refer- 
endum shall be the basis on which the number of legal voters necessary to 
sign such petition shall be counted. [Note: Cf. Art. 2 Sec. 1(a), Amendment 
30.] All such petitions shall be filed with the secretary of state, who shall be 
guided by the general laws in submitting the same to the people until addi- 
tional legislation shall especially provide therefor. This section is self-execut- 
ing, but legislation may be enacted especially to facilitate its operation. 

The legislature shall provide methods of publicity of all laws or parts of 
laws, and amendments to the Constitution referred to the people with argu- 
ments for and against the laws and amendments so referred, so that each 
voter of the state shall receive the publication at least fifty days before the 
election at which they are to be voted upon. [Note: This paragraph was ex- 
pressly superseded by subsection (e) of this section, which was added by 
Amendment 36.] 

(e) The legislature shall provide methods of publicity of all laws or parts 
of laws, and amendments to the Constitution referred to the people with argu- 
ments for and against the laws and amendments so referred. The secretary of 
state shall send one copy of the publication to each individual place of resi- 
dence in the state and shall make such additional distribution as he shall de- 
termine necessary to reasonably assure that each voter will have an 
opportunity to study the measures prior to election. These provisions super- 
sede the provisions set forth in the last paragraph of section 1 of this article 
as amended by the seventh amendment to the Constitution of this state.

Hereafter, 
the number of valid signatures of legal voters required upon a petition for a 
referendum of an act of the legislature or any part thereof, shall be equal to 
four per centum of the number of voters registered and voting for the office 
of governor at the last preceding regular gubernatorial election. These provi- 
sions supersede the requirements specified in section 1 of this article as 
amended by the seventh amendment to the Constitution of this state.

Section 2. House of representatives and senate. The house of 
representatives shall be composed of not less than sixty-three nor 
more than ninety-nine members.

The first legislature shall 
be composed of seventy members of the house of representatives, 
and thirty-five senators. 


Section 3. The census. [Repealed by Amendment 74, 1983

Original text - Art. 2 Section 3. The census - The legislature shall pro- 
vide by law for an enumeration of the inhabitants of the state in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-five and every ten years thereafter; and 
at the first session after such enumeration, and also after each enumeration 
made by the authority of the United States, the legislature shall apportion 
and district anew the members of the senate and house of representatives, ac- 
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cording to the number of inhabitants, excluding Indians not taxed, soldiers, 
sailors and officers of the United States army and navy in active service. 


Section 4. Election of representatives and term of office. 
Members of the house of representatives shall be elected in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-nine at the time and in the man- 
ner provided by this Constitution, and shall hold their offices for 
the term of one year and until their successors shall be elected. 


The next election of the 
members of the house of representatives after the adoption of this 
Constitution shall be on the first Tuesday after the first Monday of 
November, eighteen hundred and ninety, and thereafter, members 
of the house of representatives shall be elected biennially and their 
term of office shall be two years; and each election shall be on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, unless otherwise 
changed by law. 


Section 6. Election and term of office of senators. After the 
first election the senators shall be elected by single districts of con- 
venient and contiguous territory, at the same time and in the same 
manner as members of the house of representatives are required to 
be elected; and no representative district shall be divided in the for- 
mation of a senatorial district. They shall be elected for the term of 
four years, one-half of their number retiring every two years. The 
senatorial districts shall be numbered consecutively, and the sena- 
tors chosen at the first election had by virtue of this Constitution, 
in odd numbered districts, shall go out of office at the end of the 
first year; and the senators, elected in the even numbered districts, 
shall go out of office at the end of the third year. 


Section 7. Qualifications of legislators. No person shall be eli- 
gible to the legislature who shall not be a citizen of the United 
States and a qualified voter in the district for which he is chosen. 


Section 8. Judges of their own election and qualification - 
Quorum. Each house shall be the judge of the election, returns 
and qualifications of its own members, and a majority of each 
house shall constitute a quorum to do business; but a smaller 
number may adjourn from day to day and may compel the atten- 
dance of absent members, in such manner and under such penalties 
as each house may provide.

Section 9. Rules of procedure. Each house may determine the 
rules of its own proceedings, punish for contempt and disorderly 
behavior, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers elected, expel a member, but no member shall be expelled a 
second time for the same offense. 


Section 10. Election of officers. Each house shall elect its own 
officers; and when the lieutenant governor shall not attend as presi- 
dent, or shall act as governor, the senate shall choose a temporary 
president. When presiding, the lieutenant governor shall have the 
deciding vote in case of an equal division of the senate. 


Section 11. Journal, publicity of meetings - Adjournments. 
Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings and publish the 
same, except such parts as require secrecy. The doors of each 
house shall be kept open, except when the public welfare shall re- 
quire secrecy. Neither house shall adjourn for more than three 
days, nor to any place other than that in which they may be sitting, 
without the consent of the other. 


Section 12. Sessions, when - Duration. (1) Regular Sessions. 
A regular session of the legislature shall be convened each year. 
Regular sessions shall convene on such day and at such time as the 
legislature shall determine by statute. During each odd-numbered 
year, the regular session shall not be more than one hundred five 
consecutive days. During each even-numbered year, the regular ses- 
sion shall not be more than sixty consecutive days. 

(2) Special Legislative Sessions. Special legislative sessions 
may be convened for a period of not more than thirty consecutive 
days by proclamation of the governor pursuant to Article III, sec- 
tion 7 of this Constitution. Special legislative sessions may also be 
convened for a period of not more than thirty consecutive days by 
resolution of the legislature upon the affirmative vote in each house 
of two-thirds of the members elected or appointed thereto, which 
vote may be taken and resolution executed either while the legisla- 
ture is in session or during any interim between sessions in accord- 
ance with such procedures as the legislature may provide by law or 
resolution. The resolution convening the legislature shall specify a 
purpose or purposes for the convening of a special session, and any 
special session convened by the resolution shall consider only 
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measures germane to the purpose or purposes expressed in the reso- 
lution, unless by resolution adopted during the session upon the af- 
firmative vote in each house of two-thirds of the members elected 
or appointed thereto, an additional purpose or purposes are ex- 
pressed. The specification of purpose by the governor pursuant to 
Article III, section 7 of this Constitution shall be considered by the 
legislature but shall not be mandatory. 

(3) Committees of the Legislature. Standing and special commit- 
tees of the legislature shall meet and conduct official business pur- 
suant to such rules as the legislature may adopt. [Amendment 68, 
1979 Substitute Senate Joint Resolution No. 110, p 2286.

(d) Refunds authorized by law for taxes paid on motor vehicle 
fuels; 

(e) The cost of collection of any revenues described in this sec- 
tion: 

Provided, That this section shall not be construed to include 
revenue from general or special taxes or excises not levied primar- 
ily for highway purposes, or apply to vehicle operator’s license 
fees or any excise tax imposed on motor vehicles or the use thereof 
in lieu of a property tax thereon, or fees for certificates of owner- 
ship of motor vehicles.

Section 41. Laws, effective date, initiative, referendum - 
Amendment or repeal. No act, law, or bill subject to referendum 
shall take effect until ninety days after the adjournment of the ses- 
sion at which it was enacted. No act, law or bill approved by a ma- 
jority of the electors voting thereon shall be amended or repealed 
by the legislature within a period of two years following such en-

Section 42. Governmental continuity during emergency pe- 
riods. The legislature, in order to insure continuity of state and lo- 
cal governmental operations in periods of emergency resulting 
from enemy attack, shall have the power and the duty, immediately 
upon and after adoption of this amendment, to enact legislation pro- 
viding for prompt and temporary succession to the powers and du- 
ties of public offices of whatever nature and whether filled by 
election or appointment, the incumbents and legal successors of 
which may become unavailable for carrying on the powers and du- 
ties of such offices; the legislature shall likewise enact such other 
measures as may be necessary and proper for insuring the continu- 
ity of governmental operations during such emergencies. Legisla- 
tion enacted under the powers conferred by this amendment shall 
in all respects conform to the remainder of the Constitution: Pro- 
vided, That if, in the judgment of the legislature at the time of dis- 
aster, conformance to the provisions of the Constitution would be 
impracticable or would admit of undue delay, such legislation may 
depart during the period of emergency caused by enemy attack 
only, from the following sections of the Constitution: 

Article 14, Sections 1 and 2, Seat of Government; 

Article 2, Sections 8, 15 (Amendments 13 and 32), and 22, 
Membership, Quorum of Legislature and Passage of Bills; 

Article 3, Section 10 (Amendment 6), Succession to Governor- 
ship: Provided, That the legislature shall not depart from Section 
10, Article III, as amended by Amendment 6, of the state Constitu- 
tion relating to the Governor’s office so long as any successor 
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therein named is available and capable of assuming the powers and 
duties of such office as therein prescribed;

Section 43. Redistricting. (1) In January of each year ending 
in One, a commission shall be established to provide for the redis- 
tricting of state legislative and congressional districts. 

(2) The commission shall be composed of five members to be se- 
lected as follows: The legislative leader of the two largest political 
parties in each house of the legislature shall appoint one voting - 
member to the commission by January 15th of each year ending in 
one. By January 31st of each year ending in one, the four ap- 
pointed members, by an affirmative vote of at least three, shall ap- 
point the remaining member. The fifth member of the commission, 
who shall be nonvoting, shall act as its chairperson. If any appoint- 
ing authority fails to make the required appointment by the date es- 
tablished by this subsection, within five days after that date the 
supreme court shall make the required appointment. 

(3) No elected official and no person elected to legislative dis- 
trict, county, or state political party office may serve on the com- 
mission. A commission member shall not have been an elected 
official and shall not have been an elected legislative district, 
county, or state political party officer within two years of his or her 
appointment to the commission. The provisions of this subsection 
do not apply to the office of precinct committee person. 

(4) The legislature shall enact laws providing for the implemen- 
tation of this section, to include additional qualifications for com- 
missioners and additional standards to govern the commission. The 
legislature shall appropriate funds to enable the commission to 
carry out its duties. 

(5) Each district shall contain a population, excluding nonresi- 

dent military personnel, as nearly equal as practicable to the popu- 
lation of any other district. To the extent reasonable, each district 
shall contain contiguous territory, shall be compact and convenient, 
and shall be separated from adjoining districts by natural geo- 
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graphic barriers, artificial barriers, or political subdivision bounda- 
ries. The commission’s plan shall not provide for a number of legis- 
lative districts different than that established by the legislature. The 
commission’s plan shall not be drawn purposely to favor or dis- 
criminate against any political party or group. 

(6) The commission shall complete redistricting as soon as pos- 
sible following the federal decennial census, but no later than Janu- 
ary Ist of each year ending in two. At least three of the voting 
members shall approve such a redistricting plan. If three of the vot- 
ing members of the commission fail to approve a plan within the 
time limitations provided in this subsection, the supreme court 
shall adopt a plan by April 30th of the year ending in two in confor- 
mance with the standards set forth in subsection (5) of this section. 

(7) The legislature may amend the redistricting plan but must do 
so by atwo-thirds vote of the legislators elected or appointed to 
each house of the legislature. Any amendment must have passed 
both houses by the end of the thirtieth day of the first session con- 
vened after the commission has submitted its plan to the legisla- 
ture. After that day, the plan, with any legislative amendments, 
constitutes the state districting law. 

(8) The legislature shall enact laws providing for the reconven- 
ing of a commission for the purpose of modifying a districting law 
adopted under this section. Such reconvening requires a two-thirds 
vote of the legislators elected or appointed to each house of the leg- 
islature. The commission shall conform to the standards prescribed 
under subsection (5) of this section and any other standards or pro- 
cedures that the legislature may provide by law. At least three of 
the voting members shall approve such a modification. Any modifi- 
cation adopted by the commission may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the legislators elected and appointed to each house of 
the legislature. The state districting law shall include the modifica- 
tions with amendments, if any. 

(9) The legislature shall prescribe by law the terms of commis- 
sion members and the method of filling vacancies on the commis- 
sion. 

(10) The supreme court has original jurisdiction to hear and de- 
cide all cases involving congressional and legislative redistricting. 

(11) Legislative and congressional districts may not be changed 
or established except pursuant to this section. A districting plan 
and any legislative amendments to the plan are not subject to Arti- 
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cle III, section 12 of this Constitution. [Amendment 74, 1983 Sub- 
stitute Senate Joint Resolution No. 103, p 2202.

Article III 
The Executive 


Section 1. Executive department. The executive department 
shall consist of a governor, lieutenant governor, secretary of state, 
treasurer, auditor, attorney general, superintendent of public in- 
struction, and a commissioner of public lands, who shall be sever- 
ally chosen by the qualified electors of the state at the same time 
and place of voting as for the members of the legislature. 


Section 2. Governor, term of office. The supreme executive . 
power of this state shall be vested in a governor, who shall hold his 
office for a term of four years, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 


Section 3. Other executive officers, terms of office. The lieu- 
tenant governor, secretary of state, treasurer, auditor, attorney gen- 
eral, superintendent of public instruction, and commissioner of 
public lands, shall hold their offices for four years respectively, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Section 4. Returns of elections, canvass, etc. The returns of 
every election for the officers named in the first section of this arti- 
cle shall be sealed up and transmitted to the seat of government by 
the returning officers, directed to the secretary of state, who shall 
deliver the same to the speaker of the house of representatives at 
the first meeting of the house thereafter, who shall open, publish 
and declare the result thereof in the presence of a majority of the 
members of both houses. The person having the highest number of 
votes shall be declared duly elected, and a certificate thereof shall 
be given to such person, signed by the presiding officers of both 
houses; but if any two or more shall be highest and equal in votes 
for the same office, one of them shall be chosen by the joint vote 
of both houses. Contested elections for such officers shall be de- 
cided by the legislature in such manner as shall be determined by 
law. The terms of all officers named in section one of this article 
shall commence on the second Monday in January after their elec- 
tion until otherwise provided by law. 
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Section 5. General duties of governor. The governor may re- 
quire information in writing from the officers of the state upon any 
subject relating to the duties of their respective offices, and shall 
see that the laws are faithfully executed. 


Section 6. Messages. He shall communicate at every session 
by message to the legislature the condition of the affairs of the 
state, and recommend such measures as he shall deem expedient 
for their action. 


Section 7. Extra legislative sessions. He may, on extraordi- 
nary occasions, convene the legislature by proclamation, in which 
shall be stated the purposes for which the legislature is convened. 

Extraordinary sessions to reconsider vetoes: Art. 3 Section 12. 


Section 8. Commander-in-chief. He shall be commander-in- 
chief of the military in the state except when they shall be called 
into the service of the United States. 


Section 9. Pardoning power. The pardoning power shall be 
vested in the governor under such regulations and restrictions as 
may be prescribed by law. 


Section 10. Vacancy in office of governor. In case of the re- 
moval, resignation, death or disability of the governor, the duties of 
the office shall devolve upon the lieutenant governor; and in case 
of a vacancy in both the offices of governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor, the duties of the governor shall devolve upon the secretary of 
state. In addition to the line of succession to the office and duties 
of governor as hereinabove indicated, if the necessity shall arise, in 
order to fill the vacancy in the office of governor, the following 
state officers shall succeed to the duties of governor and in the or- 
der named, viz.: Treasurer, auditor, attorney general, superinten- 
dent of public instruction and commissioner of public lands. In 
case of the death, disability, failure or refusal of the person regu- 
larly elected to the office of governor to qualify at the time pro- 
vided by law, the duties of the office shall devolve upon the person 
regularly elected to and qualified for the office of lieutenant gover- 
nor, who shall act as governor until the disability be removed, or a 
governor be elected; and in case of the death, disability, failure or 
refusal of both the governor and the lieutenant governor elect to 
qualify, the duties of the governor shall devolve upon the secretary 
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of state; and in addition to the line of succession to the office and 
duties of governor as hereinabove indicated, if there shall be the 
failure or refusal of any officer named above to qualify, and if the 
necessity shall arise by reason thereof, then in that event in order to 
fill the vacancy in the office of governor, the following state offi- 
cers shall succeed to the duties of governor in the order named, 
viz: Treasurer, auditor, attorney general, superintendent of public 
instruction and commissioner of public lands. Any person succeed- 
ing to the office of governor as in this section provided, shall per- 
form the duties of such office only until the disability be removed, 
or a governor be elected and qualified; and if a vacancy occur more 
than thirty days before the next general election occurring within 
two years after the commencement of the term, a person shall be 
elected at such election to fill the office of governor for the remain- 
der of the unexpired term. [Amendment 6, 1909 p 642 Section 1.

Section 11. Remission of fines and forfeitures. The governor 
shall have power to remit fines and forfeitures, under such regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by law, and shall report to the legisla- 
ture at its next meeting each case of reprieve, commutation or 
pardon granted, and the reasons for granting the same, and also the 
names of all persons in whose favor remission of fines and forfei- 
tures shall have been made, and the several amounts remitted and 
the reasons for the remission. 


Section 12. Veto powers. Every act which shall have passed 
the legislature shall be, before it becomes a law, presented to the 
governor. If he approves, he shall sign it; but if not, he shall return 
it, with his objections, to that house in which it shall have origi- 
nated, which house shall enter the objections at large upon the jour- 
nal and proceed to reconsider. If, after such reconsideration, 
two-thirds of the members present shall agree to pass the bill it 
shall be sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by 
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which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two- 
thirds of the members present, it shall become a law; but in all 
such cases the vote of both houses shall be determined by the yeas 
and nays, and the names of the members voting for or against the 
bill shall be entered upon the joumal of each house respectively. If 
any bill shall not be returned by the governor within five days, Sun- 
days excepted, after it shall be presented to him, it shall become a 
law without his signature, unless the general adjournment shall pre- 
vent its return, in which case it shall become a law unless the gov- 
emor, within twenty days next after the adjournment, Sundays 
excepted, shall file such bill with his objections thereto, in the of-

tion, solely to reconsider any bills vetoed. If any bill presented to 
the governor contain several sections or appropriation items, he 
may object to one or more sections or appropriation items while ap- 
proving other portions of the bill: Provided, That he may not object 
to less than an entire section, except that if the section contain one 
or more appropriation items he may object to any such appropria- 
tion item or items. In case of objection he shall append to the bill, 
at the time of signing it, a statement of the section or sections, ap- 
propriation item or items to which he objects and the reasons there- 
for; and the section or sections, appropriation item or items so 
objected to shall not take effect unless passed over the governor’s 
objection, as hereinbefore provided.

by two-thirds of the members present, it shall become a law; but in all cases 
the vote of both houses shall be determined by the yeas and nays, and the 
names of the members voting for or against the bill shall be entered upon the 
journal of each house respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by the 
governor within five days, Sundays excepted, after it shall be presented to 
him, it shall become a law without his signature, unless the general adjourn- 
ment shall prevent its return, in which case it shall become a law unless the 
governor, within ten days next after the adjournment, Sundays excepted, 

shall file such bill with his objections thereto, in the office of secretary of 
state, who shalllay the same before the legislature at its next session in like 
manner as if it had been returned by the governor. If any bill presented to the 
governor contain several sections or items, he may object to one or more sec- 
tions or items while approving other portions of the bill. In such case he 
shall append to the bill, at the time of signing it, a statement of the section, 
or sections; item or items to which he objects and the reasons therefor, and 
the section or sections, item or items so objected to, shall not take effect un- 
less passed over the governor’s objection, as hereinbefore provided. 


Veto power does not extend to initiated or referred measures: Art. 2 Sec- 
tion 1(d). 


Section 13. Vacancy in appointive office. When, during a re- 
cess of the legislature, a vacancy shall happen in any office, the ap- 
pointment to which is vested in the legislature, or when at any time 
a vacancy shall have occurred in any other state office, for the fill- 
ing of which vacancy no provision is made elsewhere in this Con- 
stitution, the governor shall fill such vacancy by appointment, 
which shall expire when a successor shall have been elected and 
qualified.

Section 14. Salary. The governor shall receive an annual salary 
of four thousand dollars, which may be increased by law, but shall 
never exceed six thousand dollars per annum.

Section 15. Commissions, how issued. All commissions shall 
issue in the name of the state, shall be signed by the governor, 
sealed with the seal of the state, and attested by the secretary of 
state. 
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Section 16. Lieutenant governor, duties and salary. The lieu- 
tenant governor shall be presiding officer of the state senate, and 
shall discharge such other duties as may be prescribed by law. He 
shall receive an annual salary of one thousand dollars, which may 
be increased by the legislature, but shall never exceed three thou- 
sand dollars per annum.

Section 17. Secretary of state, duties and salary. The secre- 
tary of state shall keep a record of the official acts of the legisla- 
ture, and executive department of the state, and shall, when 
required, lay the same, and all matters relative thereto, before 
either branch of the legislature, and shall perform such other duties 
as shall be assigned him by law. He shall receive an annual salary 
of twenty-five hundred dollars, which may be increased by the leg- 
islature, but shall never exceed three thousand dollars per annum.

The Judiciary

Garfield and Asotin; one judge for the counties of Kittitas, Yakima 
and Klickitat; one judge for the counties of Clarke, Skamania, Pa- 
cific, Cowlitz and Wahkiakum; one judge for the counties of Thur- 
ston, Chehalis, Mason and Lewis; one judge for the county of 
Pierce; one judge for the county of King; one judge for the coun- 
ties of Jefferson, Island, Kitsap, San Juan and Clallam; and one 
Judge for the counties of Whatcom, Skagit and Snohomish. In any 
county where there shall be more than one superior judge, there 
may be as many sessions of the superior court at the same time as 
there are judges thereof, and whenever the governor shall direct a 
superior judge to hold court in any county other than that for which 
he has been elected, there may be as many sessions of the superior 
court in said county at the same time as there are judges therein or 
assigned to duty therein by the governor, and the business of the

best promote and secure the convenient and expeditious transaction 
thereof.

The judges of the supreme 
court and the judges of the superior court shall be ineligible to any 
other office or public employment than a judicial office, or employ- 
ment, during the term for which they shall have been elected. 


Section 16. Charging juries. Judges shall not charge juries 
with respect to matters of fact, nor comment thereon, but shall de- 
clare the law. 


Section 17. Eligibility of judges. No person shall be eligible to 
the office of judge of the supreme court, or judge of a superior 
court, unless he shall have been admitted to practice in the courts 
of record of this state, or of the Territory of Washington. 


Section 18. Supreme court reporter. The judges of the su- 
preme court shall appoint a reporter for the decisions of that court, 
who shall be removable at their pleasure. He shall receive such an- 
nual salary as shall be prescribed by law. 


Section 19. Judges may not practice law. No judge of a court 
of record shall practice law in any court of this state during his con- 
tinuance in office. 


Section 20. Decisions, when to be made. Every cause submit- 
ted to a judge of a superior court for his decision shall be decided 
by him within ninety days from the submission thereof; Provided, 
That if within said period of ninety days a rehearing shall have 
been ordered, then the period within which he is to decide shall 
commence at the time the cause is submitted upon such a hearing. 


Section 21. Publication of opinions. The legislature shall pro- 
vide for the speedy publication of opinions of the supreme court, 
and all opinions shall be free for publication by any person. 


Section 22. Clerk of the supreme court. The judges of the su- 
preme court shall appoint a clerk of that court who shall be remov- 
able at their pleasure, but the legislature may provide for the 
election of the clerk of the supreme court, and prescribe the term 
of his office. The clerk of the supreme court shall receive such com- 
pensation by salary only as shall be provided by law. 
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Section 23. Court commissioners. There may be appointed in 
each county, by the judge of the superior court having jurisdiction 
therein, one or more court commissioners, not exceeding three in 
number, who shall have authority to perform like duties as a judge 
of the superior court at chambers, subject to revision by such judge, 
io take depositions and to perform such other business connected 
with the administration of justice as may be prescribed by law. 


Section 24. Rules for superior courts. The judges of the supe- 
rior courts, shall from time to time, establish uniform rules for the 
government of the superior courts. 


Section 25. Reports of superior court judges. Superior 
judges, shall on or before the first day of November in each year, 
report in writing to the judges of the supreme court such defects 
and omissions in the laws as their experience may suggest, and the 
judges of the supreme court shall on or before the first day of Janu- 
ary in each year report in writing to the governor such defects and 
omissions in the laws as they may believe to exist. 


Section 26. Clerk of the superior court. The county clerk 
shall be by virtue of his office, clerk of the superior court. 


Section 27. Style of process. The style of all process shall be, 
“The State of Washington,” and all prosecutions shall be conducted 
in its name and by its authority. 


Section 28. Oath of judges. Every judge of the supreme court, 
and every judge of a superior court shall, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, take and subscribe an oath that he will support 
the Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of the 
State of Washington, and will faithfully and impartially discharge 
the duties of judge to the best of his ability, which oath shall be 
filed in the office of the secretary of state. 


Section 29. Election of superior court judges. Notwithstand- 
ing any provision of this Constitution to the contrary, if, after the 
last day as provided by law for the withdrawal of declarations of 
candidacy has expired, only one candidate has filed for any single 
position of superior court judge in any county containing a popula- 
tion of one hundred thousand or more, no primary or election shall 
be held as to such position, and a certificate of election shall be is- 
sued to such candidate. If, after any contested primary for superior 
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court judge in any county, only one candidate is entitled to have his 
name printed on the general election ballot for any single position, 
no election shall be held as to such position, and a certificate of 
election shall be issued to such candidate: Provided, That in the 
event that there is filed with the county auditor within ten days af- 
ter the date of the primary, a petition indicating that a write in cam- 
paign will be conducted for such single position and signed by one 
hundred registered voters qualified to vote with respect of the of- 
fice, then such single position shall be subject to the general elec- 
tion. Provisions for the contingency of the death or disqualification 
of a sole candidate between the last date for withdrawal and the 
time when the election would be held but for the provisions of this 
section, and such other provisions as may be deemed necessary to 
implement the provisions of this section, may be enacted by the 
legislature. [Amendment 41, 1965 ex.s. Substitute Senate Joint 
Resolution No. 6, p 2815.

Section 30. Court of appeals. (1) Authorization. In addition to 
the courts authorized in section 1 of this article, judicial power is 
vested in a court of appeals, which shall be established by statute. 

(2) Jurisdiction. The jurisdiction of the court of appeals shall be 
as provided by statute or by rules authorized by statute. 

(3) Review of Superior Court. Superior court actions may be re- 
viewed by the court of appeals or by the supreme court as provided 
by statute or by rule authorized by statute. 

(4) Judges. The number, manner of election, compensation, 
terms of office, removal and retirement of judges of the court of ap- 
peals shall be as provided by statute. 

(5) Administration and Procedure. The administration and pro- 
cedures of the court of appeals shall be as provided by rules issued 
by the supreme court. 

(6) Conflicts. The provisions of this section shall supersede any 
conflicting provisions in prior sections of this article. [Amend- 
ment 50, 1967 Senate Joint Resolution No. 6; see 1969 p 2975. Ap- 
proved November 5, 1968.]

Section 31. Commission on judicial conduct. (1) There shall 
be a commission on judicial conduct, existing as an independent 
agency of the judicial branch, and consisting of a judge selected by 
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and from the court of appeals judges, a judge selected.by and from 
the superior court judges, a judge selected by and from the district 
court judges, two persons admitted to the practice of law in this 
state selected by the state bar association, and six persons who are 
not attorneys appointed by the governor. 

(2) Whenever the commission receives a complaint against a judge 
or justice, or otherwise has reason to believe that a judge or justice 
should be admonished, reprimanded, censured, suspended, removed, 
or retired, the commission shall first investigate the complaint or be- 
lief and then conduct initial proceedings for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether probable cause exists for conducting a public hearing or 
hearings to deal with the complaint or belief. The investigation and in- 
itial proceedings shall be confidential. Upon beginning an initial pro- 
ceeding, the commission shall notify the judge or justice of the 
existence of and basis for the initial proceeding. 

(3) Whenever the commission concludes, based on an initial pro- 
ceeding, that there is probable cause to believe that a judge or jus- 
tice has violated a rule of judicial conduct or that the judge or 
justice suffers from a disability which is permanent or likely to be- 
come permanent and which seriously interferes with the perform- 
ance of judicial duties, the commission shall conduct a public 
hearing or hearings and shall make public all those records of the 
initial proceeding that provide the basis for its conclusion. If the 
commission concludes that there is not probable cause, it shall no- 
tify the judge or justice of its conclusion. 

(4) Upon the completion of the hearing or hearings, the commis- 
sion in open session shall either dismiss the case, or shall admon- 
ish, reprimand, or censure the judge or justice, or shall censure the 
judge or justice and recommend to the supreme court the suspen- 
sion or removal of the judge or justice, or shall recommend to the 
supreme court the retirement of the judge or justice. The commis- 
sion may not recommend suspension or removal unless it censures 
the judge or justice for the violation serving as the basis for the rec- 
ommendation. The commission may recommend retirement of a 
judge or justice for a disability which is permanent or likely to be- 
come permanent and which seriously interferes with the perform- 
ance of judicial duties. 

(5) Upon the recommendation of the commission, the supreme 
court may suspend, remove, or retire a judge or justice. The office 
of a judge or justice retired or removed by the supreme court be-

comes vacant, and that person is ineligible for judicial office until 
eligibility is reinstated by the supreme court. The salary of a re- 
moved judge or justice shall cease. The supreme court shall specify 
the effect upon salary when it suspends a judge or justice. The su- 
preme court may not suspend, remove, or retire a judge or justice 
until the commission, after notice and hearing, recommends that ac- 
tion be taken, and the supreme court conducts a hearing, after no- 
tice, to review commission proceedings and findings against the 
judge or justice. 

(6) Within thirty days after the commission admonishes, repri- 
mands, or censures a judge or justice, the judge or justice shall 
have a right of appeal de novo to the supreme court. 

(7) Any matter before the commission or supreme court may be 
disposed of by a stipulation entered into in a public proceeding. 
The stipulation shall be signed by the judge or justice and the com- 
mission or court. The stipulation may impose any terms and condi- 
tions deemed appropriate by the commission or court. A stipulation 
shall set forth all material facts relating to the proceeding and the 
conduct of the judge or justice. 

(8) Whenever the commission adopts a recommendation that a 
judge or justice be removed, the judge or justice shall be suspended 
immediately, with salary, from his or her judicial position until a fi- 
nal determination is made by the supreme court. 

(9) The legislature shall provide for commissioners’ terms of of- 
fice and compensation. The commission shall employ one or more 
investigative officers with appropriate professional training and ex- 
perience. The investigative officers of the commission shall report 
directly to the commission. The commission shall also employ 
such administrative or other staff as are necessary to manage the af- 
fairs of the commission. 

(10) The commission shall, to the extent that compliance does 
not conflict with this section, comply with laws of general applica- 
bility to state agencies with respect to rule-making procedures, and 
with respect to public notice of and attendance at commission pro- 
ceedings other than initial proceedings. The commission shall es- 
tablish rules of procedure for commission proceedings including 
due process and confidentiality of proceedings. [Amendment 85, 
1989 Substitute Senate Joint Resolution No. 8202, p 3000.

Article V 
Impeachment 


Section 1. Impeachment - Power of and procedure. The 
house of representatives shall have the sole power of impeachment. 
The concurrence of a majority of all the members shall be neces- 
sary to an impeachment. All impeachments shall be tried by the 
senate, and, when sitting for that purpose, the senators shall be 
upon oath or affirmation to do justice according to law and evi- 
dence. When the governor or lieutenant governor is on trial, the 
chief justice of the supreme court shall preside. No person shall be 
convicted without a concurrence of two-thirds of the senators 
elected. 


Section 2. Officers liable to. The governor and other state and 
judicial officers, except judges and justices of courts not of record, 
shall be liable to impeachment for high crimes or misdemeanors, 
or malfeasance in office, but judgment in such cases shall extend 
only to removal from office and disqualification to hold any office 
of honor, trust or profit, in the state. The party, whether convicted 
or acquitted, shall, nevertheless, be liable to prosecution, trial, judg- 
ment and punishment according to law. 
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Section 3. Removal from office. All officers not liable to im- 
peachment shall be subject to removal for misconduct or malfea- 
sance in office, in such manner as may be provided by law. 


Article VI 
Elections and Elective Rights 


Section 1. Qualifications of electors. All persons of the age of 
eighteen years or over who are citizens of the United States and 
who have lived in the state, county, and precinct thirty days imme- 
diately preceding the election at which they offer to vote, except 
those disqualified by Article VI, section 3 of this Constitution, 
shall be entitled to vote at all elections. [Amendment 63, 1974

1974.]

All persons convicted of infa- 
mous crime unless restored to their civil rights and all persons 
while they are judicially declared mentally incompetent are ex- 
cluded from the elective franchise. [Amendment 83, 1988 House 
Joint Resolution No. 4231, p 1553.

Original text - Art. 6 Section 3. Who disqualified - All idiots, insane 
persons, and persons convicted of infamous crime unless restored to their 
civil rights are excluded from the elective franchise. 


Section 4. Residence, contingencies affecting. For the pur- 
pose of voting and eligibility to office no person shall be deemed 
to have gained a residence by reason of his presence or lost it by 
reason of his absence, while in the civil or military service of the 
state or of the United States, nor while a student at any institution 
of learning, nor while kept at public expense at any poor-house or 
other asylum, nor while confined in public prison, nor while en- 
gaged in the navigation of the waters of this state or of the United 
States, or of the high seas. 


Section 5. Voter - When privileged from arrest. Voters shall 
in all cases except treason, felony, and breach of the peace be privi- 
leged from arrest during their attendance at elections and in going 
to, and returning therefrom. No elector shall be required to do mili- 
tary duty on the day of any election except in time of war or public 
danger. 


Section 6. Ballot. All elections shall be by ballot. The legisla- 
ture shall provide for such method of voting as will secure to every 
elector absolute secrecy in preparing and depositing his ballot. 


Section 7. Registration. The legislature shall enact a registra- 
tion law, and shall require a compliance with such law before any 
elector shall be allowed to vote; Provided, that this provision is not 
compulsory upon the legislature except as to cities and towns hav- 
ing a population of over five hundred inhabitants. In all other cases 
the legislature may or may not require registration as a pre-requisi- 
te to the right to vote, and the same system of registration need not 
be adopted for both classes. 


Section 8. Elections, time of holding. The first election of 
county and district officers not otherwise provided for in this Con- 
stitution shall be on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in No-

All taxes shall be uniform 
upon the same class of property within the territorial limits of the 
authority levying the tax and shall be levied and collected for pub- 
lic purposes only. The word “property” as used herein shall mean 
and include everything, whether tangible or intangible, subject to 
ownership. All real estate shall constitute one class: Provided, That 
the legislature may tax mines and mineral resources and lands de- 
voted to reforestation by either a yield tax or an ad valorem tax at 
such rate as it may fix, or by both. Such property as the legislature 
may by general laws provide shall be exempt from taxation. Prop- 
erty of the United States and of the state, counties, school districts 
and other municipal corporations, and credits secured by property 
actually taxed in this state, not exceeding in value the value of such 
property, shall be exempt from taxation. The legislature shall have 
power, by appropriate legislation, to exempt personal property to 
the amount of three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars for each head of a 
family liable to assessment and taxation under the provisions of the 
laws of this state of which the individual is the actual bona fide 
owner. [Amendment 81, 1988 House Joint Resolution No. 4222, 

p 1551. Approved November 8, 1988.]

And for the purpose of paying the state debt, if 
there be any, the legislature shall provide for levying a tax annually, suffi- 
cient to pay the annual interest and principal of such debt within twenty 
years from the final passage of the law creating the debt.

Provided, that a deduction of debts from credits may be authorized: Pro-

erty as the legislature may by general laws provide, shall be exempt from 
taxation. 


Original text - Art. 7 Section 3. Assessment of corporate property - 
The legislature shall provide by general law for the assessing and levying of 
taxes on all corporation property as near as may be by the same methods as 
are provided for the assessing and levying of taxes on individual property.

Section 5. Taxes, how levied. No tax shall be levied except in 
pursuance of law; and every law imposing a tax shall state dis- 
tinctly the object of the same to which only it shall be applied. 


Section 6. Taxes, how paid. All taxes levied and collected for 
state purposes shall be paid in money only into the state treasury. 


Section 7. Annual statement. An accurate statement of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the public moneys shall be published an- 
nually in such manner as the legislature may provide. 


Section 8. Tax to cover deficiencies. Whenever the expenses 
of any fiscal year shall exceed the income, the legislature may pro- 
vide for levying a tax for the ensuing fiscal year, sufficient, with 
other sources of income, to pay the deficiency, as well as the esti- 
mated expenses of the ensuing fiscal year. 


Section 9. Special assessments or taxation for local improve- 
ments. The legislature may vest the corporate authorities of cities, 
towns and villages with power to make local improvements by spe- 
cial assessment, or by special taxation of property benefited. For 
all corporate purposes, all municipal corporations may be vested 
with authority to assess and collect taxes and such taxes shall be 
uniform in respect to persons and property within the jurisdiction 
of the body levying the same. 


Section 10. Retired persons property tax exemption. Not-

Article VIII 
State, County, and Municipal Indebtedness 


Section 1. State debt. (a) The state may contract debt, the prin- 
cipal of which shall be paid and discharged within thirty years 
from the time of contracting thereof, in the manner set forth herein. 

(b) The aggregate debt contracted by the state shall not exceed 
that amount for which payments of principal and interest in any fis- 
cal year would require the state to expend more than nine percent 
of the arithmetic mean of its general state revenues for the three im- 
mediately preceding fiscal years as certified by the treasurer. The 
term “fiscal year” means that period of time commencing July 1 of 
any year and ending on June 30 of the following year. 

(c) The term “general state revenues” when used in this section, 
shall include all state money received in the treasury from each and 
every source whatsoever except: (1) Fees and revenues derived 
from the ownership or operation of any undertaking, facility, or pro- 
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ject; (2) Moneys received as gifts, grants, donations, aid, or assis- 
tance or otherwise from the United States or any department, bu- 
reau, or corporation thereof, or any person, firm, or corporation, 
public or private, when the terms and conditions of such gift, grant, 
donation, aid, or assistance require the application and disburse- 
ment of such moneys otherwise than for the general purposes of 
the state of Washington; (3) Moneys to be paid into and received 
from retirement system funds, and performance bonds and depos- 
its; (4) Moneys to be paid into and received from trust funds includ- 
ing but not limited to moneys received from taxes levied for 
specific purposes and the several permanent and irreducible funds 
of the state and the moneys derived therefrom but excluding bond 
redemption funds; (5) Proceeds received from the sale of bonds or 
other evidences of indebtedness. 

(d) In computing the amount required for payment of principal 
and interest on outstanding debt under this section, debt shall be 
construed to mean borrowed money represented by bonds, notes, 
or other evidences of indebtedness which are secured by the full 
faith and credit of the state or are required to be repaid, directly or 
indirectly, from general state revenues and which are incurred by 
the state, any department, authority, public corporation, or quasi 
public corporation of the state, any state university or college, or 
any other public agency created by the state but not by counties, cit- 
ies, towns, school districts, or other municipal corporations, but 
shall not include obligations for the payment of current expenses 
of state government, nor shall it include debt hereafter incurred pur- 
suant to section 3 of this article, obligations guaranteed as provided 
for in subsection (f) of this section, principal of bond anticipation 
notes or obligations issued to fund or refund the indebtedness of 
the Washington state building authority. 

(e) The state may, without limitation, fund or refund, at or prior 
to maturity, the whole or any part of any existing debt or of any 
debt hereafter contracted pursuant to section 1, section 2, or sec- 
tion 3 of this article, including any premium payable with respect 
thereto and interest thereon, or fund or refund, at or prior to matur- 
ity, the whole or any part of any indebtedness incurred or author- 
ized prior to the effective date of this amendment by any entity of 
the type described in subsection (g) of this section, including any 
premium payable with respect thereto and any interest thereon. 
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Such funding or refunding shall not be deemed to be contracting 
debt by the state. 

(f) Notwithstanding the limitation contained in subsection (b) of 
this section, the state may pledge its full faith, credit, and taxing 
power to guarantee the payment of any obligation payable from 
revenues received from any of the following sources: (1) Fees col- 
lected by the state as license fees for motor vehicles; (2) Excise 
taxes collected by the state on the sale, distribution or use of motor 
vehicle fuel; and (3) Interest on the permanent common school 
fund: Provided, That the legislature shall, at all times, provide suffi- 
cient revenues from such sources to pay the principal and interest 
due on all obligations for which said source of revenue is pledged. 

(g) No money shall be paid from funds in custody of the treas- 
urer with respect to any debt contracted after the effective date of 
this amendment by the Washington state building authority, the 
capitol committee, or any similar entity existing or operating for 
similar purposes pursuant to which such entity undertakes to fi- 
nance or provide a facility for use or occupancy by the state or any 
agency, department, or instrumentality thereof. 

(h) The legislature shall prescribe all matters relating to the con- 
tracting, funding or refunding of debt pursuant to this section, in- 
cluding: The purposes for which debt may be contracted; by a 
favorable vote of three-fifths of the members elected to each house, 
the amount of debt which may be contracted for any class of such 
purposes; the kinds of notes, bonds, or other evidences of debt 
which may be issued by the state; and the manner by which the 
treasurer shall determine and advise the legislature, any appropri- 
ate agency, officer, or instrumentality of the state as to the available 
debt capacity within the limitation set forth in this section. The leg- 
islature may delegate to any state officer, agency, or instrumental- 
ity any of its powers relating to the contracting, funding or 
refunding of debt pursuant to this section except its power to deter- 
mine the amount and purposes for which debt may be contracted. 

(i) The full faith, credit, and taxing power of the state of Wash- 
ington are pledged to the payment of the debt created on behalf of 
the state pursuant to this section and the legislature shall provide 
by appropriation for the payment of the interest upon and install- 
ments of principal of all such debt as the same falls due, but in any 
event, any court of record may compel such payment. 
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Q) Notwithstanding the limitations contained in subsection (b) of 
this section, the state may issue certificates of indebtedness in such 
sum or sums as may be necessary to meet temporary deficiencies of 
the treasury, to preserve the best interests of the state in the conduct 
of the various state institutions, departments, bureaus, and agencies 
during each fiscal year; such certificates may be issued only to pro- 
vide for appropriations already made by the legislature and such cer- 
tificates must be retired and the debt discharged other than by 
refunding within twelve months after the date of incurrence. 

(K) Bonds, notes, or other obligations issued and sold by the 
state of Washington pursuant to and in conformity with this article 
shall not be invalid for any irregularity or defect in the proceedings 
of the issuance or sale thereof and shall be incontestable in the 
hands of a bona fide purchaser or holder thereof.

Section 3. Special indebtedness, how authorized. Except the 
debt specified in sections one and two of this article, no debts shall 
hereafter be contracted by, or on behalf of this state, unless such 
debt shall be authorized by law for some single work or object to 
be distinctly specified therein. No such law shall take effect until it 
shall, at a general election, or a special election called for that 
purpose, have been submitted to the people and have received a 
majority of all the votes cast for and against it at such election.

of loans, for the payment of the interest on such debt as it falls due, and also 
to pay and discharge the principal of such debt within twenty years from the 
time of the contracting thereof.

pay and discharge the principal of such debt within twenty years from the 
time of the contracting thereof. No such law shall take effect until it shall, at 
a general election, have been submitted to the people and have received a 
majority of all the votes cast for and against it at such election, and all mon- 
eys raised by authority of such law shall be applied only to the specific ob- 
ject therein stated, or to the payment of the debt thereby created, and such 
law shall be published in at least one newspaper in each county, if one be 
published therein, throughout the state, for three months next preceding the 
election at which it is submitted to the people. 


Section 4. Moneys disbursed only by appropriations. No 
moneys shall ever be paid out of the treasury of this state, or any of 
its funds, or any of the funds under its management, except in pur- 
suance of an appropriation by law; nor unless such payment be 
made within one calendar month after the end of the next ensuing 
fiscal biennium, and every such law making a new appropriation, 
or continuing or reviving an appropriation, shall distinctly specify 
the sum appropriated, and the object to which it is to be applied, 
and it shall not be sufficient for such law to refer to any other law

centum on the value of the taxable property therein, to be ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for state and county purposes pre- 
vious to the incurring of such indebtedness, except that in 
incorporated cities the assessment shall be taken from the last as- 
sessment for city purposes: Provided, That no part of the indebted- 
ness allowed in this section shall be incurred for any purpose other 
than strictly county, city, town, school district, or other municipal 
purposes: Provided further, That (a) any city or town, with such as-

Limitations upon municipal indebted- 
ness - No county, city, town, school district or other municipal corporation, 
shall for any purpose become indebted in any manner to anamount exceed- 
ing one and one-half percentum of the taxable property in such county, city, 
town, school district or other municipal corporation, without the assent of 
three-fifths of the voters therein, voting at an election to be held for that pur- 
pose, nor in cases requiring such assent shall the total indebtedness at any 
time exceed five per centum on the value of the taxable property therein, to 
be ascertained by the last assessment for state, and county purposes pre- 
vious to the incurring of such indebtedness; except that in incorporated cit- 
ies the assessment shall be taken from the last assessment for city purposes; 
Provided, That no part of the indebtedness allowed in this section, shall be 
incurred for any purpose other than strictly county, city, town, school dis- 
trict, or other municipal purposes. Provided further; that any city or town, 
with such assent may be allowed to become indebted to a larger amount but 
not exceeding five per centum additional for supplying such city or town 
with water, artificial light, and sewers, when the works for supplying such 
water, light, and sewers shall be owned and controlled by the municipality. 


Section 7. Credit not to be loaned. No county, city, town or

owner of any stock in or bonds of any association, company or cor- 
poration. 


Section 8. Port expenditures - Industrial development - 
Promotion. The use of public funds by port districts in such man- 
ner as may be prescribed by the legislature for industrial develop- 
ment or trade promotion and promotional hosting shall be deemed 
a public use for a public purpose, and shall not be deemed a gift 
within the provisions of section 7 of this Article. [Amendment 45, 
1965 ex.s.

Section 9.' State building authority. The legislature is empow- 
ered notwithstanding any other provision in this Constitution, to 
provide for a state building authority in corporate and politic form 
which may contract with agencies or departments of the state gov- 
ernment to construct upon land owned by the state or its agencies, 
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or to be acquired by the state building authority, buildings and ap- 
purtenant improvements which such state agencies or departments 
are hereby empowered to lease at reasonable rental rates from the 
Washington state building authority for terms up to seventy-five 
years with provisions for eventual vesting of title in the state or its 
agencies. This section shall not be construed as authority to pro- 
vide buildings through lease or otherwise to nongovernmental enti- 
ties.

use public moneys or credit derived from operating revenues from 
the sale of water or energy to assist the owners of structures or 
equipment in financing the acquisition and installation of materials 
and equipment for the conservation or more efficient use of water 
or energy in such structures or equipment. Except as provided in 
section 7 of this Article, an appropriate charge back shall be made 
for such extension of public moneys or credit and the same shall be 
a lien against the structure benefited or a security interest in the 
equipment benefited. Any financing for energy conservation author- 
ized by this article shall only be used for conservation purposes in 
existing structures and shall not be used for any purpose which re- 
sults in a conversion from one energy source to another. [Amend- 
ment 86, 1989 Senate Joint Resolution No. 8210, p 3003.

The use of agricultural commod- 
ity assessments by agricultural commodity commissions in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the legislature for agricultural de- 
velopment or trade promotion and promotional hosting shall be 
deemed a public use for a public purpose, and shall not be deemed 
a gift within the provisions of section 5 of this article.

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Article IX 
Education 


Section 1. Preamble. It is the paramount duty of the state to 
make ample provision for the education of all children residing 
within its borders, without distinction or preference on account of 
race, color, caste, or sex. 


Section 2. Public school system. The legislature shall provide 
for a general and uniform system of public schools. The public 
school system shall include common schools, and such high 
schools, normal schools, and technical schools as may hereafter be 
established. But the entire revenue derived from the common 
school fund and the state tax for common schools shall be exclu- 
sively applied to the support of the common schools. 


Section 3. Funds for support. The principal of the common 
school fund as the sarhe existed on June 30, 1965, shall remain per- 
manent and irreducible. The said fund shall consist of the principal 
amount thereof existing on June 30, 1965, and such additions 
thereto as may be derived after June 30, 1965, from the following 
named sources, to wit: Appropriations and donations by the state to 
this fund; donations and bequests by individuals to the state or pub- 
lic for common schools; the proceeds of lands and other property 
which revert to the state by escheat and forfeiture; the proceeds of 
all property granted to the state when the purpose of the grant is 
not specified, or is uncertain; funds accumulated in the treasury of 
the state for the disbursement of which provision has not been 
made by law; the proceeds of the sale of stone, minerals, or prop- 
erty other than timber and other crops from school and state lands, 
other than those granted for specific purposes; all moneys received 
from persons appropriating stone, minerals or property other than 
timber and other crops from school and state lands other than those 
granted for specific purposes, and all moneys other than rental re- 
covered from persons trespassing on said lands; five per centum of 
the proceeds of the sale of public lands lying within the state, 
which shall be sold by the United States subsequent to the admis- 
sion of the state into the Union as approved by section 13 of the act 
of congress enabling the admission of the state into the Union; the 
principal of all funds arising from the sale of lands and other prop- 
erty which have been, and hereafter may be granted to the state for 
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the support of common schools. The legislature may make further 
provisions for enlarging said fund. 

There is hereby established the common school construction 
fund to be used exclusively for the purpose of financing the con- 
struction of facilities for the common schools. The sources of said 
fund shall be: (1) Those proceeds derived from the sale or appro- 
priation of timber and other crops from school and state lands sub- 
sequent to June 30, 1965, other than those granted for specific 
purposes; (2) the interest accruing on said permanent common 
school fund from and after July 1, 1967, together with all rentals 
and other revenues derived therefrom and from lands and other 
property devoted to the permanent common school fund from and 
after July 1, 1967; and (3) such other sources as the legislature may 
direct. That portion of the common school construction fund de- 
rived from interest on the permanent common school fund may be 
used to retire such bonds as may be authorized by law for the pur- 
pose of financing the construction of facilities for the common 
schools. 

The interest accruing on the permanent common school fund to- 
gether with all rentals and other revenues accruing thereto pursuant 
to subsection (2) of this section during the period after the effective 
date of this amendment and prior to July 1, 1967, shall be exclu- 
sively applied to the current use of the common schools. 

To the extent that the moneys in the common school construc- 
tion fund are in excess of the amount necessary to allow fulfillment 
of the purpose of said fund, the excess shall be available for de- 
posit to the credit of the permanent common school fund or avail- 
able for the current use of the common schools, as the legislature 
may direct. [Amendment 43, 1965 ex.s. Senate Joint Resolution 
No. 22, part 1, p 2817. Approved November 8, 1966.] 


Original text - Art. 9 Section 3. Funds for support - The principal of 
the common school fund shall remain permanent and irreducible. The said 
fund shall be derived from the following named sources, to wit: Appropria- 
tions and donations by the state to this fund; donations and bequests by indi- 
viduals to the state or public for common schools; the proceeds of lands and 
other property which revert to the state by escheat and forfeiture; the pro- 
ceeds of all property granted to the state when the purpose of the grant is not 
specified, or is uncertain; funds accumulated in the treasury of the state for 
the disbursement of which provision has not been made by law; the proceeds 
of the sale of timber, stone, minerals, or other property from school and state 
lands, other than those granted for specific purposes; all moneys received 
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from persons appropriating timber, stone, minerals or other property from 
school and state lands other than those granted for specific purposes, and 
all moneys other than rental recovered from persons trespassing on said 
lands; five per centum of the proceeds of the sale of public lands lying within 
the state, which shall be sold by the United States subsequent to the admis- 
sion of the state into the Union as approved by section 13 of the act of con- 
gress enabling the admission of the state into the Union; the principal of all 
funds arising from the sale of lands and other property which have been, and 
hereafter may be granted to the state for the support of common schools. The 
legislature may make further provisions for enlarging said fund. The interest 
accruing on said fund together with all rentals and other revenues derived 
therefrom and from lands and other property devoted to the common school 
fund shall be exclusively applied to the current use of the common schools. 


Section 4. Sectarian control or influence prohibited. A11 
schools maintained or supported wholly or in part by the public 
funds shall be forever free from sectarian control or influence. 


Section 5. Loss of permanent fund to become state debt. All 
losses to the permanent common school or any other state educa- 
tional fund, which shall be occasioned by defalcation, mismanage- 
ment or fraud of the agents or officers controlling or managing the 
same, shall be audited by the proper authorities of the state. The 
amount so audited shall be a permanent funded debt against the 
state in favor of the particular fund sustaining such loss, upon 
which not less than six per cent annual interest shall be paid. The 
amount of liability so created shall not be counted as a part of the 
indebtedness authorized and limited elsewhere in this Constitution. 


Investment of permanent school fund: Art. 16 Section 5. 


Article X 
Militia 
Section 1. Who liable to military duty. All able-bodied male 
citizens of this state between the ages of eighteen (18) and forty- 


five (45) years except such as are exempt by laws of the United 
States or by the laws of this state, shall be liable to military duty. 


Section 2. Organization - Discipline - Officers - Power to 
call out. The legislature shall provide by law for organizing and 
disciplining the militia in such manner as it may deem expedient, 
not incompatible with the Constitution and laws of the United 
States. Officers of the militia shall be elected or appointed in such 
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manner as the legislature shall from time to time direct and shall be 
commissioned by the governor. The governor shall have power to 
call forth the militia to execute the laws of the state to suppress in- 
surrections and repel invasions. 


Section 3. Soldiers’ home. The legislature shall provide by law 
for the maintenance of a soldiers’ home for honorably discharged 
Union soldiers, sailors, marines and members of the state militia 
disabled while in the line of duty and who are bona fide citizens of 
the state. 


Section 4. Public arms. The legislature shall provide by law, 
for the protection and safe keeping of the public arms. 


Section 5. Privilege from arrest. The militia shall, in all cases, 
except treason, felony and breach of the peace, be privileged from 
arrest during their attendance at musters and elections of officers, 
and in going to and returning from the same. 


Section 6. Exemption from military duty. No person or per- 
sons, having conscientious scruples against bearing arms, shall be 
compelled to do militia duty in time of peace: Provided, such per- 
son or persons shall pay an equivalent for such exemption. 


Article XI 
County, City, and Township Organization 


Section 1. Existing counties recognized. The several counties 
of the Territory of Washington existing at the time of the adoption 
of this Constitution are hereby recognized as legal subdivisions of 
this state. 


Section 2. County seats - Location and removal. No county 
seat shall be removed unless three-fifths of the qualified electors of 
the county, voting on the proposition at a general election shall 
vote in favor of such removal, and three-fifths of all votes cast on 
the proposition shall be required to relocate a county seat. A propo- 
sition of removal shall not be submitted in the same county more 
than once in four years. 


Governmental continuity during emergency periods: Art. 2 Section 42. 


Section 3. New counties. No new counties shall be established 
which shall reduce any county to a population less than four thou- 
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sand (4,000), nor shall a new county be formed containing a less: 
population than two thousand (2,000). There shall be no territory 
stricken from any county unless a majority of the voters living in 
such territory shall petition therefor and then only under such other 
conditions as may be prescribed by a general law applicable to the 
whole state. Every county which shall be enlarged or created from 
territory taken from any other county or counties shall be liable for 
a just proportion of the existing debts and liabilities of the county 
or counties from which such territory shall be taken: Provided, 
That in such accounting neither county shall be charged with any 
debt or liability then existing incurred in the purchase of any 
county property, or in the purchase or construction of any county 
buildings then in use, or under construction, which shall fall within 
and be retained by the county: Provided further, That this shall not 
be construed to affect the rights of creditors. 


Section 4. County government and township organization. 
The legislature shall establish a system of county government, 
which shall be uniform throughout the state except as hereinafter 
provided, and by general laws shall provide for township organiza- 
tion, under which any county may organize whenever a majority of 
the qualified electors of such county voting at a general election 
shall so determine; and whenever a county shall adopt township or- 
ganization, the assessment and collection of the revenue shall be 
made, and the business of such county and the local affairs of the 
several townships therein, shall be managed and transacted in the 
manner prescribed by such general law. 

Any county may frame a “Home Rule” charter for its own gov- 
emment subject to the Constitution and laws of this state, and for 
such purpose the legislative authority of such county may cause an 
election to be had, at which election there shall be chosen by the 
qualified voters of said county not less than fifteen (15) nor more 
than twenty-five (25) freeholders thereof, as determined by the leg- 
islative authority, who shall have been residents of said county for 
a period of at least five (5) years preceding their election and who 
are themselves qualified electors, whose duty it shall be to convene 
within thirty (30) days after their election and prepare and propose 
a charter for such county. Such proposed charter shall be submitted 
to the qualified electors of said county, and if a majority of such 
qualified electors voting thereon ratify the same, it shall become 
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the charter of said county and shall become the organic law 
thereof, and supersede any existing charter, including amendments 
thereto, or any existing form of county government, and all special 
laws inconsistent with such charter. Said proposed charter shall be 
published in two (2) legal newspapers published in said county, at 
least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks prior to the day of 
submitting the same to the electors for their approval as above pro- 
vided. All elections in this section authorized shall only be had 
upon notice, which notice shall specify the object of calling such 
election and shall be given for at least ten (10) days before the day 
of election in all election districts of said county. Said elections 
may be general or special elections and except as herein provided, 
shall be governed by the law regulating and controlling general or 
special elections in said county. Such charter may be amended by 
proposals therefor submitted by the legislative authority of said 
county to the electors thereof at any general election after notice of 
such submission published as above specified, and ratified by a ma- 
jority Of the qualified electors voting thereon. In submitting any 
such charter or amendment thereto, any alternate article or proposi- 
tion may be presented for the choice of the voters and may be 
voted on separately without prejudice to others. 

Any home rule charter proposed as herein provided, may pro- 
vide for such county officers as may be deemed necessary to carry 
out and perform all county functions as provided by charter or by 
general law, and for their compensation, but shall not affect the 
election of the prosecuting attorney, the county superintendent of 
schools, the judges of the superior court, and the justices of the 
peace, or the jurisdiction of the courts. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing provision for the calling of an 
election by the legislative authority of such county for the election 
of freeholders to frame a county charter, registered voters equal in 
number to ten (10) per centum of the voters of any such county vot- 
ing at the last preceding general election, may at any time propose 
by petition the calling of an election of freeholders. The petition 
shall be filed with the county auditor of the county at least three 
(3) months before any general election and the proposal that a 
board of freeholders be elected for the purpose of framing a county 
charter shall be submitted to the vote of the people at said general 
election, and at the same election a board of freeholders of not less 
than fifteen (15) or more than twenty-five (25), as fixed in the peti- 
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tion calling for the election, shall be chosen to draft the new char- 
ter. The procedure for the nomination of qualified electors as candi- 
dates for said board of freeholders shall be prescribed by the 
legislative authority of the county, and the procedure for the fram- 
ing of the charter and the submission of the charter as framed shall 
be the same as in the case of a board of freeholders chosen at an 
election initiated by the legislative authority of the county. 

In calling for any election of freeholders as provided in this sec- 
tion, the legislative authority of the county shall apportion the 
number of freeholders to be elected in accordance with either the 
legislative districts or the county commissioner districts, if any, 
within said county, the number of said freeholders to be elected 
from each of said districts to be in proportion to the population of 
said districts as nearly as may be. 

Should the charter proposed receive the affirmative vote of the 
majority of the electors voting thereon, the legislative authority of 
the county shall immediately call such special election as may be 
provided for therein, if any, and the county government shall be es- 
tablished in accordance with the terms of said charter not more 
than six (6) months after the election at which the charter was 
adopted. 

The terms of all elective officers, except the prosecuting attor- 
ney, the county superintendent of schools, the judges of the supe- 
rior court, and the justices of the peace, who are in office at the 
time of the adoption of a Home Rule Charter shall terminate as pro- 
vided in the charter. All appointive officers in office at the time the 
charter goes into effect, whose positions are not abolished thereby, 
shall continue until their successors shall have qualified. 

After the adoption of such charter, such county shall continue to 
have all the rights, powers, privileges and benefits then possessed 
or thereafter conferred by general law. All the powers, authority 
and duties granted to and imposed on county officers by general 
law, except the prosecuting attorney, the county superintendent of 
schools, the judges of the superior court and the justices of the 
peace, shall be vested in the legislative authority of the county un- 
less expressly vested in specific officers by the charter. The legisla- 
tive authority may by resolution delegate any of its executive or 
administrative powers, authority or duties not expressly vested in 
specific officers by the charter, to any county officer or officers or 
county employee or employees. 
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The provisions of sections 5, 6, 7, and the first sentence of sec- 
tion 8 of this Article as amended shall not apply to counties in 
which the government has been established by charter adopted un- 
der the provisions hereof. The authority conferred on the board of 
county commissioners by Section 15 of Article II as amended, 
shall be exercised by the legislative authority of the 
county.[Amendment 21, 1947 Senate Joint Resolution No. 5, p 
1372, Approved November 2, 1948.] 


Original text - Art. 11 Section 4. County Government and Township 
Organization -The legislature shall establish a system of county govemment 
which shall be uniform throughout the state, and by general laws shall pro- 
vide for township organization, under which any county may organize when- 
ever a majority of the qualified electors of such county voting at a general , 
election shall so determine, and whenever a county shall adopt township or- 
ganization the assessment and collection of the revenue shall be made and 
the business of such county, and the local affairs of the several townships 
therein shall be managed and transacted in the manner prescribed by such 
general laws. 


Section 5. County government. The legislature, by general 
and uniform laws, shall provide for the election in the several coun- 
ties of boards of county commissioners, sheriffs, county clerks, 
treasurers, prosecuting attorneys and other county, township or pre- 
cinct and district officers, as public convenience may require, and 
shall prescribe their duties, and fix their terms of office: Provided, 
That the legislature may, by general laws, classify the counties by 
population and provide for the election in certain classes of coun- 
ties certain officers who shall exercise the powers and perform the 
duties of two or more officers. It shall regulate the compensation of

Section 8. Salaries and limitations affecting. The salary of 
any county, city, town, or municipal officers shall not be increased 
except as provided in section 1 of Article XXX or diminished after 
his election, or during his term of office; nor shall the term of any 
such officer be extended beyond the period for which he is elected 
or appointed.

Original text - Art. 11 Section 8. Salaries and limitations affecting - 
The legislature shall fix the compensation by salaries of all county officers, 
and of constables in cities having a population of five thousand and up- 
wards; except that public administrators, surveyors and coroners may or 
may not be salaried officers. The salary of any county, city, town, or munici- 
pal officers shall not be increased or diminished after his election, or during 
his term of office; nor shall the term of any such officer be extended beyond 
the period for which he is elected or appointed. 


No 
county, nor the inhabitants thereof, nor the property therein, shall 
be released or discharged from its or their proportionate share of 
taxes to be levied for state purposes, nor shall commutation for 
such taxes be authorized in any form whatever. 


Corporations for 
municipal purposes shall not be created by special laws; but the leg- 
islature, by general laws, shall provide for the incorporation, or- 
ganization and classification in proportion to population, of cities 
and towns, which laws may be altered, amended or repealed. Cities 
and towns heretofore organized, or incorporated may become or- 
ganized under such general laws whenever a majority of the elec- 
tors voting at a general election, shall so determine, and shall 
organize in conformity therewith; and cities or towns heretofore or 
hereafter organized, and all charters thereof framed or adopted by 
authority of this Constitution shall be subject to and controlled by 
general laws. Any city containing a population of ten thousand in- 
habitants, or more, shall be permitted to frame a charter for its own 
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government, consistent with and subject to the Constitution and 
laws of this state, and for such purpose the legislative authority of 
such city may cause an election to be had at which election there 
shall be chosen by the qualified electors of said city, fifteen free- 
holders thereof, who shall have been residents of said city for a pe- 
riod of at least two years preceding their election and qualified 
electors, whose duty it shall be to convene within ten days after 
their election, and prepare and propose a charter for such city. Such 
proposed charter shall be submitted to the qualified electors of said 
city, and if a majority of such qualified electors voting thereon rat- 
ify the same, it shall become the charter of said city, and shall be- 
come the organic law thereof, and supersede any existing charter 
including amendments thereto, and all special laws inconsistent 
with such charter.

Cities and towns 
heretofore organized, or incorporated may become organized under such 
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general laws whenever a majority of the electors voting at a general elec- 
tion, shall so determine, and shall organize in conformity therewith; and cit- 
ies or towns heretofore or hereafter organized, and all charters thereof 
framed or adopted by authority of this Constitution shall be subject to, and 
controlled by general laws. Any city containing a population of twenty thou- 
sand inhabitants, or more, shall be permitted to frame a charter for its own 
government, consistent with and subject to the Constitution and laws of this 
state, and for such purpose the legislative authority of such city may cause 
an election to be had at which election there shall be chosen by the qualified 
electors of said city, fifteen freeholders thereof, who shall have been resi- 
dents of said city for a period of at least two years preceding their election 
and qualified electors, whose duty it shall be to convene within ten days after 
their election, and prepare and propose a charter for such city. Such pro- 
posed charter shall be submitted to the qualified electors of said city, and if a 
majority of such qualified electors voting thereon ratify the same, it shall be- 
come the charter of said city, and shall become the organic law thereof, and 
supersede any existing charter including amendments thereto, and all spe- 
cial laws inconsistent with such charter. Said proposed charter shall be pub- 
lished in two daily newspapers published in said city, for at least thirty days 
prior to the day of submitting the same to the electors for their approval, as 
above provided. All elections in this section authorized shall only be had 
upon notice, which notice shall specify the object of calling such election, 
and shall be given for at least ten days before the day of election, in all elec- 
tion districts of said city. Said elections may be general or special elections, 
and except as herein provided shall be governed by the law regulating and 
controlling general or special elections in said city. Such charter may be 
amended by proposals therefore submitted by the legislative authority of such 
city to the electors thereof at any general election after notice of said submis- 
sion published as above specified, and ratified by a majority of the qualified 
electors voting thereon. In submitting any such charter, or amendment thereto, 
any alternate article or proposition may be presented for the choice of the vot- 
ers, and may be voted on separately without prejudice to others. 


Authority to incur and limit of indebtedness: Art. 8 Section 6. 


Section 11. Police and sanitary regulations. Any county, city, 
town or township may make and enforce within its limits all such 
local police, sanitary and other regulations as are not in conflict 
with general laws. 


Section 12. Assessment and collection of taxes in municipali- 
ties. The legislature shall have no power to impose taxes upon 
counties, cities, towns or other municipal corporations, or upon the 
inhabitants or property thereof, for county, city, town, or other mu- 
nicipal purposes, but may, by general laws, vest in the corporate 
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authorities thereof, the power to assess and collect taxes for such 
purposes. 


Section 13. Private property, when may be taken for public 
debt. Private property shall net be taken or sold for the payment of 
the corporate debt of any public or municipal corporation, except 
in the mode provided by law for the levy and collection of taxes. 


Section 14. Private use of public funds prohibited. The mak- 
ing of profit out of county, city, town, or other public money, or us- 
ing the same for any purpose not authorized by law, by any officer 
having the possession or control thereof, shall be a felony, and 
shall be prosecuted and punished as prescribed by law. 


Section 15. Deposit of public funds. All moneys, assessments 
and taxes belonging to or collected for the use of any county, city, 
town or other public or municipal corporation, coming into the 
hands of any officer thereof, shall immediately be deposited with 
the treasurer, or other legal depositary to the credit of such city, 
town, or other corporation respectively, for the benefit of the funds 
to which they belong. 


Section 16. Combined city-county. Any county may frame a 
“Home Rule” charter subject to the Constitution and laws of this 
state to provide for the formation and government of combined city 
and county municipal corporations, each of which shall be known 
as “city-county”. Registered voters equal in number to ten (10) per- 
cent of the voters of any such county voting at the last preceding 
general election may at any time propose by a petition the calling 
of an election of freeholders. The provisions of section 4 of this Ar- 
ticle with respect to a petition calling for an election of freeholders 
to frame a county home rule charter, the election of freeholders, 
and the framing and adoption of a county home rule charter pursu- 
ant to such petition shall apply to a petition proposed under this 
section for the election of freeholders to frame a city-county char- 
ter, the election of freeholders, and to the framing and adoption of 
such city-county charter pursuant to such petition. Except as other- 
wise provided in this section, the provisions of section 4 applicable 
to a county home rule charter shall apply to a city-county charter. 
Tf there are not sufficient legal newspapers published in the county 
to meet the requirements for publication of a proposed charter un- 
der section 4 of this Article, publication in a legal newspaper circu- 
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lated in the county may be substituted for publication in a legal 
newspaper published in the county. No such “city-county” shall be 
formed except by a majority vote of the qualified electors voting 
thereon in the county. The charter shall designate the respective of- 
ficers of such city-county who shall perform the duties imposed by 
law upon county officers. Every such city-county shall have and en- 
joy all rights, powers and privileges asserted in its charter, and in 
addition thereto, such rights, powers and privileges as may be 
granted to it, or to any city or county or class or classes of cities 
and counties. In the event of a conflict in the constitutional provi- 
sions applying to cities and those applying to counties or of a con- 
flict in the general laws applying to cities and those applying to 
counties, a city-county shall be authorized to exercise any powers 
that are granted to either the cities or the counties. 

No legislative enactment which is a prohibition or restriction 
shall apply to the rights, powers and privileges of a city-county un- 
less such prohibition or restriction shall apply equally to every 
other city, county, and city-county. 

The provisions of sections 2, 3, 5, 6, and 8 and of the first para- 
graph of section 4 of this article shall not apply to any such city- 
county. 

Municipal corporations may be retained or otherwise provided 
for within the city-county. The formation, powers and duties of 
such municipal corporations shall be prescribed by the charter. 

No city-county shall for any purpose become indebted in any 
manner to an amount exceeding three per centum of the taxable 
property in such city-county without the assent of three-fifths of 
the voters therein voting at:an election to be held for that purpose, 
nor in cases requiring such assent shall the total indebtedness at 
any time exceed ten per centum of the value of the taxable property 
therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for city-county pur- 
poses previous to the incurring of such indebtedness: Provided, 
That no part of the indebtedness allowed in this section shall be in- 
curred for any purpose other than strictly city-county or other mu- 
nicipal purposes: Provided further That any city-county, with such 
assent may be allowed to become indebted to a larger amount, but 
not exceeding five per centum additional for supplying such city- 
county with water, artificial light, and sewers, when the works for 
supplying such water, light, and sewers shall be owned and control- 
led by the city-county. 
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No municipal corporation which is retained or otherwise pro- 
vided for within the city-county shall for any purpose become in- 
debted in any manner to an amount exceeding one and one-half per 
centum of the taxable property in such municipal corporation with- 
out the assent of three-fifths of the voters therein voting at an elec- 
tion to be held for that purpose, nor shall the total indebtedness at 
any time exceed five per centum of the value of the taxable prop- 
erty therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for city- 
county purposes previous to the incurring of such indebtedness: 
Provided, That no part of the indebtedness allowed in this section 
shall be incurred for any purpose other than strictly municipal pur- 
poses: Provided further, That any such municipal corporation, with 
such assent, may be allowed to become indebted to a larger 
amount, but not exceeding five per centum additional for supplying 
such municipal corporation with water, artificial light, and sewers, 
when the works for supplying such water, light, and sewers shall 
be owned and controlled by the municipal corporation. All taxes 
which are levied and collected within a municipal corporation for a 
specific purpose shall be expended within that municipal corpora- 
tion. 

The authority conferred on the city-county government shall not 
be restricted by the second sentence of Article 7, section 1, or by 
Article 8, section 6 of this Constitution. [Amendment 58, 1971 
House Joint Resolution No. 21, p 1831. Approved November, 
1972.] 


Amendment 23 (1948) - Art. 11 Section 16. Combined city and 
county - The legislature shall, by general law, provide for the formation of 
combined city and county municipal corporations, and for the manner of de- 
termining the territorial limits thereof, each of which shall be known as a 
“city and county,” and, when organized, shall contain a population of at 
least three hundred thousand (300,000) inhabitants. No such city and county 
shall be formed except by a majority vote of the qualified electors of the area 
proposed to be included therein and also by a majority vote of the qualified 
electors of the remainder of that county from which such area is to be taken. 
Any such city and county shall be permitted to frame a charter for its own 
government, and amend the same, in the manner provided for cities by sec- 
tion 10 of this article: Provided, however, That the first charter of such city 
and county shall be framed and adopted in a manner to be specified in the 
general law authorizing the formation of such corporations: Provided fur- 
ther, That every such charter shall designate the respective officers of such 
city and county who shall perform the duties imposed by law upon county of- 
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ficers. Every such city and county shall have and enjoy all rights, powers 
and privileges asserted in its charter, not inconsistent with general laws, and 
in addition thereto, such rights, powers and privileges as may be granted to 
it, or possessed and enjoyed by cities and counties of like population sepa- 
rately organized. 

No county or county govemment existing outside the territorial limits of 
such county and city shall exercise any police, taxation or other powers 
within the territorial limits of such county and city, but all such powers shall 
be exercised by the city and county and the officers thereof, subject to such 
constitutional provisions and general laws as apply to either cities or coun- 
ties: Provided, That the provisions of sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 of this 
article shall not apply to any such city and county: Provided further, That 
the salary of any elective or appointive officer of a city and county shall not 
be changed after his election or appointment or during his term of office; 
nor shall the term of any such officer be extended beyond the period for 
which he is elected or appointed. In case an existing county is divided in the 
formation of a city and county, such city and county shall be liable for a just 
proportion of the existing debts or liabilities of the former county, and shall 
account for and pay the county remaining a just proportion of the value of 
any real estate or other property owned by the former county and taken over 
by the county and city, the method of determining such just proportion to be 
prescribed by general law, but such division shall not affect the rights of 
creditors. The officers of a city and county, their compensation, qualifica- 
tions, term of office and manner of election or appointment shall be as pro- 
vided for in its charter, subject to general laws and applicable constitutional 
provisions. [Amendment 23, 1947 House Joint Resolution No. 13, p 1386. 
Approved November 2, 1948.] 


Article XII 
Corporations Other Than Municipal 


Section 1. Corporations, how formed. Corporations may be 
formed under general laws, but shall not be created by special acts. 
All laws relating to corporations may be altered, amended or re- 
pealed by the legislature at any time, and all corporations doing 
business in this state may, as to such business, be regulated, limited 
or restrained by law. 


Section 2. Existing charters. All existing charters, franchises, 
special or exclusive privileges, under which an actual and bona 
fide organization shall not have taken place, and business been 
commenced in good faith, at the time of the adoption of this Consti- 
tution shall thereafter have no validity. 
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Section 3. Existing charters not to be extended nor forfei- 
ture remitted. The legislature shall not extend any franchise or 
charter, nor remit the forfeiture of any franchise or charter of any 
corporation now existing, or which shall hereafter exist under the 
laws of this state. 


Section 4. Liability of stockholders. Each stockholder in all 
incorporated companies, except corporations organized for bank- 
ing or insurance purposes, shall be liable for the debts of the corpo- 
ration to the amount of his unpaid stock and no more; and one or 
more stockholders may be joined as parties defendant in suits to re- 
cover upon this liability. 


Section 5. Term “corporation,” defined - Right to sue and 
be sued. The term corporations, as used in this article, shall be con- 
strued to include all associations and joint stock companies having 
any powers or privileges of corporations not possessed by individu- 
als or partnerships, and all corporations shall have the right to sue 
and shall be subject to be sued, in all courts, in like cases as natural 
persons. 


Section 6. Limitations upon issuance of stock. Corporations 
shall not issue stock, except to bona fide subscribers therefor, or 
their assignees; nor shall any corporation issue any bond, or other 
obligation, for the payment of money, except for money or prop- 
erty received or labor done. The stock of corporations shall not be 
increased, except in pursuance of a general law, nor shall any law 
authorize the increase of stock, without the consent of the person 
or persons holding the larger amount in value of the stock, nor 
without due notice of the proposed increase having been pre- 
viously given in such manner as may be prescribed by law. All ficti- 
tious increase of stock or indebtedness shall be void. 


Section 7. Foreign corporations. No corporation organized 
outside the limits of this state shall be allowed to transact business 
within the state on more favorable conditions than are prescribed 
by law to similar corporations organized under the laws of this 
state, 


Section 8. Alienation of franchise not to release liabilities. 
No corporation shall lease or alienate any franchise, so as to relieve 
the franchise, or property held thereunder, from the liabilities of 
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the lessor, or grantor, lessee, or grantee, contracted or incurred in 
the operation, use, or enjoyment of such franchise or any of its 
privileges. 


Section 9. State not to loan its credit or subscribe for stock. 
The state shall not in any manner loan its credit, nor shall it sub- 
scribe to, or be interested in the stock of any company, association 
or corporation. 


Section 10. Eminent domain affecting. The exercise of the 
right of eminent domain shall never be so abridged or construed as 
to prevent the legislature from taking the property and franchises 
of incorporated companies, and subjecting them to public use the 
same as the property of individuals. 


Section 11. Stockholder liability. No corporation, association, 
or individual shall issue or put in circulation as money anything but 
the lawful money of the United States. Each stockholder of any 
banking or insurance corporation or joint stock association shall be 
individually and personally liable equally and ratably, and not one 
for another, for all contracts, debts, and engagements of such corpo- 
ration or association accruing while they remain such stockholders, 
to the extent of the amount of their stock therein at the par value 
thereof, in addition to the amount invested in such shares. 

The legislature may provide that stockholders of banking corpo- 
rations organized under the laws of this state which shall provide 
and furnish, either through membership in the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation, or through membership in any other instru- 
mentality of the government of the United States, insurance or 
security for the payment of the debts and obligations of such bank- 
ing corporation equivalent to that required by the laws of the 
United States to be furnished and provided by national banking as- 
sociations, shall be relieved from liability for the debts and obliga- 
tions of such banking corporation to the same extent that 
stockholders of national banking associations are relieved from li- 
ability for the debts and obligations of such national banking asso- 
ciations under the laws of the United States. [Amendment 16, 
1939 Senate Joint Resolution No. 8, p 1024. Approved November, 
1940.] 


Original text - Art. 12 Section 11. Prohibition against issuance of 
money and liability of stockholders in banks - No corporation, associa- 
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tion, or individual shall issue or put in circulation as money anything but the 
lawful money of the United States. Each stockholder of any banking or insur- 
ance corporation or joint stock association, shall be individually and person- 
ally liable equally and ratably and not one for another, for all contracts, 
debts and engagements of such corporation or association accruing while 
they remain such stockholders to the extent of the amount of their stock 
therein at the par value thereof, in addition to the amount invested in such 
shares. 


Section 12. Receiving deposits by bank after insolvency. 
Any president, director, manager, cashier, or other officer of any 
banking institution, who shall receive or assent to the reception of 
deposits, after he shall have knowledge of the fact that such bank- 
ing institution is insolvent or in failing circumstances, shall be indi- 
vidually responsible for such deposits so received. 


Section 13. Common carriers, regulation of. All railroad, ca- 
nal and other transportation companies are declared to be common 
carriers and subject to legislative control. Any association or corpo- 
ration organized for the purpose, under the laws of this state, shall 
have the right to connect at the state line with railroads of other 
states. Every railroad company shall have the right with its road, 
whether the same be now constructed or may hereafter be con- 
structed, to intersect, cross or connect with any other railroad, and 
when such railroads are of the same or similar gauge they shall at 
all crossings and at all points, where a railroad shall begin or termi- 
nate at or near any other railroad, form proper connections so that 
the cars of any such railroad companies may be speedily trans- 
ferred from one railroad to another. All railroad companies shall re- 
ceive and transport each the other’s passengers, tonnage and cars 
without delay or discrimination. 


Section 14. Prohibition against combinations by carriers. 
[Repealed by Amendment 67, 1977 House Joint Resolution No. 
57, p 1714. Approved November 8, 1977.] 


Original text - Art. 12 Section 14. Prohibition against combinations 
by carriers - No railroad company, or other common carrier, shall combine 
or make any contract with the owners of any vessel that leaves port or makes 
port in this state, or with any common carrier, by which combination or con- 
tract the earnings of one doing the carrying are to be shared by the other not 
doing the carrying. 
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Section 15. Prohibition against discriminating charges. No 
discrimination in charges or facilities for transportation shall be 
made by any railroad or other transportation company between 
places or persons, or in the facilities for the transportation of the 
same classes of freight or passengers within this state, or coming 
from or going to any other state. Persons and property transported 
over any railroad, or by any other transportation company, or indi- > 
vidual, shall be delivered at any station, landing or port, at charges 
not exceeding the charges for the transportation of persons and 
property of the same class, in the same direction, to any more dis- 
tant station, port or landing. Excursion and commutation tickets 
may be issued at special rates. 


Section 16. Prohibition against consolidating of competing 
lines. No railroad corporation shall consolidate its stock, property 
or franchises with any other railroad corporation owning a compet- 
ing line. 


Section 17. Rolling stock, personalty for purpose of taxa- 
tion. The rolling stock and other movable property belonging to 
any railroad company or corporation in this state, shall be consid- 
ered personal property, and shall be liable to taxation and to execu- 
tion and sale in the same manner as the personal property of 
individuals and such property shall not be exempted from execu- 
tion and sale. 


Section 18. Rates for transportation. The legislature may 
pass laws establishing reasonable rates of charges for the transpor- 
tation of passengers and freight, and to correct abuses and prevent 
discrimination and extortion in the rates of freight and passenger 
tariffs on the different railroads and other common carriers in the 
state, and shall enforce such laws by adequate penalties. A railroad 
and transportation commission may be established and its powers 
and duties fully defined by law. [Amendment 66, 1977 House 
Joint Resolution No. 55, p 1713. Approved November 8, 1977.] 


Original text - Art. 12 Section 18. Maximum rates for transportation 
-The legislature shall pass laws establishing reasonable maximum rates of 
charges for the transportation of passengers and freight, and to correct 
abuses and prevent discrimination and extortion in the rates of freight and 
passenger tariffs on the different railroads and other common carriers in the 
state, and shall enforce such laws by adequate penalties. A railroad and 
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transportation commission may be established and its powers and duties 
fully defined by law. 


Section 19. Telegraph and telephone companies. Any asso- 
ciation or corporation, or the lessees or managers thereof, organ- 
ized for the purpose, or any individual, shall have the right to 
construct and maintain lines of telegraph and telephone within this 
state, and said companies shall receive and transmit each other’s 
messages without delay or discrimination and all of such compa- 
nies are hereby declared to be common carriers and subject to legis- 
lative control. Railroad corporations organized or doing business in 
this state shall allow telegraph and telephone corporations and com- 
panies to construct and maintain telegraph lines on and along the 
rights of way of such railroads and railroad companies, and no rail- 
road corporation organized or doing business in this state shall al- 
low any telegraph corporation or company any facilities, privileges 
or rates for transportation of men or material or for repairing their 
lines not allowed to all telegraph companies. The right of eminent 
domain is hereby extended to all telegraph and telephone compa- 
nies. The legislature shall, by general law of uniform operation, 
provide reasonable regulations to give effect to this section.

Section 20. Prohibition against free transportation for pub- 
lic officers. No railroad or other transportation company shall 
grant free passes, or sell tickets or passes at a discount, other than 
as sold to the public generally, to any member of the legislature, or 
to any person holding any public office within this state. The legis- 
lature shall pass laws to carry this provision into effect, 


Section 21. Express companies. Railroad companies now or 
hereafter organized or doing business in this state, shall allow all 
express companies organized or doing business in this state, trans- 
portation over all lines of railroad owned or operated by such rail- 
road companies upon equal terms with any other express company, 
and no railroad corporation organized or doing business in this 
state shall allow any express corporation or company any facilities, 
privileges or rates for transportation of men or materials or prop- 
erty carried by them or for doing the business of such express com- 
panies not allowed to all express companies. 
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Section 22. Monopolies and trusts. Monopolies and trusts 
shall never be allowed in this state, and no incorporated company, 
copartnership, or association of persons in this state shall directly 
or indirectly combine or make any contract with any other incorpo- 
rated company, foreign or domestic, through their stockholders, or 
the trustees or assignees of such stockholders, or with any copart- 
nership or association of persons, or in any manner whatever for 
the purpose of fixing the price or limiting the production or regulat- 
ing the transportation of any product or commodity. The legislature 
shall pass laws for the enforcement of this section by adequate pen- 
alties, and in case of incorporated companies, if necessary for that 
purpose, may declare a forfeiture of their franchises. 


Article XIII 
State Institutions 


Section 1. Educational, reformatory, and penal institutions. 
Educational, reformatory, and penal institutions; those for the bene- 
fit of youth who are blind or deaf or otherwise disabled; for per- 
sons who are mentally ill or developmentally disabled; and such 
other institutions as the public good may require, shall be fostered 
and supported by the state, subject to such regulations as may be 
provided by law. The regents, trustees, or commissioners of all 
such institutions existing at the time of the adoption of this Consti- 
tution, and of such as shall thereafter be established by law, shall 
be appointed by the governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate; and upon all nominations made by the governor, the 
question shall be taken by ayes and noes, and entered upon the 
journal. [Amendment 83, 1988 House Joint Resolution No. 4231, 
p 1553. Approved November 8, 1988.]

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Article XIV 
Seat of Government 


Section 1. State capital, location of. The legislature shall have 
no power to change, or to locate the seat of government of this 
state; but the question of the permanent location of the seat of gov- 
ernment of the state shall be submitted to the qualified electors of 
the Territory, at the election to be held for the adoption of this Con- 
stitution. A majority of all the votes cast at said election, upon said 
question, shall be necessary to determine the permanent location of 
the seat of government for the state; and no place shall ever be the 
seat of government which shall not receive a majority of the votes 
cast on that matter. In case there shall be no choice of location at 
said first election the legislature shall, at its first regular session af- 
ter the adoption of this Constitution, provide for submitting to the 
qualified electors of the state, at the next succeeding general elec- 
tion thereafter, the question of choice of location between the three 
places for which the highest number of votes shall have been cast 
at the said first election. Said legislature shall provide further that 
in case there shall be no choice of location at said second election, 
the question of choice between the two places for which the high- 
est number of votes shall have been cast, shall be submitted in like 
manner to the qualified electors of the state at the next ensuing gen- 
eral election: Provided, That until the seat of government shall 
have been permanently located as herein provided, the temporary 
location thereof shall remain at the city of Olympia. 


Section 2. Change of state capital. When the seat of govern- 
ment shall have been located as herein provided, the location 
thereof shall not thereafter be changed except by a vote of two- 
thirds of all the qualified electors of the state voting on that ques- 
tion, at a general election, at which the question of location of the 
seat of government shall have been submitted by the legislature.

Section 3. Restrictions on appropriations for capitol build- 
ings. The legislature shall make no appropriations or expenditures 
for capitol buildings or grounds, except to keep the Territorial capi- 
tol buildings and grounds in repair, and for making all necessary 
additions thereto, until the seat of government shall have been per- 
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manently located, and the public buildings are erected at the perma- 
nent capital in pursuance of law. 


Article XV 
Harbors and Tide Waters 


Section 1. Harbor line commission and restraint on disposi- 
tion. The legislature shall provide for the appointment of a commis- 
sion whose duty it shall be to locate and establish harbor lines in 
the navigable waters of all harbors, estuaries, bays and inlets of 
this state, wherever such navigable waters lie within or in front of 
the corporate limits of any city, or within one mile thereof on either 
side. Any harbor line so located or established may thereafter be 
changed, relocated or reestablished by the commission pursuant to 
such provision as may be made therefor by the legislature. The 
state shall never give, sell or lease to any private person, corpora- 
tion, or association any rights whatever in the waters beyond such 
harbor lines, nor shall any of the area lying between any harbor 
line and the line of ordinary high water, and within not less than 
fifty feet nor more than two thousand feet of such harbor line (as 
the commission shall determine) be sold or granted by the state, 
nor its rights to control the same relinquished, but such area shall 
be forever reserved for landings, wharves, streets, and other con- 
veniences of navigation and commerce. [Amendment 15, 1931 p 
417 Section 1. Approved November, 1932.] 


Tide lands: Art. 17. 


Original text—Art. 15 Section 1. Harbor line commission and re- 
straint on disposition of certain tide lands - The legislature shall provide 
for the appointment of a commission whose duty it shall be to locate and es- 
tablish harbor lines in the navigable waters of all harbors, estuaries, bays 
and inlets of this state, wherever such navigable waters lie within or in front 
of the corporate limits of any city or within one mile thereof on either side. 
The state shall never give, sell or lease to any private person, corporation or 
association any rights whatever in the waters beyond such harbor lines, nor 
shall any of the area lying between any harbor line and the line of ordinary 
high tide, and within not less than fifty feet nor more than six hundred feet of 
such harbor line (as the commission shall determine) be sold or granted by 
the state, nor its right to control the same relinquished, but such area shall 
be forever reserved for landings, wharves, streets and other conveniences of 
navigation and commerce. 
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Section 2. Leasing and maintenance of wharves, docks, etc. 
The legislature shall provide general laws for the leasing of the 
right to build and maintain wharves, docks and other structures, 
upon the areas mentioned in section one of this article, but no lease 
shall be made for any term longer than thirty years, or the legisla- 
ture may provide by general laws for the building and maintaining 
upon such area wharves, docks, and other structures. 


Section 3. Extension of streets over tide lands. Municipal cor- 
porations shall have the right to extend their streets over interven- 
ing tide lands to and across the area reserved as herein provided. 


Article XVI 
School and Granted Lands 


Section 1. Disposition of. All the public lands granted to the 
state are held in trust for all the people and none of such lands, nor 
any estate or interest therein, shall ever be disposed of unless the 
full market value of the estate or interest disposed of, to be ascer- 
tained in such manner as may be provided by law, be paid or safely 
secured to the state; nor shall any lands which the state holds by 
grant from the United States (in any case in which the manner of 
disposal and minimum price are so prescribed) be disposed of ex- 
cept in the manner and for at least the price prescribed in the grant 
thereof, without the consent of the United States. 


Section 2. Manner and terms of sale. None of the lands 
granted to the state for educational purposes shall be sold other- 
wise than at public auction to the highest bidder, the value thereof, 
less the improvements shall, before any sale, be appraised by a 
board of appraisers to be provided by law, the terms of payment 
also to be prescribed by law, and no sale shall be valid unless the 
sum bid be equal to the appraised value of said land. In estimating 
the value of such lands for disposal, the value of the improvements 
thereon shall be excluded: Provided, That the sale of all school and 
university land heretofore made by the commissioners of any 
county or the university commissioners when the purchase price 
has been paid in good faith, may be confirmed by the legislature. 


Section 3. Limitations on sales. No more than one-fourth of 
the land granted to the state for educational purposes shall be sold 
prior to January 1, 1895, and not more than one-half prior to Janu- 
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ary 1, 1905: provided, that nothing herein shall be so construed as 
to prevent the state from selling the timber or stone off of any of 
the state lands in such manner and on such terms as may be pre- 
scribed by law: and provided, further, that no sale of timber lands 
shall be valid unless the full value of such lands is paid or secured 
to the state. 


Section 4. How much may be offered in certain cases - Plat- 
ting of. No more than one hundred and sixty (160) acres of any 
granted lands of the state shall be offered for sale in one parcel, 
and all lands within the limits of any incorporated city or within 
two miles of the boundary of any incorporated city where the valu- 
ation of such land shall be found by appraisement to exceed one 
hundred dollars ($100) per acre shall, before the same be sold, be 
platted into lots and blocks of not more than five acres in a block, 
and not more than one block shall be offered for sale in one parcel. 


Section 5. Investment of permanent common school fund. 
The permanent common school fund of this state may be invested 
as authorized by law. [Amendment 44, 1965 ex.s. Senate Joint 
Resolution No. 22, part 2, p 2817. Approved November 8, 1966.]

None of the permanent school fund of this state shall ever be loaned to pri- 
vate persons or corporations, but it may be invested in national, state, 
county, municipal or school district bonds.

Article XVII 
Tide Lands 


Section 1. Declaration of state ownership. The state of Wash- 
ington asserts its ownership to the beds and shores of all navigable 
waters in the state up to and including the line of ordinary high 
tide, in waters where the tide ebbs and flows, and up to and includ- 
ing the line of ordinary high water within the banks of all naviga- 
ble rivers and lakes: Provided, that this section shall not be 
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construed so as to debar any person from asserting his claim to 
vested rights in the courts of the state. 


Harbors and tide waters: Art. 15. 


Section 2. Disclaimer of certain lands. The state of Washing- 
ton disclaims all title in and claim to all tide, swamp and over- 
flowed lands, patented by the United States: Provided, the same is 
not impeached for fraud. 


Article X VIII 
State Seal 


Section 1. Seal of the state. The seal of the State of Washing- 
ton shall be, a seal encircled with the words: “The Seal of the State 
of Washington,” with the vignette of General George Washington 
as the central figure, and beneath the vignette the figures “1889.” 

Custody of seal: Art. 3 Section 18. 


State seal: RCW 1.20.080. 


Article XIX 
Exemptions 


Section 1. Exemptions - Homesteads, etc. The legislature 
shall protect by law from forced sale a certain portion of the home- 
stead and other property of all heads of families. 


Article XX 
Public Health and Vital Statistics 


Section 1. Board of health and bureau of vital statistics. 
There shall be established by law a state board of health and a bu- 
reau of vital statistics in connection therewith, with such powers as 
the legislature may direct. 


Section 2. Regulations concerning medicine, surgery and 
pharmacy. The legislature shall enact laws to regulate the practice 
of medicine and surgery, and the sale of drugs and medicines. 
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Article XXI 
Water and Water Rights 


Section 1. Public use of water. The use of the waters of this 
state for irrigation, mining and manufacturing purposes shall be 
deemed a public use. 


Article XXII 
Legislative Apportionment 


Section 1. Senatorial apportionment. Until otherwise pro- 
vided by law, the state shall be divided into twenty-four (24) sena- 
torial districts, and said districts shall be constituted and numbered 
as follows: The counties of Stevens and Spokane shall constitute 
the first district, and be entitled to one senator; the county of 
Spokane shall constitute the second district, and be entitled to three ` 
senators; the county of Lincoln shall constitute the third district, 
and be entitled to one senator; the counties of Okanogan, Lincoln, 
Adams and Franklin shall constitute the fourth district, and be enti- 
tled to one senator; the county of Whitman shall constitute the fifth 
district, and be entitled to three senators; the counties of Garfield 
and Asotin shall constitute the sixth district, and be entitled to one 
senator; the county of Columbia shall constitute the seventh dis- 
trict, and be entitled to one senator; the county of Walla Walla shall 
constitute the eighth district, and be entitled to two senators; the 
counties of Yakima and Douglas shall constitute the ninth district, 
and be entitled to one senator; the county of Kittitas shall consti- 
tute the tenth district and be entitled to one senator; the counties of 
Klickitat, and Skamania shall constitute the eleventh district, and 
be entitled to one senator; the county of Clarke shall constitute the 
twelfth district, and be entitled to one senator; the county of 
Cowlitz shall constitute the thirteenth district, and be entitled to 
one senator; the county of Lewis shall constitute the fourteenth dis- 
trict, and be entitled to one senator; the counties of Pacific and Wa- 
hkiakum shall constitute the fifteenth district, and be entitled to 
one senator; the county of Thurston shall constitute the sixteenth 
district, and be entitled to one senator; the county of Chehalis shall 
constitute the seventeenth district, and be entitled to one senator; 
the county of Pierce shall constitute the eighteenth district, and be 
entitled to three senators; the county of King shall constitute the 
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nineteenth district, and be entitled to five senators; the counties of 
Mason and Kitsap shall constitute the twentieth district, and be en- 
titled to one senator; the counties of Jefferson, Clallam and San 
Juan shall constitute the twenty-first district, and be entitled to one 
senator; the county of Snohomish shall constitute the twenty-sec- 
ond district, and shall be entitled to one senator; the counties of 
Skagit and Island shall constitute the twenty-third district, and be 
entitled to one senator; the county of Whatcom shall constitute the 
twenty-fourth district, and be entitled to one senator.

Section 2. Apportionment of representatives. Until otherwise 
provided by law the representatives shall be divided among the sev- 
eral counties of the state in the following manner; the county of 
Adams shall have one representative; the county of Asotin shall 
have one representative; the county of Chehalis shall have two rep- 
resentatives; the county of Clarke shall have three representatives; 
the county of Clallam shall have one representative; the county of 
Columbia shall have two representatives; the county of Cowlitz 
shall have one representative; the county of Douglas shall have one 
representative; the county of Franklin shall have one repre- 
sentative; the county of Garfield shall have one representative; the 
county of Island shall have one representative; the county of Jeffer- 
son shall have two representatives; the county of King shall have 
eight representatives; the county of Klickitat shall have two repre- 
sentatives; the county of Kittitas shall have two.representatives; the 
county of Kitsap shall have one representative; the county of Lewis 
shall have two representatives; the county of Lincoln shall have 
two representatives; the county of Mason shall have one repre- 
sentative; the county of Okanogan shall have one representative;

Article XXIII 
Amendments 


Section 1. How made. Any amendment or amendments to this 
Constitution may be proposed in either branch of the legislature; 
and if the same shall be agreed to by two-thirds of the members 
elected to each of the two houses, such proposed amendment or 
amendments shall be entered on their journals, with the ayes and 
noes thereon, and be submitted to the qualified electors of the state 
for their approval, at the next general election; and if the people ap- 
prove and ratify such amendment or amendments, by a majority of 
the electors voting thereon, the same shall become part of this Con- 
stitution, and proclamation thereof shall be made by the governor: 
Provided, That if more than one amendment be submitted, they 
shall be submitted in such a manner that the people may vote for or 
against such amendments separately. The legislature shall also 
cause notice of the amendments that are to be submitted to the peo- 
ple to be published at least four times during the four weeks next 
preceding the election in every legal newspaper in the state: Pro- 
vided, That failure of any newspaper to publish this notice shall not 
be interpreted as affecting the outcome of the election. [Amend- 
ment 37, 1961 Senate Joint Resolution No. 25, p 2753. Approved 
November, 1962. ] 


Original text - Art, 23 Section 1. How made - Any amendment or 
amendments to this Constitution may be proposed in either branch of the leg- 
islature; and if the same shall be agreed to by two-thirds of the members 
elected to each of the two houses, such proposed amendment or amendments 
shall be entered on their journals, with the ayes and noes thereon, and be 
submitted to the qualified electors of the state for their approval, at the next 
general election; and if the people approve and ratify such amendment or 
amendments, by a majority of the electors voting thereon, the same shall be- 
come part of this Constitution, and proclamation thereof shall be made by 
the governor: Provided, that if more than one amendment be submitted, they 
shall be submitted in such a manner that the people may vote for or against 
such amendments separately. The legislature shall also cause the amend- 
ments that are to be submitted to the people to be published for at least three 
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months next preceding the election, in some weekly newspaper, in every 
county where a newspaper is published throughout the state. 


Section 2. Constitutional conventions. Whenever two-thirds 
of the members elected to each branch of the legislature shall deem 
it necessary to call a convention to revise or amend this Constitu- 
tion, they shall recommend to the electors to vote at the next gen- 
eral election, for or against a convention, and if a majority of all 
the electors voting at said election shall have voted for a conven- 
tion, the legislature shall at the next session, provide by law for 
calling thie same; and such convention shall consist of a number of 
members, not less than that of the most numerous branch of the leg- 
islature. 


Section 3. Submission to the peopie. Any Constitution 
adopted by such convention shall have no validity until it has been 
submitted to and adopted by the people. 


Article XXIV 
Boundaries 


Section 1. State boundaries. The boundaries of the state of 
Washington shall be as follows: Beginning at a point in the Pacific 
ocean one marine league due west of and opposite the middle of 
the mouth of the north ship channel of the Columbia river thence 
running easterly to and up the middle channel of said river and 
where it is divided by islands up the middle of the widest channel 
thereof to where the forty-sixth parallel of north latitude crosses 
said river near the mouth of the Walla Walla river; thence east on 
said forty-sixth parallel of latitude to the middle of the main chan- 
nel of Shoshone or Snake river, thence follow down the middle of 
the main channel of Snake river to a point opposite the mouth of 
the Kooskooskia or Clear Water river, thence due north to the forty- 
ninth parallel of north latitude, thence west along said forty-ninth 
parallel of north latitude to the middle of the channel which sepa- 
rates Vancouver’s island from the continent, that is to say to a point 
in longitude 123 degrees, 19 minutes and 15 seconds west, thence 
following the boundary line between the United States and British 
possessions through the channel which separates Vancouver's is- 
land from the continent to the termination of the boundary line be- 
tween the United States and British possessions at a point in the 
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Pacific ocean equidistant between Bonnilla point on Vancouver’s is- 
land and Tatoosh island light house, thence running in a southerly 
course and parallel with the coast line, keeping one marine league 
off shore to place of beginning; until such boundaries are modified 
by appropriate interstate compacts duly approved by the Congress 
of the United States. [Amendment 33, 1957 Senate Joint Resolu- 
tion No. 10, p 1292. Approved November 4, 1958.] 


Original text—Art. 24 Section 1. State boundaries - The boundaries 
of the State of Washington shall be as follows: Beginning at a point in the Pa- 
cific ocean one marine league due west of and opposite the middle of the 
mouth of the north ship channel of the Columbia river thence running east- 
erly to and up the middle channel of said river and where it is divided by is- 
lands up the middle of the widest channel thereof to where the forty-sixth 
parallel of north latitude crosses said river near the mouth of the Walla 
Walla river; thence east on said forty-sixth parallel of latitude to the middle 
of the main channel of the Shoshone or Snake river, thence follow down the 
middle of the main channel of Snake river to a point opposite the mouth of

Article XXV 
Jurisdiction 


Section 1. Authority of the United States. The consent of the 
State of Washington is hereby given to the exercise, by the con- 
gress of the United States, of exclusive legislation in all cases 
whatsoever over such tracts or parcels of land as are now held or 
reserved by the government of the United States for the purpose of 
erecting or maintaining thereon forts, magazines, arsenals, dock- 
yards, lighthouses and other needful buildings, in accordance with 
the provisions of the seventeenth paragraph of the eighth section of 
the first article of the Constitution of the United States, so long as 
the same shall be so held and reserved by the United States. Pro- 
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vided: That a sufficient description by metes and bounds, and an 
accurate plat or map of each such tract or parcel of land be filed in 
the proper office of record in the county in which the same is situ- 
ated, together with copies of the orders, deeds, patents or other evi- 
dences in writing of the title of the United States: and provided, 
That all civil process issued from the courts of this state and such 
criminal process as may issue under the authority of this state 
against any person charged with crime in cases arising outside of 
such reservations, may be served and executed thereon in the same 
mode and manner, and by the same officers, as if the consent 
herein given had not been made. 


Article XX VI 
Compact with The United States 


The following ordinance shall be irrevocable without the con- 
sent of the United States and the people of this state: 

First. That perfect toleration of religious sentiment shall be se- 
cured and that no inhabitant of this state shall ever be molested in 
person or property on account of his or her mode of religious wor- 
ship. 

Second. That the people inhabiting this state do agree and de- 
clare that they forever disclaim all right and title to the unappropri- 
ated public lands lying with the boundaries of this state, and to all 
lands lying within said limits owned or held by any Indian or In- 
dian tribes; and that until the title thereto shall have been extin- 
guished by the United States, the same shall be and remain subject 
to the disposition of the United States, and said Indian lands shall 
remain under the absolute jurisdiction and control of the congress 
of the United States and that the lands belonging to citizens of the 
United States residing without the limits of this state shall never be 
taxed at a higher rate than the lands belonging to residents thereof; 
and that no taxes shall be imposed by the state on lands or property 
therein, belonging to or which may be hereafter purchased by the 
United States or reserved for use: Provided, That nothing in this or- 
dinance shall preclude the state from taxing as other lands are 
taxed any lands owned or held by any Indian who has severed his 
tribal relations, and has obtained from the United States or from 
any person a title thereto by patent or other grant, save and except 
such lands as have been or may be granted to any Indian or Indians 
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under any act of congress containing a provision exempting the 
lands thus granted from taxation, which exemption shall continue 
so long and to such an extent as such act of congress may prescribe. 

Third. The debts and liabilities of the Territory of Washington 
and payment of the same are hereby assumed by this state. 

Fourth. Provision shall be made for the establishment and main- 
tenance of systems of public schools free from sectarian control 
which shall be open to all the children of said state. 


Article XX VII 
Schedule 


In order that no inconvenience may arise by reason of a change 
from a Territorial to a State government, it is hereby declared and 
ordained as follows: 


Section 1. Existing rights, actions, and contracts saved. No 
existing rights, actions, suits, proceedings, contracts or claims shall 
be affected by a change in the form of government, but all shall 
continue as if no such change had taken place; and all process 
which may have been issued under the authority of the Territory of 
Washington previous to its admission into the Union shall be as 
valid as if issued in the name of the state. 


Section 2. Laws in force continued. All laws now in force in 
the Territory of Washington, which are not repugnant to this Consti- 
tution, shall remain in force until they expire by their own limita- 
tion, or are altered or repealed by the legislature: Provided, That 
this section shall not be so construed as to validate any act of the 
legislature of Washington Territory granting shore or tide lands to 
any person, company or any municipal or private corporation. 


Section 3. Debts, fines, etc., to inure to the state. All debts, 
fines, penalties and forfeitures, which have accrued, or may hereaf- 
ter accrue, to the Territory of Washington, shall inure to the State 
of Washington. 


Section 4. Recognizances. All recognizances heretofore taken, 
or which may be taken before the change from a territorial to a 
state government shall remain valid, and shall pass to, and may be 
prosecuted in the name of the state; and all bonds executed to the 
Territory of Washington or to any county or municipal corporation, 
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or to any officer or court in his or its official capacity, shall pass to 
the state authorities and their successors in office, for the uses 
therein expressed, and may be sued fOr and recovered accordingly, 
and all the estate, real, personal and mixed, and all judgments de- 
crees, bonds, specialties, choses in action, and claims or debts, of 
whatever description, belonging to the Territory of Washington, 
shall inure to and vest in the State of Washington, and may be sued 
for and recovered in the same manner, and to the same extent, by 
the State of Washington, as the same could have been by the Terri- 
tory of Washington. 


Section 5. Criminal prosecutions and penal actions. All 
criminal prosecutions and penal actions which may have arisen, or 
which may arise, before the change from a territorial to a state gov- 
emment, and which shall then be pending, shall be prosecuted to 
judgment, and execution in the name of the state. All offenses com- 
mitted against the laws of the Territory of Washington, before the 
change from a territorial to a state government, and which shall not 
be prosecuted before such change, may be prosecuted in the name 
and by the authority of the State of Washington, with like effect as 
though such change had not taken place; and all penalties incurred 
shall remain the same as if this Constitution had not been adopted. 
All actions at law and suits in equity which may be pending in any 
of the courts of the Territory of Washington, at the time of the 
change from a territorial to a state government, shall be continued, 
and transferred to the court of the state having jurisdiction of the 
subject matter thereof. 


Section 6. Retention of territorial officers. All officers now 
holding their office under the authority of the United States, or of 
the Territory of Washington, shall continue to hold and exercise 
their respective offices until they shall be superseded by the author- 
ity of the state. 


Section 7. Constitutional officers, when elected. All officers 
provided for in this Constitution including a county clerk for each 
county when no other time is fixed for their election, shall be 
elected at the election to be held for the adoption of this Constitu- 
tion on the first Tuesday of October, 1889. 


Section 8. Change of courts - transfer of causes. Whenever 
the judge of the superior court of any county, elected or appointed 
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under the provisions of this Constitution shall have qualified the 
several causes then pending in the district court of the territory ex- 
cept such causes as would have been within the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of the United States district court had such court existed at the 
time of the commencement of such causes, within such county, and 
the records, papers and proceedings of said district court, and the 
seal and other property pertaining thereto, shall pass into the juris- 
diction and possession of the superior court for such county. And 
where the same judge is elected for two or more counties, it shall 
be the duty of the clerk of the district court having custody of such 
papers and records to transmit to the clerk of such county, or coun- 
ties, other than that in which such records are kept the original pa- 
pers in all cases pending in such district court and belonging to the 
jurisdiction of such county or counties together with transcript of 
so much of the records of said district court as relate to the same; 
and until the district courts of the Territory shall be superseded in 
manner aforesaid, the said district courts and the judges thereof, 
shall continue with the same jurisdiction and powers, to be exer- 
cised in the same judicial districts respectively, as heretofore consti- 
tuted under the laws of the Territory. Whenever a quorum of the 
judges of the supreme court of the state shall have been elected and 
qualified, the causes then pending in the supreme court of the Terri- 
tory, except such causes as would have been within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the United States, circuit court had such court ex- 
isted at the time of the commencement of such causes, and the pa- 
pers, records and proceedings of said court and the seal and other 
property pertaining thereto, shall pass into the jurisdiction and pos- 
session of the supreme court of the state, and until so superseded, 
the supreme court of the Territory and the judges thereof, shall con- 
tinue with like powers and jurisdiction as if this Constitution had 
not been adopted. 


Section 9. Seals of courts and municipalities. Until otherwise 
provided by law, the seal now in use in the supreme court of the 
Territory shall be the seal of the supreme court of the state. The 
seals of the superior courts of the several counties of the state shall 
be, until otherwise provided by law, the vignette of General George 
Washington with the words: “Seal of the Superior Court of 

— county" surrounding the vignette. The seal of munici- 
palities, and of all county officers of the Territory, shall be the seals 
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of such municipalities, and county officers respectively under the 
state, until otherwise provided by law. 


Section 10. Probate court, transfer of. When the state is ad- 
mitted into the Union, and the superior courts in the respective 
counties organized, the books, records, papers and proceedings of 
the probate court in each county, and all causes and matters of ad- 
ministration pending therein, shall, upon the expiration of the term 
of office of the probate judges, on the second Monday in January, 
1891, pass into the jurisdiction and possession of the superior court 
of the same county created by this Constitution, and the said court 
shall proceed to final judgment or decree, order or other determina- 
tion in the several matters and causes, as the territorial probate 
court might have done, if this Constitution had not been adopted. 
And until the expiration of the term of office of the probate judges, 
such probate judges shall perform the duties now imposed upon 
them by the laws of the Territory. The superior courts shall have ap- 
pellate and revisory jurisdiction over the decisions of the probate 
courts, as now provided by law, until such latter courts expire by 
limitation. 


Section 11. Duties of first legislature. The legislature, at its 
first session, shall provide for the election of all officers whose 
election is not provided for elsewhere in this Constitution, and fix 
the time for the commencement and duration of their term. 


Section 12. Election contests for superior judges, how de- 
cided. In case of a contest of election between candidates, at the 
first general election under this Constitution, for judges of the supe- 
rior courts, the evidence shall be taken in the manner prescribed by 
the Territorial laws, and the testimony so taken shall be certified to 
the secretary of state; and said officer, together with the governor 
and treasurer of state, shall review the evidence and determine who 
is entitled to the certificate of election. 


Section 13. Representation in congress. [Repealed by 
Amendment 74, 1983 Substitute Senate Joint Resolution No. 103. 
Approved November 8, 1983.] 


Original text - Art. 27 Section 13 Representation in congress -One rep- 
resentative in the congress of the United States shall be elected from the 
state at large, at the first election provided for in this Constitution; and, 
thereafter, at such times and places, and in such manner, as may be pre- 
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scribed by law. When a new apportionment shall be made by congress, the 
legislature shall divide the state into congressional districts, in accordance 
with such apportionment, The vote cast for representative in congress, at the 
first election, shall be canvassed, and the result determined in the manner 
provided for by the laws of the Territory for the canvass of the vote for dele- 
gate in congress. 


Section 14. Duration of term of certain officers. All district, 
county and precinct officers, who may be in office at the time of 
the adoption of this Constitution, and the county clerk of each 
county elected at the first election, shall hold their respective of- 
fices until the second Monday of January, A. D., 1891, and until 
such time as their successors may be elected and qualified, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this Constitution; and the official 
bonds of all such officers shall continue in full force and effect as 
though this Constitution had not been adopted. And such officers 
shall continue to receive the compensation now provided, until the 
same be changed by law. 


Section 15. Election on adoption of constitution, how to be 
conducted. The election held at the time of the adoption of this 
Constitution shall be held and conducted in all respects according 
to the laws of the Territory, and the votes cast at said election for 
all officers (where no other provisions are made in this Constitu- 
tion), and for the adoption of this Constitution and the several sepa- 
rate articles and the location of the state capital, shall be canvassed 
and returned in the several counties in the manner provided by Ter- 
ritorial law, and shall be returned to the secretary of the Territory in 
the manner provided by the Enabling Act. 


Section 16. When constitution to take effect. The provisions 
of this Constitution shall be in force from the day on which the 
president of the United States shall issue his proclamation declar- 
ing the State of Washington admitted into the Union, and the terms 
of all officers elected at the first election under the provisions of 
this Constitution shall commence on the Monday next succeeding 
the issue of said proclamation, unless otherwise provided herein. 


Section 17. Separate articles. The following separate articles 
shall be submitted to the people for adoption or rejection at the 
election for the adoption of this Constitution: 
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Separate Article, No. 1 


“All persons male and female of the age of twenty-one years or 
over, possessing the other qualifications, provided by this Constitu- 
tion, shall be entitled to vote at all elections.” 


Separate Article, No. 2 


“Tt shall not be lawful for any individual, company or corpora- 
tion, within the limits of this state, to manufacture, or cause to be 
manufactured, or to sell, or offer for sale, or in any manner dispose 
of any alcoholic, malt or spirituous liquors, except for medicinal, 
sacramental or scientific purposes.” 

If a majority of the ballots cast at said election on said separate 
articles be in favor of the adoption of either of said separate arti- 
cles, then such separate article so receiving a majority shall be- 
come a part of this Constitution and shall govern and control any 
provision of the Constitution in conflict therewith. 


Section 18. Ballot. The form of ballot to be used in voting for 
or against this Constitution, or for or against the separate articles, 
or for the permanent location of the seat of government, shall be: 


1. For the Constitution 


Against the Constitution 


2. For Woman Suffrage Article 


Against Woman Suffrage Article 
3. For Prohibition Article 


Against Prohibition Article 


4. For the Permanent Location of the Seat of Government (Name of 
place voted for) _______=-- 


The result of the election was against both woman suffrage and prohibition. 


Section 19. Appropriation. The legislature is hereby author- 
ized to appropriate from the state treasury sufficient money to pay 
any of the expenses of this convention not provided for by the Ena- 
bling Act of Congress. 
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Article XXVIII 
Compensation of State Officers 


Section 1. Salaries for legislature, elected state officials, and 
judges - Independent commission - Referendum. Salaries for 
members of the legislature, elected officials of the executive 
branch of state government, and judges of the state’s supreme 
court, court of appeals, superior courts, and district courts shall be 
fixed by an independent commission created and directed by law to 
that purpose. No state official, public employee, or person required 
by law to register with a state agency as a lobbyist, or immediate 
family member of the official, employee, or lobbyist, may be a 
member of that commission. 

As used in this section the phrase “immediate family” has the 
meaning that is defined by law. 

Any change of salary shall be filed with the secretary of state 
and shall become law ninety days thereafter without action of the 
legislature or governor, but shall be subject to referendum petition 
by the people, filed within the ninety-day period. Referendum 
measures under this section shall be submitted to the people at the 
next following general election, and shall be otherwise governed 
by the provisions of this Constitution generally applicable to refer- 
endum measures. The salaries fixed pursuant to this section shall 
supersede any other provision for the salaries of members of the 
legislature, elected officials of the executive branch of state govern- 
ment, and judges of the state’s supreme court, court of appeals, su- 
perior courts, and district courts. The salaries for such officials in 
effect on January 12, 1987; shall remain in effect until changed pur- 
suant to this section. 

After the initial adoption of a law by the legislature creating the 
independent commission, no amendment to such act which alters 
the composition of the commission shall be valid unless the amend- 
ment is enacted by a favorable vote of two-thirds of the members 
elected to each house of the legislature and is subject to referen- 
dum petition. 

The provisions of section 14 of Article IV, sections 14, 16, 17, 
19, 20, 21, and 22 of Article III, and section 23 of Article II, inso- 
far as they are inconsistent herewith, are hereby superseded. The 
provisions of section 1 of Article II relating to referendum proce- 
dures, insofar as they are inconsistent herewith, are hereby super- 
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seded with regard to the salaries governed by this section. [Amend- 
ment 78, 1986 Substitute House Joint Resolution No. 49, p 1529. 
Approved November 4, 1986.]

Article XXXII 
Special Revenue Financing 


Section 1. Special revenue financing. The legislature may en- 
act laws authorizing the state, counties, cities, towns, port districts, 
or public corporations established thereby to issue nonrecourse 
revenue bonds or other nonrecourse revenue obligations and to ap- 
ply the proceeds thereof in the manner and for the purposes hereto- 
fore or hereafter authorized by law, subject to the following 
limitations: 
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(a) Nonrecourse revenue bonds and other nonrecourse revenue 
obligations issued pursuant to this section shall be payable only 
from money or other property received as a result of projects fi- 
nanced by the nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse 
revenue obligations and from money and other property received 
from private sources. 

(b) Nonrecourse revenue bonds and other nonrecourse revenue 
obligations issued pursuant to this section shall not be payable 
from or secured by any tax funds or governmental revenue or by all 
or part of the faith and credit of the state or any unit of local gov- 
ernment. 

(c) Nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse revenue ob- 
ligations issued pursuant to this section may be issued only if the is- 
suer certifies that it reasonably believes that the interest paid on the 
bonds or obligations will be exempt from income taxation by the 
federal government. 

(d) Nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse revenue ob- 
ligations may only be used to finance industrial development pro- 
jects as defined in legislation. 

(e) The state, counties, cities, towns, port districts, or public cor- 
porations established thereby, shall never exercise their respective 
attributes of sovereignty, including but not limited to, the power to 
tax, the power of eminent domain, and the police power on behalf 
of any industrial development project authorized pursuant to this 
section. 

After the initial adoption of a law by the legislature authorizing 
the issuance of nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse 
revenue obligations, no amendment to such act which expands the 
definition of industrial development project shall be valid unless 
the amendment is enacted by a favorable vote of three-fifths of the 
members elected to each house of the legislature and is subject to 
referendum petition. 

Sections 5 and 7 of Article VIII and section 9 of Article XII 
shall not be construed as a limitation upon the authority granted by 
this section. The proceeds of revenue bonds and other revenue obli- 
gations issued pursuant to this section for the purpose of financing 
privately owned property or loans to private persons or corpora- 
tions shall be subject to audit by the state but shall not otherwise be 
deemed to be public money or public property for purposes of this 
Constitution. This section is supplemental to and shall not be con- 
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strued as a repeal of or limitation on any other authority lawfully 
exercisable under the Constitution and laws of this state, including, 
among others, any existing authority to issue revenue bonds.

If filed at least four months before the 
election at which they are to be voted upon, he shall submit the 
same to the vote of the people at the said election. If such petitions 
are filed not less than ten days before any regular session of the leg- 
islature, he shall transmit the same to the legislature as soon as it 
convenes and organizes. Such initiative measure shall take prece- 
dence over all other measures in the legislature except appropria- 
tion bills and shall be either enacted or rejected without change or 
amendment by the legislature before the end of such regular ses- 
sion. If any such initiative measure shall be enacted by the legisla- 
ture it shall be subject to the referendum petition, or it may be 
enacted and referred by the legislature to the people for approval or 
rejection at the next regular election. If it is rejected or if no action 
is taken upon it by the legislature before the end of such regular 
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session, the secretary of state shall submit it to the people for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next ensuing regular general election. The 
legislature may reject any measure so proposed by initiative peti- 
tion and propose a different one dealing with the same subject, and 
in such event both measures shall be submitted by the secretary of 
state to the people for approval or rejection at the next ensuing 
regular general election. When conflicting measures are submitted 
to the people the ballots shall be so printed that a voter can express 
separately by making one cross (X) for each, two preferences, first, 
as between either measure and neither, and secondly, as between 
one and the other. If the majority of those voting on the first issue 
is for neither, both fail, but in that case the votes on the second is- 
sue shall nevertheless be carefully counted and made public. If a 
majority voting on the first issue is for either, then the measure re- 
ceiving a majority of the votes on the second issue shall be law.

(b) Referendum. The second power reserved by the people is the 
referendum, and it may be ordered on any act, bill, law, or any part 
thereof passed by the legislature, except such laws as may be neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health or 
safety, support of the state government and its existing public insti- 
tutions, either by petition signed by the required percentage of the 
legal voters, or by the legislature as other bills are enacted. Six per 
centum, but in no case more than thirty thousand, of the legal vot- 
ers shall be required to sign and make a valid referendum petition.

(c) No act, law, or bill subject to referendum shall take effect un- 
til ninety days after the adjournment of the session at which it was 
enacted. No act, law, or bill approved by a majority of the electors 
voting thereon shall be amended or repealed by the legislature 
within a period of two years following such enactment. But such en- 
actment may be amended or repealed at any general regular or spe- 
cial election by direct vote of the people thereon.

(d) The filing of a referendum petition against one or more 
items, sections or parts of any act, law or bill shall not delay the re- 
mainder of the measure from becoming operative. Referendum pe- 
titions against measures passed by the legislature shall be filed 
with the secretary of state not later than ninety days after the final 
adjournment of the session of the legislature which passed the 
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measure on which the referendum is demanded. The veto power of 
the governor shall not extend to measures initiated by or referred to 
the people. All elections on measures referred to the people of the 
state shall be had at the biennial regular elections, except when the 
legislature shall order a special election. Any measure initiated by 
the people or referred to the people as herein provided shall take ef- 
fect and become the law if it is approved by a majority of the votes 
cast thereon: Provided, That the vote cast upon such question or 
measure shall equal one-third of the total votes cast at such elec- 
tion and not otherwise.

the total number of votes cast in such taxing district at the last pre- 
ceding general election; 

(b) By any taxing district otherwise authorized by law to issue 
general obligation bonds for capital purposes, for the sole purpose 
of making the required payments of principal and interest on gen- 
eral obligation bonds issued solely for capital purposes, other than 
the replacement of equipment, when authorized so to do by major- 
ity of at least three-fifths of the electors thereof voting on the 
proposition to issue such bonds and to pay the principal and inter- 
est thereon by an annual tax levy in excess of the limitation herein 
provided during the term of such bonds, submitted not oftener than 
twice in any calendar year, at an election held in the manner pro- 
vided by law for bond elections in such taxing district, at which 
election the total number of persons voting on the proposition shall 
constitute not less than forty per centum of the total number of

votes cast in such taxing district at the last preceding general elec- 
tion: Provided, That any such taxing district shall have the right by

(b) The construction, reconstruction, maintenance, repair, and 
betterment of public highways, county roads, bridges and city 
streets; including the cost and expense of (1) acquisition of rights- 
of-way, (2) installing, maintaining and operating traffic signs and 
signal lights, (3) policing by the state of public highways, (4) op- 
eration of movable span bridges, (5) operation of ferries which are 
a part of any public highway, county road, or city street; 

(c) The payment or refunding of any obligation of the State of 
Washington, or any political subdivision thereof, for which any of 
the revenues described in section 1 may have been legally pledged 
prior to the effective date of this act; 
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(d) Refunds authorized by law for taxes paid on motor vehicle 
fuels; 

(e) The cost of collection of any revenues described in this section: 

Provided, That this section shall not be construed to include 
revenue from general or special taxes or excises not levied primar- 
ily for highway purposes, or apply to vehicle operator’s license 
fees or any excise tax imposed on motor vehicles or the use thereof 
in lieu of a property tax thereon, or fees for certificates of owner- 
ship of motor vehicles. [1943 House Joint Resolution No. 4, p 938.

Art. 11 Section 4. County government and township organi- 
zation. The legislature shall establish a system of county govern- 
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ment, which shall be uniform throughout the state except as herein- 
after provided, and by general laws shall provide for township or- 
ganization, under which any county may organize whenever a 
majority of the qualified electors of such county voting at a general 
election shall so determine; and whenever a county shall adopt 
township organization, the assessment and collection of the reve- 
nue shall be made, and the business of such county and the local af- 
fairs of the several townships therein, shall be managed and 
transacted in the manner prescribed by such general law. 

Any county may frame a “Home Rule” charter for its own gov- 
ernment subject to the Constitution and laws of this state, and for 
such purpose the legislative authority of such county may cause an 
election to be had, at which election there shall be chosen by the 
qualified voters of said county not less than fifteen (15) nor more 
than twenty-five (25) freeholders thereof, as determined by the leg- 
islative authority, who shall have been residents of said county for 
a period of at least five (5) years preceding their election and who 
are themselves qualified electors, whose duty it shall be to convene 
within thirty (30) days after their election and prepare and propose 
a charter for such county. Such proposed charter shall be submitted 
to the qualified electors of said county, and if a majority of such 
qualified electors voting thereon ratify the same, it shall become 
the charter of said county and shall become the organic law 
thereof, and supersede any existing charter, including amendments 
thereto, or any existing form of county government, and all special 
laws inconsistent with such charter. Said proposed charter shall be 
published in two (2) legal newspapers published in said county, at 
least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks prior to the day of 
submitting the same to the electors for their approval as above pro- 
vided. All elections in this section authorized shall only be had 
upon notice, which notice shall specify the object of calling such 
election and shall be given for at least ten (10) days before the day 
of election in all election districts of said county. Said elections 
may be general or special elections and except as herein provided, 
shall be governed by the law regulating and controlling general or 
special elections in said county. Such charter may be amended by 
proposals therefor submitted by the legislative authority of said 
county to the electors thereof at any general election after notice of 
such submission published as above specified, and ratified by a ma- 
jority of the qualified electors voting thereon. In submitting any 
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such charter or amendment thereto, any alternate article or proposi- 
tion may be presented for the choice of the voters and may be 
voted on separately without prejudice to others. 

Any home rule charter proposed as herein provided, may pro- 
vide for such county officers as may be deemed necessary to carry 
out and perform all county functions as provided by charter or by 
general law, and for their compensation, but shall not affect the 
election of the prosecuting attorney, the county superintendent of 
schools, the judges of the superior court, and the justices of the 
peace, or the jurisdiction of the courts. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing provision for the calling of an 
election by the legislative authority of such county for the election 
of freeholders to frame a county charter, registered voters equal in 
number to ten (10) per centum of the voters of any such county vot- 
ing at the last preceding general election, may at any time propose 
by petition the calling of an election of freeholders. The petition 
shall be filed with the county auditor of the county at least three 
(3) months before any general election and the proposal that a 
board of freeholders be elected for the purpose of framing a county 
charter shall be submitted to the vote of the people at said general 
election, and at the same election a board of freeholders of not less 
than fifteen (15) or more than twenty-five (25), as fixed in the peti- 
tion calling for the election, shall be chosen to draft the new char- 
ter. The procedure for the nomination of qualified electors as 
candidates for said board of freeholders shall be prescribed by the 
legislative authority of the county, and the procedure for the fram- 
ing of the charter and the submission of the charter as framed shall 
be the same as in the case of a board of freeholders chosen at an 
election initiated by the legislative authority of the county. 

In calling for any election of freeholders as provided in this sec- 
tion, the legislative authority of the county shall apportion the 
number of freeholders to be elected in accordance with either the 
legislative districts or the county commissioner districts, if any, 
within said county, the number of said freeholders to be elected 
from each of said districts to be in proportion to the population of 
said districts as nearly as may be. 

Should the charter proposed receive the affirmative vote of the 
majority of the electors voting thereon, the legislative authority of 
the county shall immediately call such special election as may be 
provided for therein, if any, and the county government shall be es- 
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tablished in accordance with the terms of said charter not more 
than six (6) months after the election at which the charter was 
adopted. 

The terms of all elective officers, except the prosecuting attor- 
ney, the county superintendent of schools, the judges of the supe- 
rior court, and the justices of the peace, who are in office at the 
time of the adoption of a Home Rule Charter shall terminate as pro- 
vided in the charter. All appointive officers in office at the time the 
charter goes into effect, whose positions are not abolished thereby, 
shall continue until their successors shall have qualified. 

After the adoption of such charter, such county shall continue to 
have all the rights, powers, privileges and benefits then possessed 
or thereafter conferred by general law. All the powers, authority 
and duties granted to and imposed on county officers by general 
law, except the prosecuting attorney, the county superintendent of 
schools, the judges of the superior court and the justices of the 
peace, shall be vested in the legislative authority of the county un- 
less expressly vested in specific officers by the charter. The legisla- 
tive authority may by resolution delegate any of its executive or 
administrative powers, authority or duties not expressly vested in 
specific officers by the charter, to any county officer or officers or 
county employee or employees. 

The provisions of sections 5, 6, 7, and the first sentence of sec- 
tion 8 of this Article as amended shall not apply to counties in 
which the government has been established by charter adopted un- 
der the provisions hereof. The authority conferred on the board of 
county commissioners by Section 15 of Article II as amended, 
shall be exercised by the legislative authority of the county. [1947

No county or county government existing outside the territorial 
limits of such county and city shall exercise any police, taxation or 
other powers within the territorial limits of such county and city, 
but all such powers shall be exercised by the city and county and 
the officers thereof, subject to such constitutional provisions and 
general laws as apply to either cities or counties: Provided, That 
the provisions of sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 of this article shall 
not apply to any such city and county: Provided further, That the 
salary of any elective or appointive officer of a city and county 
shall not be changed after his election or appointment or during his 
term of office; nor shall the term of any such officer be extended 
beyond the period for which he is elected or appointed. In case an 
existing county is divided in the formation of a city and county, 
such city and county shall be liable for a just proportion of the ex- 
isting debts or liabilities of the former county, and shall account for 
and pay the county remaining a just proportion of the value of any 
real estate or other property owned by the former county and taken 
over by the county and city, the method of determining such just pro- 
portion to be prescribed by general law, but such division shall not 
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affect the rights of creditors. The officers of a city and county, their 
compensation, qualifications, term of office and manner of election 
or appointment shall be as provided for in its charter, subject to 
general laws and applicable constitutional provisions. (1947 House 
Joint Resolution No. 13, p 1386.

municipality and (b) any school district with such assent, may be al- 
lowed to become indebted to a larger amount but not exceeding five 
per centum additional for capital outlays.

They shall have such appellate jurisdiction in cases arising in jus- 
tices’ and other inferior courts in their respective counties as may 
be prescribed by law. They shall always be open, except on nonju- 
dicial days, and their process shall extend to all parts of the state. 
Said courts and their judges shall have power to issue writs of man- 
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damus, quo warranto, review, certiorari, prohibition, and writs of 
habeas corpus, on petition by or on behalf of any person in actual 
custody in their respective counties. Injunctions and writs of prohi- 
bition and of habeas corpus may be issued and served on legal holi- 
days and nonjudicial days. 


Art. 4 Section 10. Justices of the peace. The legislature shall 
determine the number of justices of the peace to be elected and 
shall prescribe by law the powers, duties and jurisdiction of jus- 
tices of the peace: Provided, That such jurisdiction granted by the 
legislature shall not trench upon the jurisdiction of superior or other 
courts of record, except that justices of the peace may be made po- 
lice justices of incorporated cities and towns. Justices of the peace 
shall have original jurisdiction in cases where the demand or value 
of the property in controversy is less than three hundred dollars or 
such greater sum, not to exceed one thousand dollars, as shall be pre- 
scribed by the legislature. In incorporated cities or towns having 
more than five thousand inhabitants, the justices of the peace shall 
receive such salary as may be provided by law, and shall receive no 
fees for their own use.

and where it is divided by islands up the middle of the widest chan-

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States and British possessions through the channel which separates 
Vancouver’s island from the continent to the termination of the 
boundary line between the United States and British possessions at 
a point in the Pacific ocean equidistant between Bonnilla point on 
Vancouver’s island and Tatoosh island light house, thence running 
in a southerly course and parallel with the coast line, keeping one 
marine league off shore to place of beginning; until such bounda- 
ries are modified by appropriate interstate compacts duly approved 
by the Congress of the United States.

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shall become the organic law thereof, and supersede any existing 
charter including amendments thereto, and all special laws incon- 
sistent with such charter. Said proposed charter shall be published 
in the daily newspaper of largest general circulation published in 
the area to be incorporated as a first class city under the charter or, 
if no daily newspaper is published therein, then in the newspaper 
having the largest general circulation within such area at least once 
each week for four weeks next preceding the day of submitting the 
same to the electors for their approval, as above provided. All elec- 
tions in this section authorized shall only be had upon notice, 
which notice shall specify the object of calling such election, and 
shall be given as required by law. Said elections may be general or 
special elections, and except as herein provided shall be governed 
by the law regulating and controlling general or special elections in 
said city. Such charter may be amended by proposals therefor sub- 
mitted by the legislative authority of such city to the electors 
thereof at any general election after notice of said submission pub- 
lished as above specified, and ratified by a majority of the qualified 
electors voting thereon. In submitting any such charter, or amend- 
ment thereto, any alternate article or proposition may be presented 
for the choice of the voters, and may be voted on separately with- 
out prejudice to others.

centum of the proceeds of the sale of public lands lying within the 
state, which shall be sold by the United States subsequent to the ad- 
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mission of the state into the Union as approved by section 13 of the 
act of congress enabling the admission of the state into the Union; 
the principal of all funds arising from the sale of lands and other 
property which have been, and hereafter may be granted to the 
state for the support of common schools. The legislature may make 
further provisions for enlarging said fund. 

There is hereby established the common school construction 
fund to be used exclusively for the purpose of financing the con- 
struction of facilities for the common schools. The sources of said 
fund shall be: (1) Those proceeds derived from the sale or appro- 
priation of timber and other crops from school and state lands sub- 
sequent to June 30, 1965, other than those granted for specific 
purposes; (2) the interest accruing on said permanent common 
school fund from and after July 1, 1967, together with all rentals 
: and other revenues derived therefrom and from lands and other 
property devoted to the permanent common school fund from and 
after July 1, 1967; and (3) such other sources as the legislature may 
direct. That portion of the common school construction fund de- 
rived from interest on the permanent common school fund may be 
used to retire such bonds as may be authorized by law for the pur- 
pose of financing the construction of facilities for the common 
schools. 

The interest accruing on the permanent common school fund to- 
gether with all rentals and other revenues accruing thereto pursuant 
to subsection (2) of this section during the period after the effective 
date of this amendment and prior to July 1, 1967, shall be exclu- 
sively applied to the current use of the common schools. 

To the extent that the moneys in the common school construc- 
tion fund are in excess of the amount necessary to allow fulfillment 
of the purpose of said fund, the excess shall be available for de- 
posit to the credit of the permanent common school fund or avail- 
able for the current use of the common schools, as the legislature 
may direct.

the person appointed to fill the vacancy must be from the same leg- 
islative district and of the same political party as the legislator 
whose office has been vacated, and in case a majority of said 
county commissioners do not agree upon the appointment within 
sixty days after the vacancy occurs, the governor shall within thirty 
days thereafter, and from the list of nominees provided for herein, 
appoint a person who shall be from the same legislative district and 
of the same political party as the legislator whose office has been 
vacated. 

Art. 11 Section 6. Vacancies in township, precinct or road 
district office. The board of county commissioners in each county 
shall fill all vacancies occurring in any township, precinct or road 
district office of such county by appointment, and officers thus ap- 
pointed shall hold office till the next general election, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified.

(a) By any taxing district when specifically authorized so to do 
by a majority of at least three-fifths of the electors thereof voting 
on the proposition to levy such additional tax submitted not more 
than twelve months prior to the date on which the proposed levy is 
to be made and not oftener than twice in such twelve month pe- 
riod, either at a special election or at the regular election of such 
taxing district, at which election the number of persons voting on 
the proposition shall constitute not less than forty per centum of 
the total number of votes cast in such taxing district at the last pre- 
ceding general election; 

(b) By any taxing district otherwise authorized by law to issue 
general obligation bonds for capital purposes, for the sole purpose 
of making the required payments of principal and interest on gen- 
eral obligation bonds issued solely for capital purposes, other than 
the replacement of equipment, when authorized so to do by major- 
ity of at least three-fifths of the electors thereof voting on the 
proposition to issue such bonds and to pay the principal and inter- 
est thereon by an annual tax levy in excess of the limitation herein 
provided during the term of such bonds, submitted not oftener than 
twice in any calendar year, at an election held in the manner pro- 
vided by law for bond elections in such taxing district, at which 
election the total number of persons voting on the proposition shall 
constitute not less than forty per centum of the total number of 
votes cast in such taxing district at the last preceding general elec- 
tion: Provided, That any such taxing district shall have the right by 
vote of its governing body to refund any general obligation bonds 
of said district issued for capital purposes only, and to provide for 
the interest thereon and amortization thereof by annual levies in ex- 
cess of the tax limitation provided for herein, And Provided Fur- 
ther, That the provisions of this section shall also be subject to the 
limitations contained in Article VIII, section 6, of this Constitution; 

(c) By the state or any taxing district for the purpose of paying 
the principal or interest on general obligation bonds outstanding on 
December 6, 1934; or for the purpose of preventing the impairment 
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of the obligation of a contract when ordered so to do by a court of 
last resort. [1971 Senate Joint Resolution No. 1, p 1827. Approved 
November 7, 1972.]

No city-county shall for any purpose become indebted in any 
manner to an amount exceeding three per centum of the taxable 
property in such city-county without the assent of three-fifths of 
the voters therein voting at an election to be held for that purpose, 
nor in cases requiring such assent shall the total indebtedness at 
any time exceed ten per centum of the value of the taxable property 
therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for city-county pur- 
poses previous to the incurring of such indebtedness: Provided, 
That no part of the indebtedness allowed in this section shall be in- 
curred for any purpose other than strictly city-county or other mu- 
nicipal purposes: Provided further, That any city-county, with such 
assent may be allowed to become indebted to a larger amount, but 
not exceeding five per centum additional for supplying such city- 
county with water, artificial light, and sewers, when the works for 
supplying such water, light, and sewers shall be owned and control- 
led by the city-county. 

No municipal corporation which is retained or otherwise pro- 
vided for within the city-county shall for any purpose become in- 
debted in any manner to an amount exceeding one and one-half per 
centum of the taxable property in such municipal corporation with- 
out the assent of three-fifths of the voters therein voting at an elec- 
tion to be held for that purpose, nor shall the total indebtedness at 
any time exceed five per centum of the value of the taxable prop- 
erty therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for city- 
county purposes previous to the incurring of such indebtedness: 
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Provided, That no part of the indebtedness allowed in this section 
shall be incurred for any purpose other than strictly municipal pur- 
poses: Provided further, That any such municipal corporation, with 
such assent, may be allowed to become indebted to a larger amount, 
but not exceeding five per centum additional for supplying such mu- 
nicipal corporation with water, artificial light, and sewers, when the 
works for supplying such water, light, and sewers shall be owned 
and controlled by the municipal corporation. All taxes which are lev- 
ied and collected within a municipal corporation for a specific pur- 
pose shall be expended within that municipal corporation.

the state, any department, authority, public corporation, or quasi 
public corporation of the state, any state university or college, or 
any other public agency created by the state but not by counties, cit- 
ies, towns, school districts, or other municipal corporations, but 
shall not include obligations for the payment of current expenses 
of state government, nor shall it include debt hereafter incurred pur- 
suant to section 3 of this Article, obligations guaranteed as pro- 
vided for in subsection (f) of this section, principal of bond 
anticipation notes or obligations issued to fund or refund the indebt- 
edness of the Washington state building authority. 

(e) The state may, without limitation, fund or refund, at or prior 
to maturity, the whole or any part of any existing debt or of any 
debt hereafter contracted pursuant to section 1, section 2, or sec- 
tion 3 of this Article, including any premium payable with respect 
thereto and interest thereon, or fund or refund, at or prior to matur- 
ity, the whole or any part of any indebtedness incurred or author- 
ized prior to the effective date of this amendment by any entity of 
the type described in subsection (g) of this section, including any 
premium payable with respect thereto and any interest thereon. 
Such funding or refunding shall not be deemed to be contracting 
debt by the state.

cient revenues from such sources to pay the principal and interest 
due on all obligations for which said source of revenue is pledged. 

(g) No money shall be paid from funds in custody of the treas- 
urer with respect to any debt contracted after the effective date of 
this amendment by the Washington state building authority, the 
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capitol committee, or any similar entity existing or operating for 
similar purposes pursuant to which such entity undertakes to fi- 
nance or provide a facility for use or occupancy by the state or any 
agency, department, or instrumentality thereof. 

(h) The legislature shall prescribe all matters relating to the con- 
tracting, funding or refunding of debt pursuant to this section, in- 
cluding: The purposes for which debt may be contracted; by a 
favorable vote of three-fifths of the members elected to each house, 
the amount of debt which may be contracted for any class of such 
purposes; the kinds of notes, bonds, or other evidences of debt 
which may be issued by the state; and the manner by which the 
treasurer shall determine and advise the legislature, any appropri- 
ate agency, officer, or instrumentality of the state as to the available 
debt capacity within the limitation set forth in this section. The leg- 
islature may delegate to any state officer, agency, or instrumental- 
ity any of its powers relating to the contracting, funding or 
refunding of debt pursuant to this section except its power to deter- 
mine the amount and purposes for which debt may be contracted. 

(1) The full faith, credit, and taxing power of the state of Wash-

event, any court of record may compel such payment. 

(j) Notwithstanding the limitations contained in subsection (b) of 
this section, the state may issue certificates of indebtedness in such 
sum or sums as may be necessary to meet temporary deficiencies of 
the treasury, to preserve the best interests of the state in the conduct 
of the various state institutions, departments, bureaus, and agencies

Art. 4 Section 6. Jurisdiction of superior courts. The supe- 
rior court shall have original jurisdiction in all cases in equity and 
in all cases at law which involve the title or possession of real prop- 
erty, or the legality of any tax, impost, assessment, toll, or munici- 
pal fine, and in all other cases in which the demand or the value of 
the property in controversy amounts to three thousand dollars or as 
otherwise determined by law, or a lesser sum in excess of the juris- 
diction granted to justices of the peace and other inferior courts, 
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and in all criminal cases amounting to felony, and in all cases of mis- 
demeanor not otherwise provided for by law; of actions of forcible 
entry and detainer; of proceedings in insolvency; of actions to pre- 
vent or abate a nuisance; of all matters of probate, of divorce, and 
for annulment of marriage; and for such special cases and proceed- 
ings as are not otherwise provided for.

Art. 2 Section 1. Legislative powers, where vested. The legis- 
lative authority of the state of Washington shall be vested in the leg- 
islature, consisting of a senate and house of representatives, which 
shall be called the legislature of the state of Washington, but the 
people reserve to themselves the power to propose bills, laws, and 
to enact or reject the same at the polls, independent of the legisla- 
ture, and also reserve power, at their own option, to approve or re- 
ject at the polls any act, item, section, or part of any bill, act, or 
law passed by the legislature. 

(a) Initiative: The first power reserved by the people is the initia- 
tive. Every such petition shall include the full text of the measure 
so proposed. In the case of initiatives to the legislature and initia- 
tives to the people, the number of valid signatures of legal voters re- 
quired shall be equal to eight percent of the votes cast for the office 
of governor at the last gubernatorial election preceding the initial 
filing of the text of the initiative measure with the secretary of state. 

Initiative petitions shall be filed with the secretary of state not 
less than four months before the election at which they are to be 
voted upon, or not less than ten days before any regular session of 
the legislature. If filed at least four months before the election at 
which they are to be voted upon, he shall submit the same to the 
vote of the people at the said election. If such petitions are filed not 
less than ten days before any regular session of the legislature, he 
shall certify the results within forty days of the filing. If certifica- 
tion is not complete by the date that the legislature convenes, he 
shall provisionally certify the measure pending final certification 
of the measure. Such initiative measures, whether certified or provi- 
sionally certified, shall take precedence over all other measures in 
the legislature except appropriation bills and shall be either enacted 
or rejected without change or amendment by the legislature before 
the end of such regular session. If any such initiative measures 
shall be enacted by the legislature it shall be subject to the referen- 
dum petition, or it may be enacted and referred by the legislature 
to the people for approval or rejection at the next regular election. 
If it is rejected or if no action is taken upon it by the legislature be- 
fore the end of such regular session, the secretary of state shall sub- 
mit it to the people for approval or rejection at the next ensuing 
regular general election.

proposed by initiative petition and propose a different one dealing 
with the same subject, and in such event both measures shall be 
submitted by the secretary of state to the people for approval or re- 
jection at the next ensuing regular general election. When conflict- 
ing measures are submitted to the people the ballots shall be so 
printed that a voter can express separately by making one cross (X) 
for each, two preferences, first, as between either measure and nei- 
ther, and secondly, as between one and the other. If the majority of 
those voting on the first issue is for neither, both fail, but in that 
case the votes on the second issue shall nevertheless be carefully 
counted and made public. If a majority voting on the first issue is 
for either, then the measure receiving a majority of the votes on the 
second issue shall be law. 

(b) Referendum. The second power reserved by the people is the 
referendum, and it may be ordered on any act, bill, law, or any part 
thereof passed by the legislature, except such laws as may be neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health or 
safety, support of the state government and its existing public insti- 
tutions, either by petition signed by the required percentage of the 
legal voters, or by the legislature as other bills are enacted: Pro- 
vided, That the legislature may not order a referendum on any in- 
itiative measure enacted by the legislature under the foregoing 
subsection (a). The number of valid signatures of registered voters 
required on a petition for referendum of an act of the legislature or 
any part thereof, shall be equal to or exceeding four percent of the 
votes cast for the office of governor at the last gubernatorial elec- 
tion preceding the filing of the text of the referendum measure with 
the secretary of state. 

(c) No act, law, or bill subject to referendum shall take effect un- 
til ninety days after the adjournment of the session at which it was 
enacted. No act, law, or bill approved by a majority of the electors 
voting thereon shall be amended or repealed by the legislature 
within a period of two years following such enactment: Provided, 
That any such act, law, or bill may be amended within two years af- 
ter such enactment at any regular or special session of the legisla- 
ture by a vote of two-thirds of all the members elected to each 
house with full compliance with section 12, Article III, of the 
Washington Constitution, and no amendatory law adopted in ac- 
cordance with this provision shall be subject to referendum. But 
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such enactment may be amended or repealed at any general regular 
or special election by direct vote of the people thereon. 

(d) The filing of a referendum petition against one or more 
items, sections, or parts of any act, law, or bill shall not delay the 
remainder of the measure from becoming operative. Referendum 
petitions against measures passed by the legislature shall be filed 
with the secretary of state not later than ninety days after the final 
adjournment of the session of the legislature which passed the 
measure on which the referendum is demanded. The veto power of 
the governor shall not extend to measures initiated by or referred to 
the people. All elections on measures referred to the people of the 
state shall be had at the next succeeding regular general election 
following the filing of the measure with the secretary of state, ex- 
cept when the legislature shall order a special election. Any meas- 
ure initiated by the people or referred to the people as herein 
provided shall take effect and become the law if it is approved by a 
majority of the votes cast thereon: Provided, That the vote cast 
upon such question or measure shall equal one-third of the total 
votes cast at such election and not otherwise. Such measure shall 
be in operation on and after the thirtieth day after the election at 
which it is approved. The style of all bills proposed by initiative pe- 
tition shall be: “Be it enacted by the people of the State of Washing- 
ton.” This section shall not be construed to deprive any member of 
the legislature of the right to introduce any measure.

Art. 32 Section 1. Special revenue financing. The legislature 
may enact laws authorizing the state, counties, cities, towns, port 
districts, or public corporations established thereby to issue nonre- 
course revenue bonds or other nonrecourse revenue obligations and 
to apply the proceeds thereof in the manner and for the purposes 
heretofore or hereafter authorized by law, subject to the following 
limitations: 

(a) Nonrecourse revenue bonds and other nonrecourse revenue 
obligations issued pursuant to this section shall be payable only 
from money or other property received as a result of projects fi- 
nanced by the nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse 
revenue obligations and from money and other property received 
from private sources. 

(b) Nonrecourse revenue bonds and other nonrecourse revenue 
obligations issued pursuant to this section shall not be payable 
from or secured by any tax funds or governmental revenue or by all 
or part of the faith and credit of the state or any unit of local gov- 
ernment. 

(c) Nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse revenue ob- 
ligations issued pursuant to this section may be issued only if the is- 
suer certifies that it reasonably believes that the interest paid on the 
bonds or obligations will be exempt from income taxation by the 
federal government. 

(d) Nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse revenue ob- 
ligations may only be used to finance industrial development pro- 
jects as defined in legislation. 
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(e) The state, counties, cities, towns, port districts, or public cor- 
porations established thereby, shall never exercise their respective 
attributes of sovereignty, including but not limited to, the power to 
tax, the power of eminent domain, and the police power on behalf 
of any industrial development project authorized pursuant to this 
section. 

After the initial adoption of a law by the legislature authorizing 
the issuance of nonrecourse revenue bonds or other nonrecourse 
revenue obligations, no amendment to such act which expands the 
definition of industrial development project shall be valid unless 
the amendment is enacted by a favorable vote of three-fifths of the 
members elected to each house of the legislature and is subject to 
referendum petition. 

Sections 5 and 7 of Article VIII and section 9 of Article XII 
shall not be construed as a limitation upon the authority granted by 
this section. The proceeds of revenue bonds and other revenue obli- 
gations issued pursuant to this section for the purpose of financing 
privately owned property or loans to private persons or corpora- 
tions shall be subject to audit by the state but shall not otherwise be 
deemed to be public money or public property for purposes of this 
Constitution. This section is supplemental to and shall not be con- 
strued as a repeal of or limitation on any other authority lawfully 
exercisable under the Constitution and laws of this state, including, 
among others, any existing authority to issue revenue bonds. [1981

(2) The commission shall be composed of five members to be se- 
lected as follows: The legislative leader of the two largest political 
parties in each house of the legislature shall appoint one voting 
member to the commission by January 15th of each year ending in 
one. By January 31st of each year ending in one, the four ap- 
pointed members, by an affirmative vote of at least three, shall ap- 
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point the remaining member. The fifth member of the commission, 
who shall be nonvoting, shall act as its chairperson. If any appoint- 
ing authority fails to make the required appointment by the date es- 
tablished by this subsection, within five days after that date the 
supreme court shall make the required appointment. 

(3) No elected official and no person elected to legislative dis- 
trict, county, or state political party office may serve on the com- 
mission. A commission member shall not have been an elected 
official and shall not have been an elected legislative district, 
county, or state political party officer within two years of his or her 
appointment to the commission. The provisions of this subsection 
do not apply to the office of precinct committee person. 

(4) The legislature shall enact laws providing for the implemen- 
tation of this section, to include additional qualifications for com- 
missioners and additional standards to govern the commission. The 
legislature shall appropriate funds to enable the commission to 
carry out its duties. 

(5) Each district shall contain a population, excluding nonresi- 
dent military personnel, as nearly equal as practicable to the popu- 
lation of any other district. To the extent reasonable, each district 
shall contain contiguous territory, shall be compact and convenient, 
and shall be separated from adjoining districts by natural geo- 
graphic barriers, artificial barriers, or political subdivision bounda- 
ries. The commission’s plan shall not provide for a number of 
legislative districts different than that established by the legislature. 
The commission’s plan shall not be drawn purposely to favor or 
discriminate against any political party or group. 

(6) The commission shall complete redistricting as soon as pos- 
sible following the federal decennial census, but no later than Janu- 
ary lst of each year ending in two. At least three of the voting 
members shall approve such a redistricting plan. If three of the vot- 
ing members of the commission fail to approve a plan within the 
time limitations provided in this subsection, the supreme court 
shall adopt a plan by April 30th of the year ending in two in confor- 
mance with the standards set forth in subsection (5) of this section. 

(7) The legislature may amend the redistricting plan but must do 
so by a two-thirds vote of the legislators elected or appointed to 
each house of the legislature. Any amendment must have passed 
both houses by the end of the thirtieth day of the first session con- 
vened after the commission has submitted its plan to the legisla- 
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ture. After that day, the plan, with any legislative amendments, con- 
stitutes the state districting law. 

(8) The legislature shall enact laws providing for the reconven- 
ing of a commission for the purpose of modifying a districting law 
adopted under this section. Such reconvening requires a two-thirds 
vote of the legislators elected or appointed to each house of the leg- 
islature. The commission shall conform to the standards prescribed 
under subsection (5) of this section and any other standards or pro- 
cedures that the legislature may provide by law. At least three of 
the voting members shall approve such a modification. Any modifi- 
cation adopted by the commission may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the legislators elected and appointed to each house of 
the legislature. The state districting law shall include the modifica- 
tions with amendments, if any. 

(9) The legislature shall prescribe by law the terms of commission 
members and the method of filling vacancies on the commission. 

(10) The supreme court has original jurisdiction to hear and de- 
cide all cases involving congressional and legislative redistricting. 

(11) Legislative and congressional districts may not be changed 
or established except pursuant to this section. A districting plan 
and any legislative amendments to the plan are not subject to Arti- 
cle III, section 12 of this Constitution.

(a) By any taxing district when specifically authorized so to do 
by a majority of at least three-fifths of the electors thereof voting 
on the proposition to levy such additional tax submitted not more 
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than twelve months prior to the date on which the proposed levy is 
to be made and not oftener than twice in such twelve month pe- 
riod, either at a special election or at the regular election of such 
taxing district, at which election the number of persons voting 
“yes” on the proposition shall constitute three-fifths of a number 
equal to forty per centum of the total votes cast in such taxing dis- 
trict at the last preceding general election when the number of elec- 
tors voting on the proposition does not exceed forty per centum of 
the total votes cast in such taxing district in the last preceding gen- 
eral election; or by a majority of at least three-fifths of the electors 
thereof voting on the proposition to levy when the number of elec- 
tors voting on the proposition exceeds forty percentum of the total 
votes cast in such taxing district in the last preceding general elec- 
tion: Provided, That notwithstanding any other provision of this 
Constitution, any proposition pursuant to this subsection to levy ad- 
ditional tax for the support of the common schools may provide 
such support for a two year period and any proposition to levy an 
additional tax to support the construction, modernization, or remod- 
elling of school facilities may provide such support for a period not 
exceeding six years; 

(b) By any taxing district otherwise authorized by law to issue 
general obligation bonds for capital purposes, for the sole purpose 
of making the required payments of principal and interest on gen- 
eral obligation bonds issued solely for capital purposes, other than 
the replacement of equipment, when authorized so to do by major- 
ity of at least three-fifths of the electors thereof voting on the 
proposition to issue such bonds and to pay the principal and inter- 
est thereon by an annual tax levy in excess of the limitation herein 
provided during the term of such bonds, submitted not oftener than 
twice in any calendar year, at an election held in the manner pro- 
vided by law for bond elections in such taxing district, at which 
election the total number of persons voting on the proposition shall 
constitute not less than forty per centum of the total number of 
votes cast in such taxing district at the last preceding general elec- 
tion: Provided, That any such taxing district shall have the right by 
vote of its governing body to refund any general obligation bonds 
of said district issued for capital purposes only, and to provide for 
the interest thereon and amortization thereof by annual levies in ex- 
cess of the tax limitation provided for herein, And provided further, 
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That the provisions of this section shall also be subject to the limi- 
tations contained in Article VIII, Section 6, of this Constitution; 

(c) By the state or any taxing district for the purpose of paying 
the principal or interest on general obligation bonds outstanding on 
December 6, 1934; or for the purpose of preventing the impairment 
of the obligation of a contract when ordered so to do by a court of 
last resort.

Art. 4 Section 31. Commission on judicial conduct. 

(1) There shall be a commission on judicial conduct, existing as an 
independent agency of the judicial branch, and consisting of a 
judge selected by and from the court of appeals judges, a judge se- 
lected by and from the superior court judges, a judge selected by 
and from the district court judges, two persons admitted to the prac- 
tice of law in this state selected by the state bar association, and six 
persons who are not attomeys appointed by the governor. 

(2) Whenever the commission receives a complaint against a judge 
or justice, or otherwise has reason to believe that a judge or justice 
should be admonished, reprimanded, censured, suspended, removed, 
or retired, the commission shall first investigate the complaint or be- 
lief and then conduct initial proceedings for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether probable cause exists for conducting a public hearing or 
hearings to deal with the complaint or belief. The investigation and in- 
itial proceedings shall be confidential. Upon beginning an initial pro- 
ceeding, the commission shall notify the judge or justice of the 
existence of and basis for the initial proceeding. 

(3) Whenever the commission concludes, based on an initial pro- 
ceeding, that there is probable cause to believe that a judge or jus- 
tice has violated a rule of judicial conduct or that the judge or 
justice suffers from a disability which is permanent or likely to be- 
come permanent and which seriously interferes with the perform- 
ance of judicial duties, the commission shall conduct a public 
hearing or hearings and shall make public all those records of the 
initial proceeding that provide the basis for its conclusion. If the 
commission concludes that there is not probable cause, it shall no- 
tify the judge or justice of its conclusion. 

(4) Upon the completion of the hearing or hearings, the commis- 
sion in open session shall either dismiss the case, or shall admon- 
ish, reprimand, or censure the judge or justice, or shall censure the 
judge or justice and recommend to the supreme court the suspen- 
sion or removal of the judge or justice, or shall recommend to the 
supreme court the retirement of the judge or justice. The commis- 
sion may not recommend suspension or removal unless it censures 
the judge or justice for the violation serving as the basis for the rec- 
ommendation. The commission may recommend retirement of a 
judge or justice for a disability which is permanent or likely to be- 
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come permanent and which seriously interferes with the perform- 
ance of judicial duties. 

(5) Upon the recommendation of the commission, the supreme 
court may suspend, remove, or retire a judge or justice. The office 
of a judge or justice retired or removed by the supreme court be- 
comes vacant, and that person is ineligible for judicial office until 
eligibility is reinstated by the supreme court. The salary of a re- 
moved judge or justice shall cease. The supreme court shall specify 
the effect upon salary when it suspends a judge or justice. The su- 
preme court may not suspend, remove, or retire a judge or justice 
until the commission, after notice and hearing, recommends that ac- 
tion be taken, and the supreme court conducts a hearing, after no- 
tice, to review commission proceedings and findings against the 
judge or justice. 

(6) Within thirty days after the commission admonishes, repri- 
mands, or censures a judge or justice, the judge or justice shall 
have a right of appeal de novo to the supreme court. 

(7) Any matter before the commission or supreme court may be 
disposed of by a stipulation entered into in a public proceeding. 
The stipulation shall be signed by the judge or justice and the com- 
mission or court. The stipulation may impose any terms and condi- 
tions deemed appropriate by the commission or court. A stipulation 
shall set forth all material facts relating to the proceeding and the 
conduct of the judge or justice. 

(8) Whenever the commission adopts a recommendation that a 
judge or justice be removed, the judge or justice shall be suspended 
immediately, with salary, from his or her judicial position until a fi- 
nal determination is made by the supreme court. 

(9) The legislature shall provide for commissioners’ terms of of- 
fice and compensation. The commission shall employ one or more 
investigative officers with appropriate professional training and ex- 
perience. The investigative officers of the commission shall report 
directly to the commission. The commission shall also employ 
such administrative or other staff as are necessary to manage the af- 
fairs of the commission. 

(10) The commission shall, to the extent that compliance does 
not conflict with this section, comply with laws of general applica- 
bility to state agencies with respect to rule-making procedures, and 
with respect to public notice of and attendance at commission pro- 
ceedings other than initial proceedings. The commission shall estab- 
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lish rules of procedure for commission proceedings including due 
process and confidentiality of proceedings. [1989 Substitute Senate 
Joint Resolution No. 8202, p 3000.

Art. 4 Section 6. Jurisdiction of superior courts. Superior 
courts and district courts have concurrent jurisdiction in cases in 
equity. The superior court shall have original jurisdiction in all 
cases at law which involve the title or possession of real property, 
or the legality of any tax, impost, assessment, toll, or municipal fine, 
and in all other cases in which the demand or the value of the prop- 
erty in controversy amounts to three thousand dollars or as other-

They shall always 
be open, except on nonjudicial days, and their process shall extend 
to all parts of the state. Said courts and their judges shall have 
power to issue writs of mandamus, quo warranto, review, certio- 
rari, prohibition, and writs of habeas corpus, on petition by or on 
behalf of any person in actual custody in their respective counties. 
Injunctions and writs of prohibition and of habeas corpus may be 
issued and served on legal holidays and nonjudicial days.

strued as to excuse acts of licentiousness or justify practices incon- 
sistent with the peace and safety of the state.

Art. 4 Section 3. Election and terms of supreme court 
judges. The judges of the supreme court shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of the state at large at the general state election at 
the times and places at which state officers are elected, unless 
some other time be provided by the legislature. The first election of 
judges of the supreme court shall be at the election which shall be 
held upon the adoption of this Constitution and the judges elected 
thereat shall be classified by lot, so that two shall hold their office 
for the term of three years, two for the term of five years, and one 
for the term of seven years. The lot shall be drawn by the judges 
who shall for that purpose assemble at the seat of government, and 
they shall cause the result thereof to be certified to the secretary of 
state, and filed in his office. The supreme court shall select a chief 
justice from its own membership to serve for a four-year term at 
the pleasure of a majority of the court as prescribed by supreme 
court rule. The chief justice shall preside at all sessions of the su- 
preme court. In case of the absence of the chief justice, the major- 
ity of the remaining court shall select one of their members to 
serve as acting chief justice. After the first election the terms of 
judges elected shall be six years from and after the second Monday 
in January next succeeding their election. If a vacancy occur in the 
office of a judge of the supreme court the governor shall only ap- 
point a person to ensure the number of judges as specified by the 
legislature, to hold the office until the election and qualification of 
a judge to fill the vacancy, which election shall take place at the 
next succeeding general election, and the judge so elected shall 
hold the office for the remainder of the unexpired term. The term 
of office of the judges of the supreme court, first elected, shall com- 
mence as soon as the state shall have been admitted into the Union, 
and continue for the term herein provided, and until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified. The sessions of the supreme court 
shall be held at the seat of government until otherwise provided by 
law.

Section I 
Officers-Members-Employees 


Duties of the President 


Rule 1. 1. The president shall take the chair and call the senate to 
order precisely at the hour appointed for meeting, and, if a quorum 
be present, shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 
(See also Art. 3, Sec. 16, State Constitution.) 

2 . The president shall preserve order and decorum, and in case 
of any disturbance or disorderly conduct within the chamber, legis- 
lative area, legislative offices or buildings, and legislative hearing 
and meeting rooms, shall order the sergeant at arms to suppress the 
same, and may order the arrest of any person creating any distur- 
bance within the senate chamber. 

3. The president shall have charge of and see that all officers 
and employees perform their respective duties, and shall have gen- 
eral control of the senate chamber and wings. (See also Art. 2, Sec. 
10, State Constitution.) 

4. The president may speak to points of order in preference to 
members, arising from the president’s seat for that purpose, and 
shall decide all questions of order subject to an appeal to the senate 
by any member, on which appeal no member shall speak more than 
once without leave of the senate. 

5. The president shall, in open session, sign all acts, addresses 
and joint resolutions. The president shall sign all writs, warrants 
and subpoenas issued by order of the senate, all of which shall be 
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attested by the secretary. (See also Art. 2, Sec. 32, State Constitu- 
tion.) 

6. The president shall appoint all conference, special, joint and 
hereinafter named standing committees on the part of the senate. 
The appointment of the conference, special, joint and standing 
committees shall be confirmed by the senate. In the event the sen- 
ate refuses to confirm any conference, special, joint or standing 
committee or committees, such committee or committees shall be 
elected by the senate. 

7. The president shall, on each day, announce to the senate the 
business in order, and no business shal] be taken up or considered 
until the order to which it belongs shall be declared. 

8. The president shall decide and announce the result of any 
vote taken. 

9. When a vote of the senate is equally divided, the lieutenant 
governor, when presiding, shall have the deciding vote on ques- 
tions other than the final passage of a bill. (See also Art. 2, Sec. 10 
and 22, State Constitution.) 


President Pro Tempore 
Rule 2. 1. Upon the organization of the senate the members shall 
elect one of their number as president pro tempore who shall have 
all the powers and authority and who shall discharge all the duties 
of lieutenant governor acting as president during the lieutenant gov- 
ernor’s absence. The senate shall also elect a vice-president pro 
tempore who will serve in the absence of the lieutenant governor 
and the president pro tempore. (See Art. 2, Sec. 10, State Constitu- 
tion.) 

2. In the absence of the president pro tempore, and vice presi- 
dent pro tempore, or with their consent, the president shall have the 
right to name any senator to perform the duties of the chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, nor 
authorize the senator so substituted to sign any documents requir- 
ing the signature of the president. 


Secretary of the Senate 
Rule 3. 1. The senate shall elect a secretary, who shall appoint a 
deputy secretary, both of whom shall be officers of the senate and 
shall perform the usual duties pertaining to their offices, and they 
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shall hold office until their successors have been elected or ap- 
pointed. 

2. The secretary is the Personnel Officer of the senate and shall 
appoint, subject to the approval of the senate, all other senate em- 
ployees and the hours of duty and assignments of all senate em- 
ployees shall be under the secretary’s directions and instructions 
and they may be dismissed at the secretary’s discretion. 

3. The secretary of the senate, prior to the convening of the next 
regular session, shall prepare his office to receive bills which the 
holdover members and members-elect may desire to prefile com- 
mencing with the first Monday in December preceding any regular 
session or twenty days prior to any special session of the legisla- 
ture. 


Sergeant at Arms 
Rule 4. 1. The senate shall elect a sergeant at arms who shall per- 
form the usual duties pertaining to that office, and shall hold office 
until a successor has been elected. 

2. The sergeant at arms shall not admit to the floor of the senate 
during the time the senate is not convened any person other than 
specifically requested by a senator, the president, or the secretary 
of the senate, in writing or when personally accompanied by a 
senator. 


Subordinate Officers 
Rule 5. The subordinate officers of the senate shall perform such 
duties as usually pertain to their respective positions in legislative 
bodies under the direction of the president, and such other duties as 
the senate may impose upon them. Under no circumstances shall 
the compensation of any employee be increased for past services. 
(See also Art. 2, Sec. 25, State Constitution.) 


Employees 
Rule 6. 1. No senate employee shall lobby in favor of or against 
any matter under consideration. 
2. Senate employees are governed by joint rules and chapters 
42.17 (the Public Disclosure Act) and 42.52 RCW (the Ethics in 
Public Service Act. 
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Conduct of Members and Officers 


Rule 7. 1. Indecorous conduct, boisterous or unbecoming lan- 
guage will not be permitted in the senate at any time. 

2. In cases of breach of decorum or propriety, any senator, offi- 
cer or other person shall be liable to such censure or punishment as 
the senate may deem proper, and if any senator be called to order 
for offensive or indecorous language or conduct, the person calling 
the senator to order shall report the language excepted to which 
shall be taken down or noted at the secretary's desk. No member 
shall be held to answer for any language used upon the floor of the 
senate if business has intervened before exception to the language 
was thus taken and noted. 

3. If any senator in speaking, or otherwise, transgresses the rules 
of the senate, the president shall, or any senator may, call that sena- 
tor to order, and a senator so called to order shall resume the sena- 
tor's seat and not proceed without leave of the senate, which leave, 
if granted, shall be upon motion “that the senator be allowed to pro- 
ceed in order," when, if carried, the senator shall speak to the ques- 
tion under consideration. 

4. No senator shall be absent from the senate without leave, ex- 
cept in case of accident or sickness, and if any senator or officer 
shall be absent the senator's per diem shall not be allowed or paid, 
and no senator or officer shall obtain leave of absence or be ex- 
cused from attendance without the consent of a majority of the 
members present. 

5. In the event of a motion or resolution to censure or punish, or 
any procedural motion thereto involving a senator, that senator 
shall not vote thereon. The senator shall be allowed to answer to 
such motion or resolution. An election or vote by the senate on a 
motion to censure or punish a senator shall require the vote of a 
majority of all senators elected or appointed to the senate. A vote 
to expel a member shall require a two-thirds concurrence of all 
members elected or appointed to the senate. All votes shall be 
taken by yeas and nays and the votes shall be entered upon the jour- 
nal. (See also Art. 2, Sec. 9, State Constitution.) 
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Section II 
Operations and Management 


Payment of Expenses - Facilities and Operations 
Rule 8. 1. After the reorganization caucuses of the Senate, the ma- 
jority caucus shall designate four members and the minority cau- 
cus shall designate three members to serve on the Facilities and 
Operations Committee. The chair of the majority caucus shall be 
the chair of the Facilities and Operations Committee. The opera- 
tion of the Senate shall transfer to the newly designated members 
after the reorganization caucuses of the Senate. 

2. All necessary expenses of the senate incurred during the ses- 
sion shall be signed for by the secretary and approved by a major- 
ity of the committee on facilities and operations. The committee on 
facilities and operations shall carefully consider all items of expen- 
diture ordered or contracted on the part of the senate, and report 
upon the same prior to the voucher being signed by the secretary of 
the senate authorizing the payment thereof. The committee on fa- 
cilities and operations shall issue postage only as follows: 

a) To elected or appointed members of the senate in an amount 
sufficient to allow performance of their legislative duties. 

b) To the secretary of the senate in an amount sufficient to carry 
out the business of the senate. 


Use of Senate Chambers 
Rule 9. The senate chamber and its facilities shall not be used for 
any but legislative business, except by permission of the senate 
while in session, or by the facilities and operations committee 
when not in session. 


Admission to the Senate 

Rule 10. The sergeant at arms shall admit only the following indi- 
viduals to the floor and adjacent areas of the senate for the period 
of time beginning one-half hour before convening and ending 
when the senate has adjourned or recessed for an hour or more: 

The governor and/or designees, 

Members of the house of representatives, 

State elected officials, 
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Officers and authorized employees of the legislature, 

Honored guests being presented to the senate, 

Former members of the senate who are not registered lobbyists 
pursuant to chapter 42.17 RCW, 

Representatives of the press, 

Persons specifically requested by a senator to the president in 
writing or only as long as accompanied by a senator. 


Printing of Bills 
Rule 11. The number of bills printed and reprinted shall be at the 
discretion of the secretary of the senate, with the approval of the fa- 
cilities and operations committee. 


Furnishing Full File of Bills 
Rule 12. Persons, firms, corporations and organizations within the 
state, desirous of receiving copies of all printed senate bills, shall 
make application therefor to the secretary of the senate. The bill 
clerk shall send copies of all printed senate bills to such persons, 
firms, corporations and organizations as may be ordered by the sec- 
retary of the senate. The secretary of the senate is authorized to re- 
coup costs. 


Regulation of Lobbyists 
Rule 13. All persons who engage in lobbying of any kind as de- 
fined in chapter 42.17 RCW shall be subject to the rules of the sen- 
ate and legislature when lobbying before the senate. Any person 
who fails to conform to the senate or joint rules may have their 
privilege to lobby and all other privileges revoked upon a majority 
vote of the committee on rules for such time as is deemed appropri- 
ate by the committee. 

Any person registered as a lobbyist pursuant to chapter 42.17 
RCW who intervenes in or attempts to influence any personnel de- 
cision of the senate regarding any employee may suffer an immedi- 
ate revocation of all privileges before the senate or such other 
privileges and for such time as may be deemed appropriate by the 
senate committee on rules. This restriction shall not prohibit a reg- 
istered lobbyist from making written recommendations for staff po- 
sitions. : 
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Security Management 
Rule 14. The sergeant at arms may develop methods to protect the 
Senate, including its members, staff, and the visiting public, by es- 
tablishing procedures to curtail the use or possession of any 
weapon in a manner that is prohibited by law or by the rules of the 
Department of General Administration. 


Section III 
Rules and Order 


Time of Convening 


Rule 15. The senate shall convene at 10:00 a.m. each working 
day, unless adjourned to a different hour. The senate shall adjourn 
not later than 10:00 p.m. of each working day. The senate shall re- 
cess ninety minutes for lunch each working day. When reconven- 
ing on the same day the senate shall recess ninety minutes for 
dinner each working evening. This rule may be suspended by a ma- 
jority. 


Quorum 


Rule 16. A majority of all members elected to the senate shall be 
necessary to constitute a quorum to do business. Less than a quo- 
rum may adjourn from day to day until a quorum can be had. (See 
Art. 2, Sec. 8, State Constitution.) 


Order of Business 

Rule 17. After the roll is called and journal read and approved, 
business shall be disposed of in the following order: 

FIRST. Reports of standing committees. 

SECOND. Reports of select committees. 

THIRD. Messages from the governor and other state officers. 

FOURTH. Messages from the house of representatives. 

FIFTH. Introduction, first reading and reference of bills, joint 
memorials, joint resolutions and concurrent resolutions. 

SIXTH. Second reading of bills. 

SEVENTH. Third reading of bills. 
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EIGHTH. Presentation of petitions, memorials and floor resolu- 
tions. 

NINTH. Presentation of motions. 

The order of business established by this rule may be changed 
and any order of business already dealt with may be reverted or ad- 
vanced to by a majority vote of those present. 

All questions relating to the priority of business shall be decided 
without debate. 

Messages from the governor, other state officers, and from the 
house of representatives may be considered at any time with the 
consent of the senate. 


Special Order 


Rule 18. The president shall call the senate to order at the hour 
fixed for the consideration of a special order, and announce that the 
special order is before the senate, which shall then be considered 
unless it is postponed by a majority vote of the members present, 
and any business before the senate at the time of the announcement 
of the special order shall take its regular position in the order of 
business. 


Unfinished Business 


Rule 19. The unfinished business at the preceding adjournment 
shall have preference over all other matters, excepting special or- 
ders, and no motion or any other business shal] be received without 
special leave of the senate until the former is disposed of. 


Motion and Senate Floor Resolutions 
(How Presented) 

Rule 20. 1. No motion shall be entertained or debated until an- 
nounced by the president and every motion shall be deemed to 
have been seconded. It shall be reduced to writing and read by the 
secretary, if desired by the president or any senator, before it shall 
be debated, and by the consent of the senate may be withdrawn be- 
fore amendment or action. 

2. Senate floor resolutions shall be acted upon in the same man- 
ner as motions. All senate floor resolutions shall be on the secre- 
tary’s desk at least twenty-four hours prior to consideration. 
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Precedence of Motions

following motions are in order, in the rank named:

Subsidiary Motions 

Ist Rank: To lay on the table 

2nd Rank: For the previous question 

3rd Rank: To postpone to a day certain

To postpone indefinitely 

4th Rank: To amend 

No motion to postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to post- 
pone indefinitely, being decided, shall again be allowed on the 
same day and at the same stage of the proceedings, and when a 
question has been postponed indefinitely it shall not again be intro- 
duced during the session. 

A motion to lay an amendment on the table shall not carry the 
main question with it unless so specified in the motion to table. 

At no time shall the senate entertain a Question of Considera- 
tion. 
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Voting 
Rule 22. 1. In all cases of election by the senate, the votes shall be 
taken by yeas and nays, and no senator or other person shall re- 
main by the secretary’s desk while the roll is being called or the 
votes are being counted. No senator shall be allowed to vote except 
when within the bar of the senate, or upon any question upon 
which he or she is in any way personally or directly interested, nor 
be allowed to explain a vote or discuss the question while the yeas 
and nays are being called, nor change a vote after the result has 
been announced. (See also Art. 2, Secs. 27 and 30, State Constitu- 
tion.) 

2. A member not voting by reason of personal or direct interest, 
or by reason of an excused absence, may explain the reason for not 
voting by a brief statement not to exceed fifty words in the journal. 

3. The yeas and nays shall be taken when called for by one-sixth 
of all the senators present, and every senator within the bar of the 
senate shall vote unless excused by the unanimous vote of the 
members present, and the votes shall be entered upon the journal. 
(See also Art. 2, Sec. 21. State Constitution.) 

When once begun the roll call may not be interrupted for any 
purpose other than to move a call of the senate. (See also Rule 24.) 

4. A senator having been absent during roll call may ask to have 
his or her name called. Such a request must be made before the re- 
sult of the roll call has been announced by the president. 

5. The passage of a bill or action on a question is lost by a tie 
vote, but when a vote of the senate is equally divided, the lieuten- 
ant governor, when presiding, shall have the deciding vote on ques- 
tions other than the final passage of a bill. (See also Art. 2, Secs. 

10 and 22, State Constitution.) 

6. The order of the names on the roll call shall be alphabetical 
by last name. 

7. All votes in a committee shall be recorded, and the record 
shall be preserved as prescribed by the secretary of the senate. One- 
sixth of the committee may demand an oral roll call. 


Announcement of Vote 


Rule 23. The announcement of all votes shall be made by the 
president. 
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Call of the Senate 
Rule 24. Although a roll call is in progress, a call of the senate 
may be moved by three senators, and if carried by a majority of all 
present the secretary shall call the roll, after which the names of 
the absentees shall again be called. The doors shall then be locked 
and the sergeant at arms directed to take into custody all who may 
be absent without leave, and all the senators so taken into custody 
shall be presented at the bar of the senate for such action as the sen- 
ate may deem proper. 


One Subject in a Bill 
Rule 25. No bill shall embrace more than one subject and that 
shall be expressed in the title. (See also Art. 2, Sec. 19, State Con- 
stitution.) 


No Amendment by Mere Reference to Title of Act 
Rule 26. No act shall ever be revised or amended by mere refer- 
ence to its title, but the act revised or the section amended shall be 
set forth at full length. (See also Art. 2, Sec. 37, State Constitution.) 


Reading of Papers 
Rule 27. When the reading of any paper is called for, and is ob- 
jected to by any senator, it shall be determined by a vote of the sen- 
ate, without debate. 

Any and all copies of reproductions of newspaper or magazine 
editorials, articles or cartoons or publications or material of any na- 
ture distributed to senators’ desks must bear the name of at least 
one senator granting permission for the distribution. This shall not 
apply to materials normally distributed by the secretary of the sen- 
ate or the majority or minority caucuses. 


Comparing Enrolled and Engrossed Bills 
Rule 28. Any senator shall have the right to compare an enrolled 
bill with the engrossed bill and may note any objections in the Jour- 
nal. 
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Section IV 
Parliamentary Procedure 


Rules of Debate 


Rule 29. When any senator is about to speak in debate, or submit 
any matter to the senate, the senator shall rise, and standing in 
place, respectfully address the President, and when recognized 
shall, in a courteous manner, speak to the question under debate, 
avoiding personalities . No senator shall impeach the motives of 
any other member or speak more than twice (except for explana- 
tion) during the consideration of any one question, on the same day 
or a second time without leave, when others who have not spoken 
desire the floor, but incidental and subsidiary questions arising dur- 
ing the debate shall not be considered the same question. A major- 
ity of the members present may further limit the number of times a 
member may speak on any question and may limit the length of 
time a member may speak but, unless a demand for the previous 
question has been sustained, a member shall not be denied the right 
to speak at least once on each question, nor shall a member be lim- 
ited to less than three minutes on each question. In any event, the 
senator who presents the motion may open and close debate on the 
question. 


Recognition by the President 
Rule 30. When two or more senators rise at the same time to ad- 
dress the chair, the president shall name the one who shall speak 
first, giving preference, when practicable, to the mover or intro- 
ducer of the subject under consideration. 


Call for Division of a Question 
Rule 31. Any senator may call for a division of a question, which 
shall be divided if it embraces subjects so distinct that one being 
taken away a substantive proposition shall remain for the decision 
of the senate; but a motion to strike out and insert shall not be di- 
vided. 
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Point of Order - Decision Appealable 


Rule 32. Every decision of points of order by the president shall 
be subject to appeal by any senator, and discussion of a question of 
order shall be allowed. In all cases of appeal the question shall be: 
“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the sen- 
ate?” 


Question of Privilege 


Rule 33. Any senator may rise to a question of privilege and ex- 
plain a personal matter by leave of the president, but shall not dis- 
cuss any pending question in such explanations, nor shall any 
question of personal privilege permit any senator to introduce any 
person or persons in the galleries. The president upon notice re- 
ceived may acknowledge the presence of any distinguished person 
or persons. 

A question of privilege shall involve only subject matter which 
affects the particular senator personally and in a manner unique 
and peculiar to that senator. 


Protests 


Rule 34. Any senator or senators may protest against the action of 
the senate upon any question. Such protest may be entered upon 
the journal if it does not exceed 200 words. The senator protesting 
shall file the protest with the secretary of the senate within 48 
hours following the action protested. 


Adoption and Suspension of Rules 


Rule 35. 1. The permanent senate rules adopted at the first regular 
session during a legislative biennium shall govern any session sub- 
sequently convened during the same legislative biennium. Adop- 
tion of permanent rules may be by majority of the senate without 
notice and a majority of the senate may change a permanent rule 
without notice at the beginning of any session, as determined pursu- 
ant to Article 2, Section 12 of the State Constitution. No permanent 
rule or order of the senate shall be rescinded or changed without a 
majority vote of the members, and one day’s notice of the motion. 
2. A permanent rule or order may be temporarily suspended for 
a special purpose by a vote of two-thirds of the members present 
unless otherwise specified herein. When the suspension of a rule is 
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called, and after due notice from the president no objection is of- 
fered, the president may announce the rule suspended, and the sen- 
ate may proceed accordingly. Motion for suspension of the rules 
shall not be debatable, except, the mover of the motion may briefly 
explain the purpose of the motion and at the discretion of the presi- 
dent a rebuttal may be allowed. 


Previous Question 


Rule 36. The previous question shall not be put unless demanded 
by three senators, and it shall then be in this form: “Shall the main 
question be now put?” When sustained by a majority of senators 
present it shall preclude all debate, except the senator who presents 
the motion may open and close debate on the question and the vote 
shall be immediately taken on the question or questions pending be- 
fore the senate, and all incidental question or questions of order 
arising after the motion is made shall be decided whether on ap- 
peal or otherwise without debate. 


Reconsideration 


Rule 37. 1. After the final vote on any measure, before the ad- 
journment of that day’s session, any member who voted with the 
prevailing side may give notice of reconsideration unless a motion 
to immediately transmit the measure to the house has been decided 
in the affirmative and the measure is no longer in possession of the 
senate. Such motion to reconsider shall be in order only under the 
order of motions of the day immediately following the day upon 
which such notice of reconsideration is given, and may be made by 
any member who voted with the prevailing side. 

2. A motion to reconsider shall have precedence over every 
other motion, except a motion to adjourn; and when the senate ad- 
journs while a motion to reconsider is pending or before passing 
the order of motions, the right to move a reconsideration shall con- 
tinue to the next day of sitting. On and after the tenth day prior to 
adjournment sine die of any session, as determined pursuant to Ar- 
ticle 2, Section 12, or concurrent resolution, or in the event that the 
measure is subject to a senate rule or resolution or a joint rule or 
concurrent resolution, which would preclude consideration on the 
next day of sitting a motion to reconsider shall only be in order on 
the same day upon which notice of reconsideration is given and 
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may be made at any time that day. Motions to reconsider a vote 
upon amendments to any pending question may be made and de- 
cided at once. 


Motion to Adjourn 
Rule 38. Except when under call of the senate, a motion to ad- 
journ shall always be in order. The name of the senator moving to 
adjourn and the time when the motion was made shall be entered 
upon the journal. 


Yeas and Nays - When Must be Taken 

Rule 39. The yeas and nays shall be taken when called for by one- 
sixth of all the senators present, and every senator within the bar of 
the senate shall vote unless excused by the unanimous vote of the 
members present, and the votes shall be entered upon the journal. 
(See also Art. 2, Sec. 21, State Constitution.) 

When once begun the roll call may not be interrupted for any 
purpose other than to move a call of the senate. (See also Senate 
Rules 22 and 24.) 


Reed’s Parliamentary Rules 
Rule 40. The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in 
Reed’s Parliamentary Rules shall govern the senate in all cases to 
which they are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent 
with the rules and orders of this senate and the joint rules of this 
senate and the house of representatives. 


Section V 
Committees 


Committees - Appointment and Confirmation 
Rule 41. The president shall appoint all conference, special, joint 
and standing committees on the part of the senate. The appoint- 
ment of the conference, special, joint and standing committees 
shall be confirmed by the senate. 
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In the event the senate shall refuse to confirm any conference, 
special, joint or standing committee or committees, such commit- 
tee or committees shall be elected by the senate. 

The following standing committees shall constitute the standing 
committees of the senate:

Subcommittees 


Rule 42. Committee chairs may create subcommittees of the stand- 
ing committee and designate subcommittee chairs thereof to study 
subjects within the jurisdiction of the standing committee. The 
committee chair shall approve the use of committee staff and equip- 
ment assigned to the subcommittee. Subcommittee activities shall 
further be subject to facilities and operations committee approval 

to the same extent as are the actions of the standing committee 
from which they derive their authority. 


Subpoena Power 
Rule 43. Any of the above referenced committees, including sub- 
committees thereof, or any special committees created by the sen- 
ate, may have the powers of subpoena, the power to administer 
oaths, and the power to issue commissions for the examination of 
witnesses in accordance with the provisions of chapter 44.16 RCW. 
The committee chair shall file with the committee on rules, prior to 
issuance of any process, a statement of purpose setting forth the 
name or names of those subject to process. The rules committee 
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shall consider every proposed issuance of process at a meeting of 
the rules committee immediately following the filing of the state- 
ment with the committee. The process shall not be issued prior to 
consideration by the rules committee. The process shall be limited 
to the named individuals and the committee on rules may overrule 
the service on an individual so named. 


Duties of Committees 


Rule 44, The several committees shall fully consider measures re- 
ferred to them. 

The committees shall acquaint themselves with the interest of 
the state specially represented by the committee, and from time to 
time present such bills and reports as in their judgment will ad- 
vance the interests and promote the welfare of the people of the 
state: Provided, That no executive action on bills may be taken dur- 
ing an interim. 


Committee Rules 


Rule 45. 1. At least five days notice shall be given of all public 
hearings held by any committee other than the rules committee. 
Such notice shall contain the date, time and place of such hearing 
together with the title and number of each bill, or identification of 
the subject matter, to be considered at such hearing. By a majority 
vote of the committee members present at any committee meeting 
such notice may be dispensed with. The reason for such action 
shall be set forth in a written statement preserved in the records of 
the meeting. 

2. No committee may hold a public hearing during a regular or 
extraordinary session on a proposal identified as a draft unless the 
draft has been made available to the public at least twenty-four 
hours prior to the hearing. This rule does not apply during the five 
days prior to any cutoff established by concurrent resolution nor 
does it apply to any measure exempted from the resolution. 

3. During its consideration of or vote on any bill, resolution or 
memorial, the deliberations of any committee or subcommittee of 
the senate shall be open to the public. In case of any disturbance or 
disorderly conduct at any such deliberations, the chair shall order 
the sergeant at arms to suppress the same and may order the meet- 
ing closed to any person or persons creating such disturbance. 
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4. A majority of any committee shall constitute a quorum. Com- 
mittees shall be considered to have a quorum present unless the 
question is raised. No committee shall transact official business ab- 
sent a quorum except to conduct a hearing. 

5. Bills reported to the senate from a standing committee must 
have a majority report, which shall be prepared upon a printed 
standing committee report form; shall carry one of the following 
recommendations, shall be adopted at a regularly or specially 
called meeting during a legislative session and shall be signed by a 
majority of the committee: 

a. Do pass. 

b. Do pass as amended. 

c. Thata substitute bill be substituted therefor, and the 
substitute bill do pass. 

d. That the bill be referred to another committee. 

e. Without recommendation. 

6. A majority report of a committee must carry the signatures of 
a majority of the members of the committee. In the event a commit- 
tee has a quorum pursuant to subsection 3 of this rule, a majority 
of the members present may act on a measure, subject to obtaining 
the signatures of a majority of the members of the committee on 
the majority report. 

7. Any measure which does not receive a majority vote of the 
members present may be reconsidered at that meeting and may 
again be considered upon motion of any committee member if one 
day's notice of said motion is provided to all committee members. 

8. Members of the committee not concurring in the majority re- 
port may prepare a written minority report containing a different 
recommendation which shall be signed by those members of the 
committee subscribing thereto. 

9. When a committee reports a substitute for an original bill 
with the recommendation that the substitute bill do pass, it shall be 
in order to read the substitute bill the first time and have the same 
ordered printed. 

A motion for the substitution of the substitute bill for the origi- 
nal bill shall not be in order until the committee on rules places the 
original bill on the second reading calendar. 

10. No vote in any committee shall be taken by secret ballot nor 
shall any committee have a policy of secrecy as to any vote on ac- 
tion taken in such committee. 
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11. All reports of standing committees must be on the secre- 
tary’s desk one hour prior to convening of the session in order to be 
read at said session. 


Committee Meetings During Sessions 
Rule 46. No committee shall sit during the daily session of the 
senate unless by special leave. 
No committee shall sit during any scheduled caucus. 


Reading of Reports 
Rule 47. The majority report, and minority report, if there be one, 
together with the names of the signers thereof, shall be read by the 
secretary, unless the reading be dispensed with by the senate, and 
all committee reports shall be spread upon the journal. 


Recalling Bills from Committees 
Rule 48. Any standing committee of the senate may be relieved of 
further consideration of any bill, regardless of prior action of the 
committee, by a majority vote of the senators elected. The senate 
may then make such orderly disposition of the bill as they may di- 
rect by a majority vote of the members of the senate. 


Bills Referred to Rules Committee 


Rule 49. All bills reported by a committee to the senate shall then 
be referred to the committee on rules for second reading without 
action on the report unless otherwise ordered by the senate. (See 
also Rules 63 and 64.) 


Rules Committee 


Rule 50. The lieutenant governor shall be a voting member and 
the chair of the committee on rules. The committee on rules shall 
have charge of the daily second and third reading calendar of the 
senate and shall direct the secretary of the senate the order in 
which the bills shall be considered by the senate and the committee 
on rules shall have the authority to directly refer any bill before 
them to any other standing committee. Such referral shall be re- 
ported out to the senate on the next day’s business. 
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The senate may change the order of consideration of bills on the 
second or third reading calendar. 

The calendar, except in emergent situations, as determined by 
the committee on rules, shall be on the desks and in the offices of 
the senators each day and shall cover the bills for consideration on 
the next following day. 


Employment Committee 
Rule 51. The employment committee for committee staff shall 
consist of five members, three from the majority party and two 
from the minority party. The chair shall be appointed by the major- 
ity leader. The committee shall, in addition to its other duties, ap- 
point a staff director for committee services with the concurrence 
of four of its members. All other decisions shall be determined by 
majority vote. The committee shall operate within staffing, budget 
levels and guidelines as authorized and adopted by the facilities 
and operations committee. 


Committee of the Whole 
Rule 52. At no time shal] the senate sit as a committee of the 
whole. 
The senate may at any time, by the vote of the majority of the 
members present, sit as a body for the purpose of taking testimony 
on any measure before the senate. 


Appropriation Budget Bills 
Rule 53. No amendment to the budget, capital budget or supple- 
mental budget, not incorporated in the bill as reported by the ways 
and means committee, shall be adopted except by the affirmative 
vote of sixty percent of the senators elected. 
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Section VI 
Bills, Resolutions, Memorials 
and Gubernatorial Appointments 


Definitions 
Rule 54. “Measure” means a bill, joint memorial, joint resolution, 
or concurrent resolution. 
“Bill” when used alone méans bill, joint memorial, joint resolu- 
tion, or concurrent resolution. 
“Majority” shall mean a majority of those members present un- 
less otherwise stated. 


Prefiling 
Rule 55. Holdover members and members-elect to the senate may 
prefile bills with the secretary of the senate on any day commenc- 
ing with the first Monday in December preceding any session year; 
or twenty days prior to any special session of the legislature. Such 
bills will be printed, distributed and prepared for introduction on 
the first legislative day. No bill, joint memorial or joint resolution 
shall be prefiled by title and/or preamble only. (See also Rule 3, 
Sub. 3.) 


Introduction of Bills 
Rule 56. All bills, joint resolutions and joint memorials intro- 
duced shall be endorsed with a statement of the title and the name 
of the member introducing the same. Any member desiring to intro- 
duce a bill, joint resolution or joint memorial shall file the same 
with the secretary of the senate by noon of the day before the con- 
vening of the session at which said bill, joint resolution or joint me- 
morial is to be introduced. 

After the expiration of deadlines for bill introductions provided 
for by resolution, no bill shall be introduced, except as the legisla- 
ture shall direct by a vote of two-thirds of all the members elected 
to each house, said vote to be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the journal, or unless the same be at a special session. The 
time limitation for introduction of bills shall not apply to substitute 
bills reported by standing committees for bills pending before such 
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committees and general appropriation and revenue bills. (See also 
Art. 2, Sec. 36, State Constitution.) 


Amendatory Bills 
Rule 57. Bills introduced in the senate intended to amend existing 
statutes shall have the words which are amendatory to such exist- 
ing statutes underlined. Any matter to be deleted from the existing 
statutes shall be indicated by setting such matter forth in full, en- 
closed by double parentheses, and such deleted matter shall be 
lined out with hyphens. No bill shall be printed or acted upon until 
the provisions of this rule shall have been complied with. 

Sections added by amendatory bill to an existing act, or chapter 
of the official code, need not be underlined but shall be designated 
“NEW SECTION” in upper case type and such designation shall 
be underlined. New enactments need not be underlined. 


Joint Resolutions and Memorials 
Rule 58. Joint resolutions and joint memorials, up to the signing 
thereof by the president of the senate, shall be subject to the rules 
governing the course of bills. 


Senate Concurrent Resolutions 


Rule 59. Concurrent resolutions shall be subject to the rules gov- 
erning the course of bills and may be adopted without a roll call. 
Concurrent resolutions authorizing investigations and authorizing 
the expenditure or allocation of any money must be adopted by roll 
call and the yeas and nays recorded in the journal. Concurrent reso- 
lutions are subject to final passage on the day of the first reading 
without regard to Senate Rule 62. 


Committee Bills 
Rule 60. Committee bills introduced by a standing committee dur- 
ing a legislative session may be filed with the secretary of the sen- 
ate and introduced, and the signature of each member of the 
committee shall be endorsed upon the cover of the original bill. 
Committee bills shall be read the first time by title, ordered 
printed, and referred to the committee on rules for second reading. 
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Committee Reference 
Rule 61. When a motion is made to refer a subject, and different 
committees are proposed, the question shall be taken in the follow- 
ing order: 
FIRST: A standing committee. 
SECOND: A select committee. 


Reading of Bills 


Rule 62. Every bill shall be read on three separate days unless the 
senate deems it expedient to suspend this rule. On and after the 
tenth day preceding adjournment sine die of any session, or three 
days prior to any cut-off date for consideration of bills, as deter- 
mined pursuant to Article 2, Section 12 of the Constitution or con- 
current resolution, this rule may be suspended by a majority vote. 
(See also Rule 59). 


First Reading 
Rule 63. The first reading of a bill shall be by title only, unless a 
majority of the members present demand a reading in full. 

After the first reading, bills shall be referred to an appropriate 
committee pursuant to Rule 61. 

Upon being reported back by committee, all bills shall be re- 
ferred to the committee on rules for second reading, unless other- 
wise ordered by the senate. (See Rule 49.) 

A bill shall be reported back by the committee chair upon writ- 
ten petition therefor signed by a majority of its members. The peti- 
' tion shall designate the recommendation as provided in Rule 45, 
Sub. 4. 

No committee chair shall exercise a pocket veto of any bill. 

Should there be a two-thirds majority report of the committee 
membership against the bill, a vote shall be immediately ordered 
for the indefinite postponement of the bill. 


Second Reading/Amendments 

Rule 64. Upon second reading, the bill shall be read section by 
- section, in full, and be subject to amendment. 

Any member may, if sustained by three members, remove a bill 
from the consent calendar as constituted by the committee on rules. 
A bill removed from the consent calendar shall take its place as the 
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last bill in the order of consideration of bills on the second reading 
calendar. ; 

No amendment shall be considered by the senate until it shall 
have been sent to the secretary's desk in writing and read by the 
secretary. 

All amendments adopted on the second reading shall then be se- 
curely fastened to the original bill. 

All amendments rejected by the senate shall be spread upon the 
journal, and the journal shall show the disposition of all amend- 
ments. 

When no further amendments shall be offered, the president 
shall declare the bill has passed its second reading, and shall be re- 
ferred to the committee on rules for third reading. 


Third Reading 
Rule 65. Bills on third reading shall be read in full by sections, 
and no amendment shall be entertained. 

When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified to by the secretary, to- 
gether with the vote upon final passage, noting the day of its pas- 
sage thereon. 

The vote must be taken by yeas and nays, the names of the sena- 
tors voting for and against the same to be entered upon the journal 
and the majority of the members elected to the senate must be re- 
corded thereon as voting in its favor to secure its passage by the 
senate. 


Scope and Object of Bill Not to be Changed 
Rule 66. No amendment to any bill shall be allowed which shall 
change the scope and object of the bill. (See also Art. 2, Sec. 38, 
State Constitution.) Substitute bills shall be considered amend- 
ments for the purposes of this rule. A point of order raising the 
question of scope and object may be raised at any time during con- 
sideration of an amendment prior to voting on the amendment. 


Matters Related to Disagreement 
Between the Senate and House 
Rule 67. When there is a disagreement between the senate and 
house on a measure before the senate, the senate may act upon the 
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measure with the following motions which have priority in the fol- 
lowing order: 

To concur 

To non-concur 

To recede 

To insist 

To adhere 

These motions are in order as to any single amendment or to a 
series of amendments. (See Reed’s Rules 247 through 254.) 

A senate bill, passed by the house with amendment or amend- 
ments which shall change the scope and object of the bill, upon be- 
ing received in the senate, shall be referred to an appropriate 
committee and shall take the same course as for original bills, un- 
less a motion to ask the house to recede, to insist or to adhere is 
made prior to the measure being referred to committee. 


Bills Committed for Special Amendment 


Rule 68. A bill may be committed with or without special instruc- 
tions to amend at any time before taking the final vote. 


Confirmation of Gubernatorial Appointees 


Rule 69. When the names of appointees to state offices are trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Senate for senate confirmation, the 
communication from the governor shall be recorded and referred to 
the appropriate standing committee. 

The standing committee, or subcommittee, pursuant to rule 42, 
shall require each appointee referred to the committee for consid- 
eration to complete the standard questionnaire to be used to ascer- 
tain the appointee’s general background and qualifications. The 
committee may also require the appointee to complete a supple- 
mental questionnaire related specifically to the qualifications for 
the position to which he has been appointed. 

The standing committee, or subcommittees, pursuant to rule 42, 
shall hold a public hearing on the appointment. The appointee may 
be required to appear before the committee on request. When ap- 
pearing, the appointee shall be required to testify under oath or af- 
firmation. The chair of the committee or the presiding member 
shall administer the oath or affirmation in accordance with RCW 
44.16. (See also Article 2, Sec. 6 of the State Constitution.) 
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Nothing in this rule shall be construed to prevent a standing 
committee, or subcommittee, pursuant to rule 42, upon a two- 
thirds vote of its members, from holding executive sessions when 
considering an appointment. 

When the committee on rules presents the report of the standing 
committee before the senate, the question shall be the confirmation 
of the name proposed, and the roll shall then be called and the yeas 
and nays entered upon the journal. In the event a message is re- 
ceived from the governor requesting return of an appointment or 
appointments to the office of the governor prior to confirmation, 
the senate shall vote upon the governor’s request and the appoint- 
ment or appointments shall be returned to the governor if the re- 
quest is approved by a majority of the elected. (Article 13 of the 
State Constitution.)

Rule 1. “Absent” means an unexcused failure to attend. 


“Term” means the two-year term during which the members as 
a body may act. 


“Session” means a constitutional gathering of the house in ac- 
cordance with Article 2 § 12 of the state Constitution. 


“Committee” means any standing, conference, joint, or select 
committee as so designated by rule or resolution. 


“Bill” means bill, joint memorial, joint resolution, or concurrent 
resolution unless the context indicates otherwise. 


Chief Clerk to Call to Order 
Rule 2. It shall be the duty of the chief clerk of the previous term 
to call the house to order and to conduct the proceedings until a 
speaker is chosen. 


Election of Officers 
Rule 3. The house shall elect the following officers at the com- 
mencement of each term: Its presiding officer, who shall be styled 
speaker of the house; a speaker pro tempore, who shall serve in ab- 
sence or in case of the inability of the speaker; and a chief clerk of 
the house. Such officers shall hold office during all sessions until 
the convening of the succeeding term: Provided, however, That any 
of these offices may be declared vacant by the vote of a constitu- 
tional majority of the house, the members voting viva voce and 
their votes shall be entered on the journal. If any office is declared 
vacant, the house shall fill such vacant office as hereinafter pro- 
vided. In all elections by the house a constitutional majority shall 
be required, the members shall vote viva voce and their votes shall 
be entered on the journal. (Art. II § 27) 


Powers and Duties of the Speaker 
Rule 4. The speaker shall have the following powers and duties: 


(A) The speaker shall take the chair and call the house to order 
precisely at the hour appointed for meeting and if a quorum be pre- 
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sent, shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read and 
shall proceed with the order of business. 


(B) The speaker shall preserve order and decorum, and in case 
of any disturbance or disorderly conduct within the chamber or leg- 
islative area, shall order the sergeant at arms to suppress the same 
and may order the sergeant at arms to remove any person creating 
any disturbance within the house chamber or legislative area. 


(C) The speaker may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members, arising from the seat for that purpose, and shall de- 
cide all questions of order subject to an appeal to the house by any 
member, on which appeal no member shall speak more than once 
without leave of the house. 


(D) The speaker shall sign all bills in open session. (Art. II § 32) 


(E) The speaker shall sign all writs, warrants, and subpoenas is- 
sued by order of the house, all of which shall be attested to by the 
chief clerk. 


(F) The speaker shall have the right to name any member to per- 
form the duties of the chair, but such substitution shall neither ex- 
tend beyond adjournment nor authorize the representative so 
substituted to sign any documents requiring the signature of the 
speaker. 


(G) The speaker, in open session, shall appoint committee 
chairs from the majority party of the house and shall appoint mem- 
bers to committees in the same ratio as the membership of the re- 
spective parties of the house, unless otherwise provided by law or 
house rules. 


(H) The speaker shall serve as chair of the rules committee. 


(I) The speaker shall have charge of and see that all officers, at- 
taches, and clerks perform their respective duties. 


(J) The speaker pro tempore shall exercise the duties, powers, 
and prerogatives of the speaker in the event of the speaker’s death, 
illness, removal, or inability to act until the speaker’s successor 
shall be elected. 
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Chief Clerk 


Rule 5. The chief clerk shall perform the usual duties pertaining to 
the office, and shall hold office-until a successor has been elected. 

The chief clerk shall employ, upon the recommendation of the 
employment committee and, subject to the approval of the speaker, 
all other house employees; the hours of duty and assignments of all 
house employees shall be under the chief clerk’s directions and in- 
structions, and they may be dismissed by the chief clerk with the 
approval of the speaker. The speaker shall sign and the chief clerk 
shall countersign all payrolls and vouchers for all expenses of the 
house and appropriately transmit the same. In the event of the chief 
clerk’s death, illness, removal, or inability to act, the speaker may 
appoint an acting chief clerk who shall exercise the duties and pow- 
ers of the chief clerk until the chief clerk’s successor shall be 
elected. 


Duties of Employees 
Rule 6. Employees of the house shall perform such duties as are as- 
signed to them by the chief clerk. Under no circumstances shall the 
compensation of any employee be increased for past services. No 
house employee shall seek to influence the passage or rejection of 
proposed legislation. 


Admission to the House 


Rule 7. It shall be the general policy of the house to keep the cham- 
ber clear as follows: 


(A) The sergeant at arms shall admit only the following indi- 
viduals to the wings and adjacent areas of the house chamber for 
the period of time beginning one-half hour prior to convening and 
ending one-half hour following the adjournment of the house’s 
daily session: 

The governor or designees, or both; 

Members of the senate; 

State elected officials; 

Officers and authorized employees of the legislature; 

Former members of the house who are not advocating 

any pending or proposed legislation; 
Representatives of the press; 
Other persons with the consent of the speaker. 
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(B) Only members, pages, sergeants at arms, and clerks are per- 
mitted on the floor while the house is in session. 


(C) Lobbying in the house chamber or in any committee room 
or lounge room is prohibited when the house or committee is in ses- 
sion unless expressly permitted by the house or committee. Anyone 
violating this rule will forfeit his or her right to be admitted to the 
house chamber or any of its committee rooms. 


Absentees and Courtesy 


Rule 8. No member shall be absent from the service of the house 
without leave from the speaker. When the house is in session, only 
the speaker shall recognize visitors and former members. 


Bills, Memorials and Resolutions - Introductions 


Rule 9. Any member desiring to introduce a bill shall file the same 
with the chief clerk. Bills filed by 10:00 a.m. shall be introduced at 
the next daily session, in the order filed: Provided, That if such in- 
troduction is within the last ten days of a regular session, it cannot 
be considered without a direct vote of two-thirds (2/3) of all the 
members elected to each house with such vote recorded and en- 
tered upon the journal. (Art. II $ 36) 

Any member or member-elect may prefile a bill with the chief 
clerk commencing twenty (20) days before any session. Prefiled 
bills shall be introduced on the first legislative day. 

All bills shall be endorsed with a statement of the title and the 
name of the member or members introducing the same. The chief 
clerk shall attach to all bills a substantial cover bearing the title and 
sponsors and shall number each bill in the order filed. All bills 
shall be printed unless otherwise ordered by the house. 

Any bill introduced at any session during the term shall be eligi- 
ble for action at all subsequent sessions during the term. 


Reading of Bills 
Rule 10. Every bill shall be read on three separate days: Provided, 
That this rule may be temporarily suspended at any time by a two- 
thirds (2/3) vote of the members present; and that on and after the 
fifth day prior to the day of adjournment sine die of any session, as 
determined pursuant to Article IT, Section 12 of the state Constitu- 
tion or concurrent resolution, or on and after the third day prior to 
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the day a bill must be reported from the house as established by 
concurrent resolution, this rule may be suspended by a majority 
vote. 


(A) First Reading. The first reading of a bill shall be by title 
only, unless a majority of the members present demand a reading 
in full. 

After the first reading the bill shall be referred to an appropriate 
committee. 

Upon being reported out of committee, all bills shall be referred 
to the rules committee, unless otherwise ordered by the house. 

The rules committee may, by majority vote, refer any bill in its 
possession to a committee for further consideration. Such referral 
shall be reported to the house and entered in the journal under the 
fifth order of business. 


(B) Second Reading. Upon second reading, the bill number and 
short title and the last line of the bill shall be read unless a majority 
of the members present shall demand its reading in full. The bill 
shall be subject to amendment section by section. No amendment 
shall be considered by the house until it has been sent to the chief 
clerk’s desk in writing, distributed to the desk of each member, and 
read by the clerk. All amendments adopted during second reading 
shall be securely fastened to the original bill. All amendments re- 
jected by the house shall be passed to the minute clerk, and the 
journal shall show the disposition of such amendments. 

When no further amendments shall be offered, the speaker shall 
declare the bill has passed its second reading. 


(C) Substitute Bills. When a committee reports a substitute for 
an original bill with the recommendation that the substitute bill do 
pass, it shall be in order to read the substitute the first time and 
have the same printed. A motion for the substitution shall not be in 
order until the second reading of the original bill. 


(D) Third Reading. Only the last line of bills shall be read on 
third reading unless a majority of the members present demand a 
reading in full. No amendments to a bill shall be received on third 
reading but it may be referred or recommitted for the purpose of 
amendment. 
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(E) Suspension calendar. Bills may be placed on the second 
reading suspension calendar by the rules committee if at least two 
minority party members of the rules committee join in such mo- 
tion. Bills on the second reading suspension calendar shall not be 
subject to amendment or substitution except as recommended in 
the committee report. When a bill is before the house on the sus- 
pension calendar, the question shall be to adopt the committee rec- 
ommendations and advance the bill to third reading. If the question 
fails to receive a two-thirds vote of the members present, the bill 
shall be referred to the rules committee for second reading. 


(F) House resolutions. House resolutions shall be filed with the 
chief clerk who shall transmit them to the rules committee. If a 
rules committee meeting is not scheduled to occur prior to a time 
necessitated by the purpose of a house resolution, the majority 
leader and minority leader by agreement may waive transmission 
to the rules committee to permit consideration of the resolution by 
the house. The rules committee may adopt house resolutions by a 
sixty percent majority vote of its entire membership or may, by a 
majority vote of its members, place them on the motions calendar 
for consideration by the house. 


(G) Concurrent resolutions. Reading of concurrent resolutions 
may be advanced by majority vote. 


Amendments 
Rule 11. The right of any member to offer amendments to pro- 
posed legislation shall not be limited except as provided in Rule 
10(E) and as follows: 


(A) Amendments to be offered in proper form. The chief 
clerk shall establish the proper form for amendments and all 
amendments offered shall bear the name of the member who offers 
the same, as well as the number and section of the bill to be 
amended. 


(B) Committee amendments. When a bill is before the house 
on second reading, amendments adopted by committees and recom- 
mended to the house shall be acted upon by the house before any 
amendments that may be offered from the floor. 
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(C) Senate amendments to House bills. A house bill, passed 
by the senate with amendment or amendments which shall change 
the scope and object of the bill, upon being received in the house, 
shall be referred to appropriate committee and shall take the same 
course as for original bills unless a motion not to concur is adopted 
prior to the bill being referred to committee. 


(D) Amendments to be germane. No motion or proposition on 
a subject different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment; and no bill or resolution shall at any 
time be amended by annexing thereto or incorporating therein any 
other bill or resolution pending before the house. 


(E) Scope and object not to be changed. No amendment to 
any bill shall be allowed which shall change the scope and object 
of the bill. This objection may be raised at any time an amendment 
is under consideration. The speaker may allow the person raising 
the objection and the mover of the amendment to provide brief ar- 
guments as to the merits of the objection. (Art. IT § 38) 


(F) No amendment by reference. No act shall ever be revised 
or amended without being set forth at full length. (Art. IT § 37) 


(G) Title amendments. The subject matter portion of a bill title 
shall not be amended in committee or on second reading. Changes 
to that part of the title after the subject matter statement shall either 
be presented with the text amendment or be incorporated by the 
chief clerk in the engrossing process. 


Final Passage 
Rule 12. Rules relating to bills on final passage are as follows: 


(A) Recommitment before final passage. A bill may be recom- 
mitted at any time before its final passage. 


(B) Final passage. No bill shall become a law unless on its final 
passage the vote be taken by yeas and nays, the names of the mem- 
bers voting for and against the same be entered on the journal of 
each house, and a majority of the members elected to each house 
be recorded thereon as voting in its favor. (Art. IT § 22) 
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(C) Bills passed - Certification. When a bill passes, it shall be 
certified to by the chief clerk, said certification to show the date of 
its passage together with the vote thereon. 


Hour of Meeting, Roll Call and Quorum 
Rule 13. (A) Hour of meeting. The speaker shall call the house to 
order each day of sitting at 10:00 A.M., unless the house shall have 
adjourned to some other hour. 


(B) Roll call and quorum. Before proceeding with business, 
the roll of the members shall be called and the names of those ab- 
sent or excused shall be entered on the journal. A majority of all 
the members elected must be present to constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. In the absence of a quorum, seven mem- 
bers with the speaker, or eight members in the speaker’s absence, 
having chosen a speaker pro tempore, shall be authorized to de- 
mand a call of the house and may compel the attendance of absent 
members in the manner provided in Rule 21(B). For the purpose of 
determining if a quorum be present, the speaker shall count all 
members present, whether voting or not. (Art. II $ 8) 


(C) The house shall adjourn not later than 10:00 P.M. of each 
working day. This rule may be suspended by a majority vote. 


Daily Calendar and Order of Business 


Rule 14. The rules relating to the daily calendar and order of busi- 
ness are as follows: 


(A) Daily calendar. Business of the house shall be disposed of 
in the following order: 


First: Roll call, presentation of colors, prayer, and approval of the 
journal of the preceding day. 


Second: Introduction of visiting dignitaries. 
Third: Messages from the senate, governor, and other state officials. 


Fourth: Introduction and first reading of bills, memorials, joint 
resolutions, and concurrent resolutions. 


Fifth: Committee reports. 
Sixth: Second reading of bills. 


Permanent Rules of the House of Representatives 443 


Seventh: Third reading of bills. 
Eighth: Floor resolutions and motions. 


Ninth: Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances ad- 
dressed to the Legislature. 


Tenth: Introduction of visitors and other business to be considered. 


Eleventh: Announcements. 


(B) Unfinished business. The unfinished business at which the 
house was engaged preceding adjournment shall not be taken up 
until reached in regular order, unless the previous question on such 
unfinished business has been ordered prior to said adjournment. 


(C) Exceptions. Exceptions to the order of business are as fol- 
lows: 

(1) The order of business may be changed by a majority vote of 
those present. 

(2) By motion under the eighth order of business, a bill in the 
rules committee may be placed on the calendar by the affirmative 
vote of a majority of all members of the house. 

(3) House resolutions and messages from the senate, governor, 
or other state officials may be read at any time. 


Motions 
Rule 15. Rules relating to motions are as follows: 


(A) Motions to be entertained or debated. No motion shall be 
entertained or debated until announced by the speaker and every 
motion shall be deemed to have been seconded. A motion shall be 
reduced to writing and read by the clerk, if desired by the speaker 
or any member, before it shall be debated and by the consent of the 
housg may be withdrawn before amendment or action. 


(B) Motions in order during debate. When a motion has been 
made and seconded and stated by the chair, the following motions 
are in order, in the rank named: 


(1) Privileged motions: 
Adjoum 
Adjourn to a time certain 
Recess to a time certain 
Reconsider 
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Demand for division 
Question of privilege 


Orders of the day 

(2) Subsidiary motions: 
First rank: Question of consideration 
Second rank: To lay on the table 
Third rank: For the previous question 
Fourth rank: To postpone to a day certain 


To commit or recommit 
To postpone indefinitely 
Fifth rank: To amend 


(3) Incidental motions: 
Points of order and appeal 
Method of consideration 
Suspension of the rules 
Reading papers 
Withdraw a motion 
Division of a question 


(C) The effect of postponement - motions to postpone or 
commit. Once decided, no motion to postpone to a day certain, to 
commit, or to postpone indefinitely shall again be allowed on the 
same day and at the same stage of the proceedings. When a ques- 
tion has been postponed indefinitely, it shall not again be intro- 
duced during the session. The motion to postpone indefinitely may 
be made at any stage of the bill except when on first reading. 


(D) Motions decided without debate. A motion to adjourn, to 
recess, to lay on the table and to call for the previous question shall 
be decided without debate. 

All incidental motions shall be decided without debate, except 
that members may speak to points of order and appeal as provided 
in Rule 22. 

A motion for suspension of the rules shall not be debatable ex- 
cept that the mover of the motion may briefly explain the purpose 
of the motion and one member may briefly state the opposition to 
the motion. 


(E) Motion to adjourn. A motion to adjourn shall always be in 
order, except when the house is voting or is working under the call 
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of the house; but this rule shall not authorize any member to move 
for adjournment when another member has the floor. 


Members Right to Debate 


Rule 16. The methods by which a member may exercise his or her 
right to debate are as follows: 


(A) Recognition of member. When any member desires to 
speak in debate or deliver any matter to the house, the member 
shall rise and respectfully address the speaker and pause until rec- 
ognized. 


(B) Order of speaking. When two or more members arise at 
once, the speaker shall name the one who is to speak. 


(C) Limitation of debate. No member shall speak longer than 
ten (10) minutes without consent of the house: Provided, That on 
and after the fifth day prior to the day of adjournment sine die of 
any session, as determined pursuant to Article II, Section 12 of the 
state Constitution or concurrent resolution, or on and after the third 
day prior to the day a bill must be reported from the house as estab- 
lished by concurrent resolution, no member shall speak more than 
three (3) minutes without the consent of the house. No member 
shall speak more than twice on the same question without leave of 
the house: Provided, That the chair of the committee or the mover 
of the question may close debate if it is consistent with Rule 18 
(Previous Question). 


Rules of Debate 
Rule 17. The rules for debate in the house are as follows: 


(A) Question of privilege. Any member may rise to a question 
of privilege and explain a personal matter, by leave of the speaker, 
but the member shall not discuss any pending question in such ex- 
planations. 


(B) Withdrawal of motion, bill, etc. After a motion is stated by 
the speaker or a bill, memorial, resolution, petition, or remon- 
strance is read by the clerk, it shall be deemed to be in possession 
of the house, but may be withdrawn by consent of the house at any 
time before decision or amendment. 
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(C) Reading of a paper. When the reading of any paper is 
called for and is objected to by any member, it shall be determined 
by a vote of the house. 


(D) Distribution of materials. Any materials of any nature dis- 
tributed to the members’ desks on the floor shall be subject to ap- 
proval by the speaker and shall bear the name of at least one 
member granting permission for the distribution. This shall not ap- 
ply to materials normally distributed by the chief clerk. 


(E) Order of questions. All questions, whether in committee or 
in the house, shall be propounded in the order in which they are 
named except that in filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be put first. 


(F) Division of points of debate. Any member may call for a di- 
vision of a question which shall be divided if it embraces subjects 
so distinct that one being taken away a substantive proposition 
shall remain for the decision of the house; but a motion to strike 
out and to insert shall not be divided. The rejection of a motion to 
strike out and to insert one proposition shall not prevent a motion 
to strike out and to insert a different proposition. 


(G) Decorum of members. While the speaker is putting the 
question, no member shall walk across or out of the house; nor 
when a member is speaking shall any member entertain private dis- 
course or pass between the speaking member and the rostrum. 


(H) Remarks confined. A member shall confine all remarks to 
the question under debate and avoid personalities. No member 
shall impugn the motive of any member’s vote or argument. 


(I) Exception to words spoken in debate. If any member be 
called to order for words spoken in debate, the person calling the 
member to order shall repeat the words excepted to and they shall 
be taken down in writing at the clerk’s table. No member shall be 
held in answer or be subject to the censure of the house for words 
spoken in debate if any other member has spoken before exception 
to them shall have been taken. 


(J) Transgression of rules - Appeal. If any member, in speak- 
ing or otherwise, transgresses the rules of the house the speaker 
shall, or any member may, call the member to order, in which case 
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the member so called to order shall immediately sit down unless 
permitted to explain; and the house shall, if appealed to, decide the 
case without debate; if there be no appeal, the decision of the chair 
shall prevail. 

If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, the 
member shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case 
shall require it, the member shall be liable to the censure of the 
house. 


Ending of Debate - Previous Question 


Rule 18. The previous question may be ordered by a two-thirds 
(2/3) vote of the members present on all recognized motions or 
amendments which are debatable. 

The previous question is not debatable and cannot be amended. 

The previous question shall be put in this form: “Representative 

demands the previous question. As many as are in fa- 
vor of ordering the previous question will say ‘Aye’; as many as 
are opposed will say ‘No’.” 

The results of the motion are as follows: If determined in the 
negative, the consideration goes on as if the motion had never been 
made; if decided in the affirmative it shall have the effect of cutting 
off all debate and bringing the house to a direct vote upon the mo- 
tion or amendment on which it has been ordered: Provided how- 
ever, That when a bill is on final passage or when the motion to 
postpone indefinitely is pending, one of the sponsors of the bill or 
the chair of the committee may have the privilege of closing debate 
after the previous question has been ordered. 

If an adjournment is had after the previous question is ordered, 
the motion or proposition on which the previous question was or- 
dered shall be put to the house immediately following the approval 
of the journal on the next working day, thus making the main ques- 
tion privileged over all other business, whether new or unfinished. 


Voting 
Rule 19. (A) Putting of question. The speaker shall put the ques- 
tion in the following form: “The question before the house is (state 
the question). As many as are in favor say ‘Aye’; and after the af- 
firmative vote is expressed, "as many as are opposed say ‘No’." 
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(B) All members to vote. Every member who was in the house 
when the question was put shall vote unless, for special reasons, ex- 
cused by the house. 

All motions to excuse a member shall be made before the house 
divides or before the call for yeas and nays is commenced; and any 
member requesting to be excused from voting may make a brief 
and verbal statement of the reasons for making such request, and 
the question shall then be taken without further debate. 

Upon a division and count of the house on the question, only 
members at their desks within the bar of the house shall be counted. 


(C) Change of vote. When the electric roll call machine is used, 
no member shall be allowed to vote or change a vote after the 
speaker has locked the roll call machine. When an oral roll call is 
taken, no member shall be allowed to vote or change a vote after 
the result has been announced. 


(D) Private interest. No member shall vote on any question 
which affects that member privately and particularly. A member 
who has a private interest in any bill or measure proposed or pend- 
ing before the legislature shall disclose the fact to the house of 
which he is a member, and shall not vote thereon. (Art. II § 30) 


(E) Interruption of roll call. Once begun, the roll call may not 
be interrupted. No member or other person shall visit or remain at 
the clerk’s desk while the yeas and nays are being called. 


(F) Yeas and nays - Recorded votes. Upon the final passage of 
any bill, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and shall be re- 
corded by the electric voting system: Provided, however, That an 
oral roll call shall be ordered when demanded by one-sixth (1/6) of 
the members present. (Art. II § 21) 

The speaker may vote last when the yeas and nays are called. 

When the vote is by electric voting machine or by oral roll call 
on any question, it shall be entered upon the journal of the house. 
A recorded vote may be compelled by one-sixth (1/6) of the mem- 
bers present. A request for a recorded vote must be made before 
the vote is commenced. 


(G) Tie vote, question loses. In case of an equal division, the 
question shall be lost. 
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(H) Division. If the speaker is in doubt, or if division is called 
for by any member, the house shall divide. 


Reconsideration 


Rule 20. Notice of a motion for reconsideration on the final pas- 
sage of bills shall be made on the day the vote to be reconsidered 
was taken and before the house has voted to transmit the bill to the 
senate. 

Reconsideration of the votes on the final passage of bills must 
be taken on the next working day after such vote was taken: Pro- 
vided, That on and after the fifth day prior to the day of adjourn- 
ment sine die of any session, as determined pursuant to Article II, 
Section 12 of the state Constitution, or concurrent resolution, or on 
and after the third day prior to the day a bill must be reported from 
the house as established by concurrent resolution, then reconsidera- 
tion of votes on the final passage of bills must be taken on the 
same day as the original vote was taken. A motion to reconsider an 
amendment may be made at any time the bill remains on second 
reading. 

Any member who voted on the prevailing side may move for re- 
consideration or give notice thereof. 

A motion to reconsider can be decided only once when decided 
in the negative. 

When a motion to reconsider has been carried, its effect shall be 
to place the original question before the house in the exact position 
it occupied before it was voted upon. 


Call of the House 
Rule 21. One-sixth (1/6) of the members present may demand a 
call of the house at any time before the house has divided or the 
voting has commenced by yeas and nays. 


(A) Doors to be closed. When call of the house has been or- 
dered, the sergeant at arms shall close and lock the doors, and no 
member shall be allowed to leave the chamber: Provided, That the 
rules committee shall be allowed to meet, upon request of the 
speaker, while the house stands at ease: and Provided Further, that 
the speaker may permit members to use such portions of the fourth 
floor as may be properly secured. 
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(B) Sergeant at arms to bring in the absentees. The clerk 
shall immediately call a roll of the members and note the absen- 
tees, whose names shall be read and entered upon the journal in 
such manner as to show who are excused and who are absent with- 
out leave. f 

The clerk shall furnish the sergeant at arms with a list of those 
who are absent without leave, and the sergeant at arms shall proceed 
to bring in such absentees; but arrests of members for absence shall 
not be made unless ordered by a majority of the members present. 


(C) House under call. While the house is under a call, no busi- 
ness shall be transacted except to receive and act on the report of 
the sergeant at arms; and no other motion shall be in order except a 
motion to proceed with business under the call of the house or a 
motion to excuse absentees. The motion to excuse absent members 
shall not be adopted unless a majority of the members elected vote 
in favor thereof. 


Appeal from Decision of Chair 
Rule 22. The decision of the chair may be appealed from by an 
member, on which appeal no member shall speak more than once 
unless by leave of the house. In all cases of appeal, the question 
shall be: “Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the house?”

Rule 23. The standing committees of the house and the number of 
members that shall serve on each committee shall be as follows:

Committee members shall be selected by each party’s caucus. 
The majority party caucus shall select all committee chairs. 


Duties of Committees 
Rule 24. House committees shall operate as follows: 


(A) Notice of committee meeting. The chief clerk shall make 
public the time, place and subjects to be discussed at committee 
meetings. All public hearings held by committees shall be sched- 
uled at least five (5) days in advance and shall be given adequate 
publicity: Provided, That when less than eight (8) days remain for 
action on a bill, the Speaker may authorize a reduction of the five- 
day notice period when required by the circumstances, including 
but not limited to the time remaining for action on the bill, the na- 
ture of the subject, and the number of prior hearings on the subject. 


(B) Committee quorum. A majority of any committee shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


(C) Session meetings. No committee shall sit while the house is 
in session without special leave of the speaker. 


(D) Duties of standing committees. 

(1) Only such bills as are included on the written notice of a 
committee meeting may be considered at that meeting except upon 
the vote of a majority of the entire membership of the committee to 
consider another bill. 

(2) A majority recommendation of a committee must be signed 
by a majority of the entire membership of the committee in a regu- 
larly called meeting before a bill, memorial, or resolution may be 
reported out: Provided, That by motion under the eighth order of 
business, a majority of the members elected to the house may re- 
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lieve a committee of a bill and place it on the second reading calen- 
dar. 

Majority recommendations of a committee can only be “do 
pass,” “do pass as amended,” or that “the substitute bill be substi- 
tuted therefor and that the substitute bill do pass.” 

(3) Members of the committee not concurring in the majority re- 
port may prepare a written minority report containing a recommen- 
dation of “do not pass” or “without recommendation,” which shall 
be signed by those members of the committee subscribing thereto, 
and submitted with the majority report. 

(4) All committee reports shall be spread upon the journal. The 
journal of the house shall contain an exact copy of all committee re- 
ports, together with the names of the members signing such reports. 

(5) Every vote to report a bill out of committee shall be taken by 
the yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for and 
against, as well as the names of members absent, shall be recorded 
on the committee report and spread upon the journal. Any member 
may call for a recorded vote, which shall include the names of ab- 
sent members, on any substantive question before the committee. 
A copy of all recorded committee votes shall be kept by the chief 
clerk and shall be available for public inspection. 

(6) All bills having a direct appropriation shall be referred to the 
appropriate fiscal committee before their final passage. For pur- 
poses of this subsection, fiscal committee means the appropria- 
tions, capital budget, finance, and transportation policy and budget 
committees. 

(7) No standing committee shall vote by secret written ballot on 
any issue. l 

(8) During its consideration of or vote on any bill, resolution, or 
memorial, the deliberations of any standing committee of the 
house of representatives shall be open to the public. 

(9) A standing committee to which a bill was originally referred 
shall, prior to voting the bill out of committee, consider whether 
the bill authorizes rule-making powers or requires the exercise of 
rule-making powers and, if so, consider: 

(a) The nature of the new rule-making powers; and 

(b) To which agencies the new rule-making powers would be 
delegated and which agencies, if any, may have related rule-mak- 
ing powers. 
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Standing Committees - Expenses - Subpoena Power 
Rule 25. Regardless of whether the legislature is in session, mem- 
bers of the house may receive from moneys appropriated for the 
legislature, reimbursement for necessary travel expenses, and pay- 
ments in lieu of subsistence and lodging for conducting official 
business of the house. 

The standing committees of the house may have the powers of 
subpoena, the power to administer oaths, and the power to issue 
commissions for the examination of witnesses in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 44.16 RCW. Before a standing committee 
of the house may issue any process, the committee chairperson 
shall submit for approval of the executive rules committee a state- 
ment of purpose setting forth the name or names of those subject to 
process. The process shall not be issued prior to approval by the ex- 
ecutive rules committee. The process shall be limited to the named 
individuals. 


Vetoed Bills 
Rule 26. Veto messages of the governor shall be read in the house 
and entered upon the journal. It shall then be in order to proceed to 
reconsider the bill, refer it, lay it on the table, or postpone its con- 
sideration to a day certain. 

The merits of the bill may be debated before the vote is taken, 
but the vote on a vetoed bill cannot be reconsidered. 

In case of a bill containing several sections or items, one or 
more of which has been objected to by the governor, each section 
or item so objected to shall be voted upon separately by the house. 
Action by the house upon all vetoed bills shall be endorsed upon 
the bill and certified by the speaker. 

Vetoed bills originating in the house, which have not been 
passed notwithstanding the veto of the governor, shall remain in 
the custody of the officers of the house until the close of the term, 
after which they shall be filed with the secretary of state. 


Suspension of Compensation 
Rule 27. (1) Any member of the house of representatives convicted 
and sentenced for any felony punishable by death or by imprison- 
ment in a Washington state penal institution shall, as of the time of 
sentencing, be denied the legislative salary for future service and 
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be denied per diem, compensation for expenses, office space facili- 
ties, and assistance. Any member convicted of a felony and sen- 
tenced therefor under any federal law or the law of any other state 
shall, as of the time of sentencing, be similarly denied such salary, 
per diem, expenses, facilities, and assistance if either (a) such 
crime would also constitute a crime punishable under the laws of 
Washington by death or by imprisonment in a state penal institu- 
tion, or (b) the conduct resulting in the conviction and sentencing 
would also constitute a crime punishable under the laws of Wash- 
ington by death or by imprisonment in a state penal institution. 

(2) At any time, the house may vote by a constitutional majority 
to restore the salary, per diem, expenses, facilities, and assistance 
denied a member under subsection (1). If the conviction of a mem- 
ber is reversed, then the salary, per diem, and expense amounts de- 
nied the member since sentencing shall be forthwith paid, and the 
member shall thereafter have the rights and privileges of other 
members. 


Smoking 
Rule 28. Smoking of cigarettes, pipes, or cigars shall not be permit- 
ted at any public meeting of any committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives or within House facilities. 
“No smoking” signs shall be posted so as to give notice of this rule. 


Parliamentary Rules 
Rule 29, The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Reed’s 
Parliamentary Rules shall:govern all cases in which they are not in- 
consistent with the standing rules and orders of the house. 


Standing Rules Amendment 


Rule 30. Any standing rule may be rescinded or changed by a ma- 
jority vote of the members elected: Provided, That the proposed 
change or changes be submitted at least one day in advance in writ- 
ing to the members together with notice of the consideration thereof. 
Any standing rule may be suspended temporarily by a two- thirds 
(2/3) vote of the members present except as provided in Rule 10. 
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Rules to Apply for Assembly 
Rule 31. The permanent house rules adopted at the beginning of 
the term are to govern all acts of the house during the course of the 
term unless amended or repealed. 


Legislative Mailings 
Rule 32. The house of representatives directs the house executive 
rules committee to adopt procedures and guidelines to ensure that 
all legislative mailings at public expense are for legitimate legisla- 
tive purposes. 


Liquor 
Rule 33. The house of representatives shall strictly adhere to the 
liquor laws of the state of Washington, including provisions relat- 
ing to banquet and special occasion permits. The proper permits 
must always be obtained before consumption of liquor in any 
house facility. 
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Foreword 
For the convenience of the members 


Parliamentary rules are designed solely for the uniform, orderly 
and expeditious conduct of deliberative bodies. The parliamentary 
system is necessary to avoid confusion and chaos — a system 
which will permit an assemblage to accomplish in the best possible 
manner the work for which it has been called. In conducting the 
business of the House of Representatives, we have first, the Rules 
of the House which provide generally for organization and for the 
quick transaction of business necessary to a short session. Sec- 
ondly, we have Reed’s Parliamentary Rules which apply to all par- 
liamentary questions not covered specifically by the House Rules. 
The two completely cover every situation that may arise in con- 
ducting the proceedings of the House and its committees. 

Parliamentary procedure to many is a maze of intricate and en- 
tangling motions and the new member usually approaches the prob- 
lem with apprehension, and occasionally, with an inferiority due to 
inexperience that requires time and study to overcome. 

To assist the new members and to refresh the memories of the re- 
elected members, there follows a summary of the more commonly 
used motions, including the proper working of these. A careful 
study of and frequent reference to this summary should enable the 
new members to “feel at home” on the floor and in the committee 
rooms of our distinguished House of Representatives. 


Motions From the Floor 


A member must rise (from his or her own seat) when about to 
make a motion or to speak in debate. Address “Mr. Speaker” and 
pause until recognized by the Speaker. Parliamentary practice 
DOES NOT permit a member to make a motion or to speak until 
given the floor by the presiding officer. Therefore, a motion is not 
in possession of the House and cannot be acted upon unless the 
maker has been recognized. 

The following are examples of the proper form of motions and 
inquires from the floor: 
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To Dispense With the Reading of the Journal 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that further reading of the journal be 
dispensed with, and that the journal of the preceding day’s business 
be ordered approved. 


To Adopt a Floor Resolution 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the resolution be adopted. 


Personal Privilege 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I rise to a question of personal privilege. 


Point of Order 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * T rise to a point of order. 


Question of Consideration 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * On that (motion, bill, resolution or amend- 
ment) I raise the Question of consideration. 


Note: This question is not debatable. Sec. 110 - Reed’s. 


Parliamentary Inquiry 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I rise to a parliamentary inquiry. (What is 
the rule that governs this situation? What is the order of business? 
Under what order of business may I make a motion? Is the Repre- 
sentative from___ ____ speaking on the motion before 
the House? or, Are the remarks of the representative germane to 
the motion before the House? etc.) 


Point of Information 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * T rise to a point of information. (What are 
we voting on? What is the motion before the House? etc.) 


To Ask a Member a Question 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * Will the Representative from 
yield to a question? 
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To Divide the Question 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * [ move that the question be divided: ie. that 
the authorization of the special committee be acted on first, and 
that the expenditures authorized be acted on secondly. 


To Adopt a Committee Report 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the report of the committee on 
, on House Bill No. , be adopted. 


To Order the Previous Question 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the previous question be ordered. 
Note: This motion is not debatable. A two-thirds vote of members pre- 


sent is required to order the previous question. If adopted, debate is 
closed except as provided in House Rule 18. 


Note: This question is not debatable. Sec. 110 - Reed’s. 


To Demand a Roll Call on Any Motion 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I demand (an electric or oral) roll call on 
the motion. 


Note: The Speaker will then ask if the demand is sustained, and if one- 
sixth of the members present rise, the demand will have been sustained. 


To Indefinitely Postpone 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that House Bill No. __. _ be in- 
definitely postponed. 
Note: This motion opens the whole question to debate. Once a bill, me- 


morial, joint or concurrent resolution has been indefinitely postponed, 
it can never again be acted on during the session. 


To Lay On the Table 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that (the motion, the bill, the amend- 
ment) be laid on the table. 
Note 1: This motion is not debatable. However, when a bill or proposi- 
tion is laid on the table, the matter is only temporarily disposed of and 
under the proper order of business, a motion to take from the table 
may be made at any time. 
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Note 2: A motion to lay an amendment on the table carries the main 
question with it. 


To Change the Order of Business 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the House revert to the eighth 
order of business for the purpose of making a motion; or I move 
that the House revert to the fifth order of business for the purpose 
of receiving a standing committee report; or, I move that the House 
advance to the sixth order of business to consider second reading 
of bills. 


Note: A majority vote of those present will carry the motion. House 
Rule 14(c). 


To Appeal a Decision of the Speaker 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I appeal from the decision of the Speaker. 


Note: All appeals are debatable EXCEPT an appeal after a member is 
called to order, which is decided without debate. 


To Demand A Call of the House 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I demand a Call of the House. 


Note: The Speaker will then ask if the demand is sustained. If one- 
sixth of the members present rise, the demand is sustained and the 
Speaker will order the Sergeant at Arms to lock the doors. The Clerk 
will call the roll and the Sergeant at Arms will be instructed to bring in 
the absent members. 


To Proceed With Business Under the Call 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the House proceed with busi- 
ness under the Call of the House; or, 1 move that the absent mem- 
bers be excused and that the House proceed with business under 
the Call of the House; or, I move that Representative(s) 
— be excused and that the House proceed with busi- 
ness under the call of the House. 


To Dispense With the Call of the House 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that further proceedings under the 
Call of the House be dispensed with. 
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Note: A motion to recess or to adjourn is never in order when the House is 
operating under a Call of the House. 


To Advance a Bill to Second Reading 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the rules be suspended, that 
House Bill No. (Memorial, Joint or Concurrent Resolution) 
be advanced to second reading, and read the second time in full. 


Note: A motion to suspend the rules requires a two-thirds vote of those 
present to carry, except as provided in House Rule 10. 


To Substitute a Bill 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that Substitute House Bill No. 
be Substituted for House Bill No. and that Substitute House 
Bill No. take its place on today’s second reading calendar. 


To Advance a Bill to Third Reading 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * | move that the rules be suspended, that 
House Bill No. be advanced to third reading, the second 
reading considered the third, and that the bill be placed on final 
passage. 


Note: When this motion is carried, the bill is on final passage and the 
merits of the bill are open to debate. If this motion is not carried, the 
bill automatically goes to the Rules Committee to be placed on the 
third reading calendar at a later date. A motion to suspend the rules re- 
quires a two-thirds vote of those present to carry, except as provided in 
House Rule 10. 


To Adopt a Bill on the Suspension Calendar 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the committee recommendations 
be adopted and House Bill No. be advanced to third reading. 
Note: When this motion is carried, the bill is on final passage and the 
merits of the bill are open to debate. If this motion is not carried, the 
bill automatically goes to t he Rules Committee to be placed on the 


second reading calendar at a later date. This motion requires a two- 
thirds vote of those present to carry. 


To Adopt an Amendment 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the amendment be adopted; or, 
I move that the amendment to the amendment be adopted; or, I 
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move that the committee amendment to Section 2, lines 10 and 11 
be adopted. 


To Return a Bill to Second Reading 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the rules be suspended and that 
House Bill No. be returned to second reading for the pur- 
pose of amendment. 


Note: A motion to suspend the rules requires a two-thirds vote of those 
present to carry, except as provided in House Rule 10. 


To Pass a Vetoed Bill 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that House Bill No. do pass 
the House, notwithstanding the veto of the Governor. 


Note: To pass a bill over the veto of the Governor, a two-thirds vote of 
the members present is required. State Constitution. 


To Sustain a Veto 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that vetoed House Bill No. be 
indefinitely postponed; or, be laid on the table; or, be referred to 
the Committee on 


To Reconsider a Vote 
Mr. Speaker:* * * * I move that the House (immediately) recon- 
sider the vote by which House Bill No. (amendment or mo- 
tion) passed/failed. 
Note 1: AMENDMENTS A motion to reconsider an amendment may 


be made at any time the bill remains on second reading. (House Rule 
20.) 


Note 2: EINAL PASSAGE Notice of a motion for reconsideration of fi- 
nal passage must be made on the day the vote was taken, and the mo- 
tion to reconsider must be taken up on the next working day (except at 
the end of session or before a cut-off as provided in House Rule 20). 


To Serve Notice of Reconsideration 


Mr. Speaker:* * * * I serve notice of a motion for reconsidera- 
tion of House Bill No. on the next working day.
